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PREFACE. 


TT  is  with  much  pleasure  that  the  compilers  are  now  able  to  present  this  volume  to  the  public  The  work  of 
compilation  has  been  arduous,  and  attended  with  far  greater  difficulties  and  delay  than  they  anticipated 
when  they  first  undertook  it,  and  though  they  feel  that  the  results  of  their  labours  will  amply  justify  them 
for  the  delay  in  the  eyes  of  their  readers,  yet  they  feel  it  will  not  be  altogether  out  of  place  to  a  certain 
extent  to  account  for  it. 

Not  only  have  they  had  to  carefully  note  the  various  changes  in  the  status  of  some  of  the  subjects  of  the 
sketches  contained  in  this  volume,  which  naturally  have  amounted  to  a  very  large  number  in  so  vast  and  ever 
increasing  a  profession  as  that  of  Insurance,  in  order  to  bring  their  book  up  to  date,  but  they  have  been  more 
than  once  checked  in  their  progress  by  the  natural  modesty  of  many  of  the  gentlemen,  whom  not  to  include 
would  have  been  to  have  produced  a  work  very  far  short  of  the  excellence  which  it  has  been  their  object  to 
attain  ;  a  result  which  the  compilers  feel  sure  would  have  been  regretted  by  all,  and  not  least  by  the 
gentlemen  alluded  to  themselves,  when  a  deference  to  it  would  have  caused  such  lamentable  gaps  in 
the  work. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  state  that  the  term  Leading  Insurance  Man  as  used  in  connection  with  this 
volume  is  intended  to  designate  any  official  holding  a  leading  position  at  a  Head  Office,  Branch  Office,  or  in  a 
District. 

The  compilers  think  that  they  may  also  add  a  few  words  as  to  the  arrangement  of  the  book,  which  has 
not  been  one  of  the  least  items  of  their  undertaking.  The  arrangement  under  the  several  headings  has  as  far 
as  possible  been  alphabetical,  but  it  will  be  noticed  that  in  places  the  exact  order  has  had  to  be 
sacrificed.  If  the  alphabetical  order  had  been  strictly  followed,  however,  as  the  work  progressed  it  would  have 
been  found  necessary  to  separate  some  portraits  from  the  biographical  sketches  appertaining  to  them.  The 
compilers  therefore  decided  that  such  a  course  would  be  undesirable,  and  hence  the  departure  from  the  hard  and 
fast  rule. 

In  several  cases  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  obtain  the  portraits  of  certain  members  of  the  Insurance 
fraternity,  in  most  instances  for  the  reason  that  no  photographs  of  these  gentlemen  are  in  existence. 

In  conclusion  it  is  hoped  that  Leading  Insurance  Men  will  be  received  with  the  same  satisfaction  as  that 
Mdth  which  it  is  put  before  the  public.  Some  errors  there  must  be  in  a  work  such  as  this ;  change  in  the 
Insurance  ranks  occur  almost  daily,  and  some  are  taking  place  while  the  book  is  in  the  press,  yet  the  compilers 
feel  that  they  have  spared  themselves  nothing  that  would  tend  to  make  their  work  of  interest  and  value  to 
the  Insurance  fraternity  at  large.

Ackland,  Thomas  Cans,  F.I.A.,  FSS-, is  the 

Actuary  and  the  Manager  of  the  Gresham  Life 
Assurance  Society,  and  was  born  on  the  27th  of 
June,  1851.  In  his  seventeenth  year  (March, 
1868),  he  entered  the 


Assurance  Society,  and  in  November,  1888, 
to  be  Actuary  and  Manager  (as  Principal 
Officer).  The  year  previous  (1887)  he  was 
appointed  one   of  the  Actuaries   selected  by  the 

Treasury  for  certify- 


service  of  the  Gres- 
ham as  a  Junior 
Clerk,  and  in  the 
following  year  he 
joined  the  Institution 
of  Actuaries  as  an 
Associate.  He  passed

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Adier.  Marcus   Nathan,  M.A.,  FLA.,  the 

Actuary  of  the  Alliance  Assurance  Company,  of 
London,  was  born  at  Hanover  in  the  year  1837. 
His  father  was  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Great  Britain, 
and  his  brother  now  holds  that  distinguished 
position. 

Mr.  Adler  was  educated  at  University  College, 
London,  and  studied  Mathematics  under  Professor 
De  Morgan.     In  1857  he  took  the   B.A.  degree, 
with  Honours    in   Mathematics,   at   the   London 
University,  and  two  years  later  he  obtained  his 
M.  A.  degree.     In  the  same  year  that  he  graduated 
(1857)    he    commenced 
his  Insurance  career,and 
entffred   the   service   of 
the  office  of   which  he 
is    now    the     scientific 
head.     His  upward  pro- 
gress  was   very    rapid, 
as     ten      years      later 
(1867),     at     the    early 
age    of   thirty,  he  was 
appointed    to  his    pres- 
ent position. 

In     Actuarial     work 
he    has    always    taken 
a  very  prominent  part. 
He    has    been     for     a 
series     of     years      one 
of    the   Vice-Presidents 
of      the     Institute     of 
Actuaries.        He      has 
always   taken  an  active 
interest     in      Friendly 
Societies,      and     acted 
as  one  of  their  Public 
Valuers   for  a    number 
of  years,    till    the     engrossing    duties     of    his 
office     obliged     him     to     relinquish     the    post. 
He    has     also    another     and     unique      honour 
to  add  to  his    laurels.       Working    in    conjunc- 
tion    with    Mr.     A.     H.     Bailey,     F.I.A.,     he 
was    the    first    Actuary    to    successfully   recon- 
struct  an    insolvent    Assurance    Company,  this 
being   the   Great   Britain  Insurance  Office.     He 
was  also   the   originator  of   the    **  B "  Annuity 
Schemes  for  the  East  Indian  Railway  Companies, 
which  have  been  adopted  to  such  a  very  large 
extent,  and    for    which    he    has    received   much 
honour     in     Financial     as     well     as     Insurance 
circles. 


Maik  rs  Xatiian  Adlkk,  M.A.,    F.I.A. 


In  Actuarial  and  General  Insurance  liter- 
ature, Mr.  Adler  has  made  a  wide  reputa- 
tion. Though  not  exactly  what  might  be 
described  as  a  voluminous  writer,  he  has 
contributed  widely  to  the  Insurance  press, 
and  has  also  made  a  mark  in  other  branches 
of  authorship,  notably  in  statistical  and 
oriental  branches  of  Literature.  In  1869 
his  University  recognised  his  ability  and  work 
by  electing  him  a  Fellow  of  University 
College. 

Perhaps  the  work  with  which  Mr.  Adler's 
name  will,  after  all, 
be  longest  and  most 
popularly  associated, 
will  be  his  efforts  to 
relieve  the  overcrowd- 
ed and  unhealthy  con- 
dition of  certain  parts 
of  the  Metropolis.  This 
he  proposed  to  do 
by  inducing  the  work- 
ing class  population 
to  live  more  large 
ly  in  the  suburbs, 
and  in  order  that  they 
might  be  able  to  do 
this,  he  submitted  to 
the  County  Council  a 
comprehensive  scheme, 
under  which  Kailway 
and  Tramway  Com- 
panies would  have  to 
carry  working  men  at 
certain  hours  of  the 
day  at  a  uniform  fai*e 
of  one  penny  for  any 
distance  ;  in  fact,  to 
introi^luce  a  similar  plan  to  that  known  as 
the  "  Zone  system,''  which  has  proved  so  enor- 
mously successful  on  the  Austrian  and  Hungarian 
Railways. 

The  North  Metropolitan  Tramways  Company, 
Limited,  without  waiting  for  any  action  on  the 
part  of  the  County  Council,  at  once  adopted  Mr. 
Adler*s  suggestion  on  their  lines  in  the  East  of 
London.  Other  companies  are  beginning  to  make 
similar  concessions  ;  and  the  innovation  has 
proved  an  enormous  success  and,  beyond  doubt, 
a  very  great  boon  to  thousands  of  the  working 
classes.

Allan,  James,  i«  the  Assistant  Secret;iry  at  the 
Head  Office  of  The  London  and  Lancashire  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  Liverpool.  His  Insurance 
experience  was  gained  at  the  Glasgow  branch  of 
The  Guardian,  and  the  Edinburgh  and  Dublin 
branches  of  The  Commercial  Union ;  sul)sequent 
to  which  he  was  appointed  Resident  Secretary 
in  Dublin  of  the  London  and  Lancashire  Fire 
Insurance  Company.  In  that  position  he  met 
with  such  success  that  in  September,  1890,  he  was 
promoted  to  his  present  post  at  the  Head  Office. 
IMr.  Allan  is  a  gentleman  of  much  ability  and 
sound  judgment.

Assurance  Company,  at  its  headquarters  at  Dublin 
is  a  native  of  Scotland.  He  commenced  his  In- 
surance career  in  the  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Alliance  Insurance  Company  in  Edinburgh,  where 
he  I'emained  for  seven  years,  after  which  he 
received  an  appointment  in  the  Scottish  IVanch  of 
the  Imperial  Insurance  Company.

by  which  the 
cargo  carrying 
trade  was  becom- 
ing heavily  handi- 
capped, Mr.  Bird 
was  called  in  to 
assist  them,  the 
result  being  the 
formation  of  the 
Clyde  Steamship 
Owners'  Associa- 
tion, he  being  the 
Secretary.  This 
brought  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  more 
reasonable  terms, 
and  finally^  in 
1883,  they  ap. 
pointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  deal 
with  and  report  on 
the  whole  subject 
of  the  load  line,  which  practically  settled  the  dispute. 
^Ir.  Bird  also  at  this  time  became  Manager  of 
two  Steamship  Clubs,  the  first  for  the  Insurance 
of  Steamers,  and  the  second  a  Freight  and 
Demurrage  Club,  the  only  ones  of  the  kind  in 
Scotland,  and  both  with  a  large  and  increas- 
ing roll  of  members. 

The  Clyde  Sailing  Ship  Owners  next  started  an 
Association,   encouraged   by   the   success  of    the 
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Steamship  Owners,  for  mutual  protection  and 
assistance  of  their  peculiar  interests,  of  which  Mr. 
Bird's  former  achievements  pointed  him  out  as  the 
most  fitting  man  to  be  Manager.  This  Association 
was  then  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  it  was  not  long  before  it  had  made 
itself  felt  in  the  attacking  and  abolition  of  many  of 
the  abuses  under  which  the  Sailing  Ship  Trade 
had  been  labouring,  notably,  amongst  others,  the 

**  Custom  of  the 
Port  "  by  which 
vessels  had  been 
detained  unrea- 
sonable times  in 
port  when  it 
suited  the  ca- 
pricious conveni- 
ence of  certain 
merchants.  A 
Collision  Club  was 
subsequently  add- 
ed to  this  Associa- 
tion, which  is 
now  one  of  the 
largest  in  '  the 
Kingdom  :  also  a 
Club  for  dealing 
with  disputed 
questions  of 
Freight  and  De- 
murrage. Mean- 
while, the  Clyde 
Associations  did 
good  service  to  the 
Shipping  Trade  in 
successfully  oppos- 
ing the  Merchant 
Shipping  Bill, 
brought  into  Par- 
liament in  1 884  by 
Mr.  Chamberlain, 
the  then  President 
of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  qualified 
and  impartial  judges  who  listened  to  both 
sides  of  the  question,  was  unnecessary  and 
totally  without  foundation  as  to  many  of  the 
charges  brought  against  Shipowners.  Mr.  Bird 
took  a  leading  part  in  this  opposition,  and  when, 
out  of  deference  to  Mr.  Chamberlain's  feelings  on 
the  withdrawal  of  his  Bill,  a  Royal  Commission  was 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  loss  of  life  at  sea,  Mr. 
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George  William  Blanchkit. 


Bird  was  selected  to  form  a  Committee  to  watch  the 
case  on  behalf  of  the  Shipowners.  To  this  work 
he  devoted  himself  for  three  years,  and  it  is 
greatly  to  his  credit  that  though  the  composition 
of  the  Royal  Commission  was  such  that  an 
adverse  report  to  the  Shipowners'  interests  might 
have  been  well  expected,  through  his  exertions  it 
was  eventually  toned  down  to  such  a  degree  that 
it  was  rendered  practically  harmless.     Mr.  Bird 


deservedly  enjoys  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the 
Shipowners,  not  only  of  Glasgow  but  of  the  other 
ports  of  the  United  Kingdom.

Bloxsom,  William  Gibson,  the  Manager  of 

the  Scottish  Metropolitan  Life  Assurance  Com- 
pany of  Edinburgh,  is  a  native  of  that  town,  and 
was  educated  at  Merchiston  Castle  School  and 
the  Edinburgh  Institution.  At  the  age  of  seven- 
teen he  entered  the  office  of  the  Standard  Life 
Assurance  Company,  where  he  remained  for  six 
years,  leaving  it  to  become  Inspector  of  Agents  to 
the  Reliance  Assurance  Society  in  Manchester,  in 
which  capacity  he  proved  highly  successful.

The  Articles  of  Association  of 
the  new  Company,  which  was  happily  named 
the  Scottish  Metropolitan,  were  that  time  in  a 
great  measure  of  an  entirely  novel  character,  and 
were  all  drafted  by  Mr.  Bloxsom.  The  Scottish 
Metropolitan  has  been  the  foremost  to  adopt  im- 
provements of  various  kinds  in  Life  Assurance 
contracts,  many  of  which  have  been  since  imitated 
by  other  and  older  Companies.  Mr  Blox- 
som has  been  a  great  athlete  in  his  time,  especi- 
ally in  the  football  field,  and  now  that  he  has 
abandoned  that  form  of  pastime  has  taken  up 
golf  with  great  success.  He  is  a  member  of  one 
of  the  leading  Amateur  Choral  Societies  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  altogether,  with  his  many  genial 
qualities,  is  a  most  popular  member  of  Edinburgh 
society.  He  is  an  adept  at  organization,  a  skilful 
mathematician,  and  thorough  in  office  details

Wilfred  A.    Bowser,  F.S.S. 


Bowser,  Wilfred  Arthur,  the  Manager  and 
Actuary  of  the  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow 
Life  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  of  London, 
-was  born  in  the  year  1 846. 

He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  Alfred  T.  Bowser,  who  for  so 
many  years  held  the  position  of  Chief  Oliicer  of  the 
Whittington  Life  Insurance  Office.  In  the  service 
of  this  Company  Mr.  W.  A.  Bowser  made 
his  first  connection  with,  and  gained  his  first 
experience  of,  Life  Insurance  business,  practically 
as  well  as  scientifically.  After  hard  work  for 
several  years  here,  he  resigned  his  appointment  to 
accept  one  on  the  London  Staff  of  the  Queen 
Insurance  Company,  and  in  various  departments, 
still  gaining  valuable  knowledge,  he  served  this 
Office  for  five  or  six  years,  and  then  had  gained  a 
reputation  and  experience  sufficient  to  justify  the 
management  of  the  English  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, in  appointing  him  to  the  position  of  Chief  Life 
Clerk.  This  was  in  the  year  1867,  and  he  held 
that  appointment  until  1870,  when  the  business  of 
the  office  was  transferred  to  another  company. 


In  the  year  following  (1871),  Mr.  Bowser 
founded  the  London  and  County  Provident 
Institution,  a  Friendly  Society  doing  monthly 
business  only,  and  he  acted  as  its  Manager  for 
some  years,  and  with  success  and  still  increasing 
reputation. 

In  1878,  the  Directors  of  the  Colonial  Assu- 
rance Company  made  him  a  direct  offer  of  the 
appointment  of  the  Managership  of  their  office. 
This  Mr.  Bowser  accepted,  intending  to  take  over 
with  him  the  whole  of  the  business  of  the 
London  and  County  Provident  Institution,  and 
amalgamate  the  business  of  the  two  offices,  under 
the  title  of  the  London  and  County  Life  Insurance 
Society.  This  consolidation,  which  would  have 
been  good  for  both,  was  rendered  practically 
impossible  by  the  restrictions  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  to  get  over  the  difficulty  Mr.  Bowser 
formed  the  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  Life 
Insurance  Company,  to  take  over  the  capital  and 
business  of  both  offices.     This  was  done,  and  the 

new    Company    commenced    business    in    1883,5^1^

with  Mr.  Bowser  holding  the  same  position  that 
he  does  at  the  present  time. 

To  Insurance  literature  Mr.  Bowser  hivs  been 
a  frequent  and  valuable  contributor.  Among  his 
articles  on  Actuarial  subjects  are — **  Observations 
on  the  Rate  of  Mortality  in  Infancy  and 
Childhood  "  ;  "  Notes  on  the  observations  of  the 
Rev.  John  Hodgson,  M.A.,  on  the  Mortality  of  the 
Clergy  of  England  and  Wales,  with  remarks  on 
the  tables  deduced  therefrom  "  ;  "A  paper  on  the 
Table  of  Mortality  deduced  from  the  New 
Experience  Observations,"  etc.,  etc.

Company,  of  London,  commenced  a  career  in  the 
Insurance  World  that  has  won  him  universal 
respect  and  esteem  in  the  office  of  the  Standard 
Life  Insurance  Company  in  Edinburgh,  in  the 
year  1862.  While  in  the  service  of  this  Com- 
pany, he  passed  the  several  examinations  of  the 
Faculty  of  Actuaries  of  Edinburgh,  gaining  the 
Fellowship  of  that  body.

He  was  elected  a  Director  of  the 
Temperance  Provident  Life  Institution  in  1862, 
becoming  its  Secretary  in  186-2,  the  additional 
dignity  of  Managing  Director  being  conferred  on 
him  by  a  grateful  Directorate  in  \  888.  Mr.  Cash 
is  a  strong  advocate  of  the  non-alcoholic  treat- 
ment in  medical  cases,  and  has  from  the  beginning 
been  a  warm  supporter  of  the  London  Temperance 
Hospital.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Provisional 
Committee  in   1871,  and  on  the  opening  of  the 


Hospital,  originally  in  Gower  Street,  he  was  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  post 
he  still  holds. 

Among  thd  most  prominent  converts  to  the 
cause  of  Temperance  that  Mr.  William  Cash  made 
during  his  distinguished  career,  the  name  of  the 
late  George  Cruikshank  will  always  stand  fore- 
most. While  Mr.  Cash  was  Chairman  of  the 
National  Temperance  Society,  this  celebrated  artist 
interviewed  him  with  the  object  of  securing  his 
influence  in  circulating  his  famous  series  of  pic- 
tures, entitled,  "The  Bottle."  Mr.  Cash  asked 
the  artist  how  he  could  conscientiously  continue 
to  use  the  drink,  the  evil  effects  of  which  he  so 
powerfully  depicted.  This  pointed  question  led 
Mr.  Cruikshank  to  think  seriously  of  the  matter, 
and  eventually  to  become  a  total  abstainer. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  a  very  great 
measure  of  the  financial  success  of  the  Temper- 
ance Hospital  in  the  Harapstead  Road,  London, 
must  be  ascribed  to  the  personal  influence  of  Mr. 
Cash,  and  he  has  further  proved  his  business  capa- 
bilities by  the  manner  in  which. he  has  conducted 
the  afiBiirs  of  the  "  United  Kingdom  "  Company. 
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Wm.  D.  Cairnet. 

Cairnev,  William  D.,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Scottish  Alliance  Insurance  Co.,  Limited,  Glas- 
gow, is  a  native  of  that  city,  and  belongs  to  a  well- 
known  and  highly  respectable  family,  his  father 
being  Mr.  William  Cairney,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Thomas  Skinner  and  Co.,  shipowners,  Glasgow  and 
London.  He  received  his  business  training  in  the 
office  of  Messrs.  McClelland,  Mackinnon  and  Blyth, 
the  well-known  Chartered  Accountants,  of  Glasgow, 
with  which  firm  he  remained  some  years,  after- 
wards going  into  business  on  his  own  account 
as  a  Chartered  Accountant,  which  business  he  still 
carries  on. 

In  1888  he  formed  the  Scottish  Alliance  Insur- 
ance Co.,  of  which  he  was  appointed  Secretary. 
Mr.  Cairney  is  highly  respected  in  Scotland  as  a 
gentleman  of  strict  integrity  and  high  business 
qualifications. 


Chatterton,  John  Henry,  is  the  Secretary  of 

the  Millers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  and 
an  Insurance  Broker  of  Mark  Lane,  London.  This 
gentleman  has  had  a  varied  experience  of  business. 
At  a  very  early  age  he  commenced  in  the  wine 
trade,  in  London,  as  shipping  clerk.  At  the 
breaking  out  of  the  gold  fever,  he  went  to 
Australia  in  1852,  and  spent  some  time  in 
Adelaide,  Melbourne,  and  the  gold  fields,  and  in 
Tasmania.  After  a  brief  return  to  England,  he 
again  emigrated,  about  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  to  Canada.  Too  late 
to  join  the  first  expedition  to  the  Red  River 
which  was  then  just  added  to  the  Canadian 
dominions,  he  nevertheless  during  the  next  two  years 
visited  all  parts  of  that  extensive  country  in  search 
of  fortune,  but  that  still  eluding  him,  he  returned, 
and,  at  the  somewhat  advanced  age  of  27,  obtained 
the  post  of  junior  clerk  in  the  Western  Gas  Company. 


John  Henry  Chatterton. 

Here  at  last  his  experience  of  the  world  began  to 
tell,  and  he  very  soon  was  at  the  head  of  the 
office.  In  187:^  on  the  amalgamation  of  that 
company  with  the  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
he  retired  with  a  pension,  and  was  immediately 
appointed  Accountant  to  the  Barnet  District  Gas 
Water  Company ;  this  appointment  he  held  for  one 
year,  and  then  migrated  north  to  Sunderland, 
where  he  was  engaged  for  two  years  re-organizing 
the  staff,  and  revaluing  and  rating  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  district  of  the  Water  Company. 
In  1876,  the  Millers  feeling  dissatisfied  with  the 
new  rates  imposed  upon  them,  started  two 
companies,  the  Millers*  and  General  of  Birmingham, 
and  the  Millers'  Mutual  of  London.  The  former 
company  speedily  ran  its  course,  and  demonstrated 
the  want  of  judgment  of  its  promoters,  by 
eventually  winding  up  with  a  series  of  calls  to  the 
tune  of  something  like  £60,000.  The  latter  Com- 
pany (the  Millers'  Mutual),  was  entrusted  to  Mr. 
Chatterton's  care,  and  for  seven  years  he  piloted 
it  through  many  storms,  learning  his  business  as  a 
fire  insurance  man  as  he  went  along.  After  serv- 
ing the  customary  apprenticeship  to  the  business, 
he  learnt  that  it  then  cost  more  to  insure  in  the 
Mutual  than  in  the  regular  offices  and  he  at  once 
transferred  the  whole  of  the  business  to  the 
Equitable  Fire  Office,  and  set  up  as  a  Broker. 
In  1878  the  Millers  of  the  United  Kingdom  formed 
to  themselves  a  National  Association  of  British 
and  Irish  Millers,  and  appointed  Mr.  Chatterton 
secretary,  and  for  1 2  years  everything  connected 
with  Flour  Milling  had  its  head  quarters  in  Mark 
Lane.  Latterly,  however,  the  Council  of  the 
Association  thought  that  their  Secretary  stood  in 
the  way  of  "  cheap  *' insurance,  and  they  parted. 
Mr.  Chatterton  is  considered  an  authority  on  the 
Fire  Insurance  aspects  of  Milling. 
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James  Chatham,  F.I.A.,  F.F.A. 


Chatham,   James,    FIA.,   F.F.A,  of   the 

Scottish  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  St. 
Andrew  Square,  Edinburgh,  was  born  in  that 
city  in  1857.  He  has  been  the  Secretary  of  the 
Actuarial  Society  of  Edinburgh,  and  also  of  the 
Faculty  of  Actuaries.  Of  the  latter  body  he  is 
in  addition  one  of  the  Examiners.  Mr.  Chatham's 
business  career  commenced  as  an  apprentice 
in  a  merchant's  office  at  Leith.  At  that 
time  the  science  of  shorthand,  which  has  now 
become  so  indispensable  an  adjunct  to  commer- 
cial business,  was  almost  an  unknown  quantity  : 
but  Mr.  Chatham  applied  himself  so  assiduously 
to  its  study  and  practice  that  in  an  open  com- 
petition in  the  year  1876,  he  succeeded  in 
gaining  a  medal.  Appointed  in  1879  shorthand 
clerk  to  Mr.  T.  B.  Sprague,  F.I.A,  F.FA.,  he 
has  since  remained  in  the  office  of  the  Society, 
where  he  now  fills  an  important  position.  Once 
launched  in  the  Insurance  world,  Mr.  Chatham 
turned  his  attention  and  studies  more  particularly 
to  Actuarial  Science,  and  passed  in  succession  the 
examinations  of  the  Faculty  of  Actuaries  of 
Edinburgh  and  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  of 
London,  and  holds  the  diplomas  of  both  bodies. 
As  an  Actuary  his  career  has  been  a  very  distin- 
guished one.  We  have  already  mentioned  above 
several  of  the  appointments  he  has  held,  but  this 
by  no  means  completes  the  list  of  honours  he  has 
won.  Two  years  ago  Mr.  T.  B.  Sprague  offered 
j£70  to  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  as  a  prize  to  be 
competed    for   in  an    open  contest,    the   subject 


I  chosen  being,  "  The  Rate  of  Mortality  and  Discon- 
tinuance among  Insured  Lives."  In  this,  as  in 
similar  competitions,  all  papers  were  sent  in  under 
noms  de  plume  \  and  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  when  the  decision  of  the  judges  was 
announced,  a  great  many  people  shared  the  astonish- 

j    ment  of  Mr.  Sprague  to  find  that  the  coveted  post  of 

I  winner  had  been  secured  by  Mr.  Chatham,  and 
that,  adding  to  the  honours  won  thereby,  the  second 

I  place  was  gained  by  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
Actuaries  of  the  United  States.  No  one  had 
previously  doubted  Mr.  Chatham's  abilities,but  this 
achievement  certainly  placed  the  seal  on  his 
reputation.  In  the  winter  session  of  1891-92  the 
Faculty  of  Actuaries  inaugurated  a  new  and  what 
will  probably  prove  a  most  valuable  innovation. 
This  took  the  form  of  a  course  of  special  lectures 
to  the  Students  of  that  body.  When  this  course 
was  decided  on,  the  Council  of  that  learned  body 
unanimously  offered  Mr.  Chatham  the  position  of 
Lecturer.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that 
he  acknowledged  the  honour  and  compliment 
by  accepting  it,  and  his  lectures  have  been  among 
the  most  successful  on  record,  the  lecture  hall 
being  crowded.  As  a  coach  for  the  actuarial 
examinations  of  various  bodies,  Mr.  Chatham 
enjoys  a  very  high  reputation,  and  is  also  in  the 
gratifying  position  of  a  rapidly-growing  consulting 
practice.  He  has  contributed  various  papers  to 
the  **  Journal  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,"  and 
the  **  Transactions  of  the  Actuarial  Society  of 
Edinburgh." 
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James  William  Chrsshtrr. 

Chesshyre,  James  William,  Founder  and 

Managing  Director  of  the  County  Hail  Storm 
Insurance  Company,  is  a  well-known  Hertford 
man,  having  been  for  a  period  of  thirty-eight 
years  Manager  of  the  London  and  County  Bank 
in  that  town.  He  was  interested  in  the  origin  of 
the  Royal  Farmers'  Insurance  Company  and  other 
Offices  in  1840,  and  in  1848  established  the 
County  Hail  Storm  Insurance  Company,  of  which 
he  has  been  the  Manging  Director  for  forty-four 
years.  Under  his  management  the  Company  has  put 
by  a  Reserve  Fund  out  of  profits  of  three  times  the 
amount  of  its  paid-up  capital,  and  has  paid  divi- 
dends to  its  shareholders  averaging  30  per  cent, 
per  annum  since  its  establishment.  Mr.  Ches- 
shyre was  also  associated  with  the  late  Lord 
Salisbury,  Lord  Granville,  Lord  Beaconsfield 
(then  Mr.  Disraeli;,  Lord  Cowper,  and  many  other 
noblemen  and  gentlemen  in  the  county  of  Hert- 
ford, in  establishing  a  scheme  of  Insurance  against 
the  Cattle  Plague,  which  proved  a  great  success, 
not  only  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  plague, 
but  in  giving  a  fair  compensation  for  all  losses 
incurred  by  the  insurers,  and  was  eventually 
wound  up  with  considerable  profit  to  its  share- 
holders. 

In  1862  Mr.  Chesshyre  took  an  active  part  in 
the  establishment  of  Haileybury  College,  and  was

appointed  Treasurer,  which  post  he  has  held  ever 
since. 

In  1869  he  was  presented  with  a  handsome 
service  of  plate  of  the  value  of  £300,  by  250  sub- 
scribers, in  testimony  of  the  appreciation  of  his 
services  in  the  promotion  of  many  valuable  institu- 
tions in  the  county  of  Hertford. 


Cochrane,  R.  G.,  ^^  ^^^  Sub-Manager  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  Guardian  Assurance 
Company  at  its  Head  Office  in  London,  and  has  the 
management  of  the  home  Fire  business  of  that 
company. 

Mr.  Cochrane  received  his  first  insurance  train- 
ing in  the  office  of  the  Northern  Assurance  Com- 
pany at  Glasgow,  and  subsequently  he  had  an 
extensive  experience  as  a  Surveyor  for  the  Royal. 
In  1 874,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  in  Edinburgh 
to  the  Scottish  Provincial  Insurance  Company, 
which  appointment  he  held  until  1886,  when  he 
became  Secretary  to  the  Manchester  Branch  of  the 
Guardian,  where  his  success  was  so  great  that  the 
Directors  invited  him  to  accept  the  position  he 
now  occupies  at  the  Head  Office.  Mr.  Cochrane 
is  a  good  organiser,  and  has  a  happy  faculty  of 
winning  the  cooperation  of  those  acting  under  his 
direction. 
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James  Chisholm,  F.F.A.,  F.I. A. 


Chisholm,  James,  P.T.A.,  the  Manager  and 
Actuary  of  the  Imperial  Life  Insurance  Company, 
is  the  son  of  David  Chisholm,  for  many  years  the 
Actuary  of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile 
Insurance  Company,  and  in  December,  1861,  he 
entered  the  office  of  that  Company  in  Edinburgh, 
receiving  his  early  Insurance  training  under  the 
auspices  of  his  father.  In  February,  1869,  he 
transferred  his  services  to  the  head  office  of  the 
Imperial  life  Assurance  Company  in  the  capacity 
of  Actuarial  Assistant,  and  rose  steadily  in  his 
profession  until,  in  the  year  1882,  his  talents 
pointed  him  out  for  promotion  to  his  present  post 


as  Manager  and  Actuary  of  that  office.  In  the 
same  year  he  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Faculty, 
and  in  the  following  year  of  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries.

Clensy,  John  GoPnall,  Secretary  of  the  Liver- 
pool Victoria  Legal  Friendly  Society,  was  born  in 
Liverpool  in  the  year  1852.  He  became  con- 
nected with  the  Society  in  the  year  1 870, and  steadily 
worked  himself  up  through  every  department  of  its 
business  until  in  the  September  of  1885, — the  same 
year  in  which  the  Society  removed  its  Head  Offices 
from  Liverpool  to  London — he  was,  in  recognition 


of  his  sterling  and  undoubled  abilities,  promoted  to 
his  present  position.  Since  then  he  has,  by  his  untir- 
ing energy  and  perseverance,  won  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  the  Agents  and  Members  of  the 
Society,  and  it  is  in  no  small  degree  owing  to  his 
efforts  that  the  Liverpool  Victoria  now  occupies  its 
present  prosperous  position  among  its  contem- 
poraries.

CllpehufiTh,  William  PaUn,  F.LA ,  FS.S.,  is 

the  Actuary  and  Manager  of  the  London  and 
Lancashire  Life  Assurance  Co.  He  was  prac- 
tically the  founder  of  this  office,  and  has  been 
connected  with  it  since  its  establishment  in  1862. 

With  so  many  other  successful  Insurance  men, 
Mr.  Clirehugh  received  his  early  training  in 
Actuarial  and  Life  Insurance  science  and  practice 
in  Scotland,  and  he  had  the  advantage  of  serving 
for  some  time  under  Mr.  Jenkin  Jones,  during 
which  period  he  had  exceptional  advantages  for 
gaining  considerable  experience  in  the  theoretical, 
as  well  as  the  practical,  work  of  an  Actuary. 

Leaving  Scotland,  Mr.  Clirehugh  was  appointed 
to  the  important  position  of  Accountant  in  the 
London  office  of  the  National  Mercantile  life 
Assurance  Company.

Henry  Cockburn,  F.I.A.,  F.F.A. 


Coekburn,  Henry,  F.I.A.,  F.F.A.,  the  Mana- 
ger of  the  Life  Department  and  the  Actuary  in 
London  of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile  Insur- 
ance Company,  was  bom  in  Edinburgh  in  the  year 
1848,  and  was  educated  at  the  Edinburgh  Academy. 
In  1 864  he  entered  the  Insurance  world,  joining  the 
Head  Office  Staff  of  the  Standard  Life  Assurance 
Company  in  his  native  city,  and  he  remained  in  the 
service  of  this  Office  for  eight  years,  the  last  six 
months  of  which  were  spent  in  its  London  West 
End  Office.  From  1872  to  1875,  he  filled  the 
position  of  Chief  Clerk  in  the  London  Office  of  the 
Norwich  Union  life  Insurance  Society,  leaving  it 
in  the  last-named  year  to  take  over  the  duties  of 


his  present  position.  Mr.  Cockburn  is  an  execu- 
tive officer  of  great  capacity  with  the  North  British 
and  Mercantile,  and  occupies  a  high  position  in  the 
Insurance  world.

ColensOi  Francis  Ernest,  FLA.,  the  Actuary . 

and  Secretary  of  the  English  and  Scottish  Law 
life  Assurance  Association  of  London,  is  a  son  of 
the  late  Bishop  Colenso,  of  Natal,  and  was  born 
in  London. 

He  might  fairly  be  taken  as  an  example  of  here- 
ditary genius,  for  not  only  is  he  the  son  of  one  who 
will  most  probably  rank  as  the  greatest  mathema- 
tician of  the  present  day,  but  is  the  nephew  of  the 
late  eminent  Actuary,  C.  J.  Bunyon.  It  was  in  the 
office  of  the  latter  (then  the  Actuary  to  the  Nor- 
wich Union  Life  Assurance  Society)  that  he  made 
his  first  connection  with  the  business  of  Life 
Insurance. 

While  studying  the  theory  and  practice  of  his 
Life  profession  here,  he  entered  as  a  student  of 
the  Law  in  the  Middle  Temple,  and  was  called  to  the 
Bar  by  that  Honourable  Society  in  the  year  1877. 


At  this  time  it  was  his  intention  to  follow  the 
Law  as  a  profession,  and  he  proceeded  to  Natal, 
where  his  name  was,  of  course,  as  a  "household 
word,'*  and  for  three  years  practised  in  that 
Colony  as  an  Attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court  for 
upwards  of  three  years. 

The  law  not  proving  so  fascinating  a  pursuit  as 
he  had  anticipated,  he  returned  to  England,  and 
renewed  his  connection  with  the  Norwich  Union 
Life  Office,  receiving  the  joint  appointments  of 
Assistant-Secretary  and  Assistant- Actuary,  both 
of  which  positions  he  filled  until  November,  1886. 

At  that  time  he  was  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  English  and  Scottish  Law  Life  to 
fill  the  position  he  now  holds,  and  in  which  he  has 
so  well  and  ably  acquitted  himself,  fully  justifying 
the  high  opinions  formed  of  the  promise  his 
abilities  gave  for  his  future  career. 
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Akthur  J.  Cook,  A. I. A.,  M.J.I. 


Cook,    Arthur     J.,  ALA.,  M.J.I.,  is    the 

Secretary  of  the  Victoria  Mutual  Assurance,  and 
indeed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Society  entirely 
owes  its  present  prosperous  condition.  Mr.  Cook 
originally  gained  his  experience  as  Chief  of  the 
Agency  Department  and  confidential  shorthand 
amanuensis  in  two  large  Life  and  Fire  Companies, 
subsequently  entering  the  service  of  the  Victoria 
Mutual.  The  Society  was  then  in  a  very  small 
way,  but  Mr.  Cook  set  himself  energetically 
to  the  task  put  before  him,  and  succeeded 
not  only  in  saving  the  Society  from  lapsing 
altogether  into  nonexistence,  as  it  undoubt- 
edly would  have  done  had  it  not  been  for  his 
efforts,  but  in  raising  it  up  to  the  substantial 
position  which  it  now  occupies,  actually  increasing 
its  funds  to  tenfold  those  which  he  found  on  taking 
up  his  duties,  and  the  income  accruing  from  interest 
to  nearly  a  hundred-and-fifty-fold.  Mr.  Cook  is 
a  well-known  man  in  the  literary  world,  having 
contributed  many  important  articles  to  the  various 


Insurance  Journals,  as  well  as  having  written  some 
very  interesting  and  instructive  papers  on  many  of 
the  vexed  Insurance  questions  of  the  day.  His 
pamphlets  "  Surcharged  and  Declined  Lives,'' 
**  Surrender  Values,"  "  Hints  as  to  Moderate  and 
Low  Premiums,"  "  Large  and  Small  Life  Assur-

all  had  a  very  wide  circulation  ;  and,  being  a 
linguist  in  addition,  he  is  at  the  present  time 
an  occasional  contributor  to  the  Moniteur  ties 
Assurances  of  Paris  and  Los  Seguros  of  Barcelona. 
He  is  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries, 
a  member  and  Auditor  of  the  Institute  of  Journal- 
ists, a  Freeman  and  Liveryman  of  the  City  of  Lon- 
don (Worshipful  Companyof  Fanmakers),a  member 
of  the  Socidt^  de  Statistique  of  Paris,  and  a  Fellow 
of  the  Shorthand  Society.  He  is  married  to  a  sister 
of  the  late  Mr.  Cornelius  Walford,  of  Insurance 
Guide  and  Handbook  and  Cyclopoedia,  <fec.,  fame. 
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Thomas  H.  Cooke,  F.I. A. 


Cooke,  Thomas  H.,  F.I.A.,  is  the  Actuaty  of 
the  Northern  Assurance  Company,  the  service  of 
which  Corporation  he  entered  in  the  year  1867. 
After  passing  through  different  departments,  in 
each  of  which  he  gained  much  valuable  and  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  science  and  also  the  theory 
of  the  life  Insurance  business,  Mr.  Cooke  was, 
after  fifteen  years'  service,  appointed  to  the  position 
he  now  occupies.  His  first  connection  with  the 
Actuarial  world  was  made  in  1869,  when  he  joined 
the  Institute  of  Actuaries  as  a  student,  receiving 
the  honour  of  a  Fellowship  of  that  body  in  1873. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Actuaries'  Club,  to  which 
he  was  elected  in  1880. 


CoIquhOUn,  E.,  F.I.  A.,  the  Manager  and  Act- 
uary of  the  Legal  and  General  life  Assurance  Offioe* 
began  his  Insurance  career  in  1 868  in  the  office  of 
the  Equity  and  Law  life  Assurance  Society,  in  whose 
service  he  remained  for  eighteen  years,  at  the  end 
of  which  period  in  1886  he  received  his  present 
appointment  Though  he  has  not  had  such  a 
varied  experience  in  different  Insurance  Companies 
as  many  of  his  contemporaries,  Mr.  Colquhoun  is  a 
very  well-known  man  in  the  Insurance  and  Actu- 
arial world,  being  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Actu- 
aries  by  virtue  of  examinations  successfully  passed, 
and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  that  body,as  well  as 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Life  Offices  Association. 
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James  Coopkr. 

Cooper,  James,  Secretary  of  the  Mutual  I  late 
GIhss  Insurance  Company,  Limited,  at  Darlington 
commenced  as  an  Agent  to  the  United  Kingdom 
Temperance  and  General  Provident  Institution  at 
Northallerton,  Yorkshire,  in  1860,  where  he  did  a 
very  fair  business  in  the  first  year  of  his  work, 
being  an  enthusiastic  total  abstainer  and  having 
the  advantage  of  a  sympathetic  Superintendent, 
always  ready  to  help  and  advise  him  in  any 
difficulty.  He  remained  at  Northallerton  until 
1871,  combining  his  agency  with  his  private  busi- 
ness of  a  photogi*apher,  and  at  the  latter  date 
removed  to  Darlington,  where  he  continued  in 
both  the  same  lines  for  another  thirteen  years. 
In  1884,  on  some  of  the  leading  tradesmen 
determining  to  form  a  Local  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company  at  Darlington,  Mr.  Cooper  applied  for, 
and  obtained,  the  Secretaryship  of  the  Company, 
first  known  as  the  Darlington  Mutual  Plate  Glass 
Insurance  Society,  but  the  success  of  the  Com- 
pany was  so  much  beyond  the  expectations  of  its 
promoters,  that  in  1887  Mr.  Cooper  was  empowered 
to  extend  the  business  beyond  Darlington  ;  the 
name  of  the  Company  l)eing  changed  accordingly 
to  the  Mutual  Plate  Glass  Insurance  Company. 
In  1886  the  South  lurham  and  North  Yorkshire 
Durham  District  Superintendency  of  the  United 
Kingdom  Temperance  and  General  Provident 
Institution  falling  vacant,  Mr.  Cooper  was 
appointed  to  fill  it,  and  has  since  done  a  most 
successful  business  for  the  Institution.  He  also 
holds  a  District  Agency  for  the  Palatine  Insurance 
Company,  to  which  h^  was  appointed  in  1 890. 


James  CowAh. 

Cowan,  James,  holds  the  position  of  Fire 
Superintendent  to  the  Caledonian  Insurance  Com- 
pany, at  their  Head  Office  in  Edinburgh.  Mr. 
James  Cowan  is  a  Scotchman  by  birth,  having  been 
born  in  Glasgow  in  the  year  1841,  and  is  therefore 
at  the  present  date  forty-nine  years  of  age.  He 
has  passed  the  whole  period  of  his  Insurance  career, 
and  indeed  of  his  business  career  altogether, — for 
he  has  never  from  the  very  beginning  of  it  been 
anything  else  than  an  Insurance  man,  — in  the 
service  of  the  Caledonian  Insurance  Company, 
having  first  been  apprenticed  to  it  as  junior  clerk 
in  the  Surveyor's  office  at  the  Glasgow  Branch,  at 
the  early  age  of  fifteen,  in  the  year  1856.  Here 
he  served  his  time,  and  subsequently  remained, 
devoting  himself  with  great  assiduity  to  the 
thorough  acquirement  of  the  details  of  the 
work  of  the  special  department  in  which  he  was 
employed,  for  nine  years,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  in  the  year  1865,  his  unceasing 
diligence  was  fittingly  rewarded  by  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  post  of  Fire  Surveyor  to  the  same 
branch  office  at  Glasgow.  He  continued  at  this 
post  for  another  period  of  eight  years  until  1873, 
at  the  end  of  which  he  received  the  only  promotion 
that  he  could  receive  in  his  particular  line  of 
Insurance  work  from  the  Directors  of  the  Company 
which  he  had  served  so  well, — that  is,  his  trans- 
ference to  the  corresponding  position  at  the  I  \  ead 
Office  at  Edinburgh,  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Fire  Branch  of  the  (  ompany's  business,  where  he 
still  remains,  one  of  the  most  trusted  officials 
of  one  of  the  most  important  companies  in,  or 
indeed,  it  may  with  safety  be  asserted,  as  well 
as  out  of,  Scotland. 
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Lyman  Bekcher  Cowin. 


Cowin,    Lyman   Beecher,  was,    until   the 

re-insurance  of  their  English  and  Continental 
business,  the  General  Manager  for  Europe  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  South  British  and  National 
Insurance  Companies.  Mr.  Cowin  was  born  in 
1853,  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  was  educated  at  the 
High  School,  Carlisle,  and  Allesley  Park  College, 
Coventry,  at  which  latter  place  he  received  a 
sound  practical  and  commercial  training.  He  has 
been  in  the  Insurance  business  almost  ever  since 
leaving  school,  but  his  practical  training  com- 
menced with  his  entry  into  the  Surveying  depart- 
ment of  the  Mutual,  Manchester,  in  1872,  where 
he  acquired  much  experience  in  the  kind  of  business 
to  which  that  Company  then  chiefly  restricted 
itself,  namely,  that  of  the  insurance  of  cotton  and 
cloth  manufactories,  a  business  involving  some  of 
the  most  difficult  technical  points  of  Fire  Insurance. 
Two  years  afterwards  he  joined  the  Equitable  Fire, 
in  which  he  successively  occupied  the  positions  of 
General  Agency  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Local 
Manager  for  the  Midlands,  West  of  England  and 


South  Wales  Districts,  and  finally  of  London 
Secretary,  which  latter  post  he  held  for  over  nine 
years. 

When  the  South  British  and  National  were  look- 
ing about  for  a  General  Manager  for  Europe,  with 
plenty  of  experience  and  yet  capable  of  carrying  on 
their  business  abreast  of  the  times,  they  were  recom- 
mended to  Mr.  Cowin,  who,  on  being  offered  the 
appointment  at  a  handsome  salary,  accepted  it. 
This  was  in  1886.  Mr.  Cowin  applied  all  his 
energies  to  the  service  of  his  new  Companies,  and 
with  good  effect,  for  in  spite  of  the  somewhat 
poor  condition  in  which  he  found  the  business,  he 
worked  it  up  to  such  a  degree  that  the  Companies 
were  in  a  fair  way  to  rank  amongst  the  best 
British  Fire  Offices.  The  good  condition  to  which 
he  had  brought  it  may  be  estimated  by  the  fact 
that  when,  owing  to  some  unaccountable  panic, 
the  Head  office  officials  in  New  Zealand  resolved 
to  re-insure  their  European  business,  that  business 
was  considered  in  Insurance  circles  to  be  so  good 
that  Mr.  Cowin  had  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of 
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the  whole  of  the  business  of  the  United  Kingdom 
to  his  former  Company,  the  Equitable,  of  Man- 
chester, while  the  bulk  of  the  Continental  business 
was  taken  up  by  the  Alliance,  Commercial  Union, 
the  Royal  Exchange,  and  other  leading  English 
Offices.  A  better  testimony  to  Mr.  Cowin's  work 
could  not  be  required. 


Crisford,  Geopgre  Stephen,  FJ.A,,  Actuary 

and  Manager  of  the  Rock  Life  Assurance  Company 
of   London,    Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Institute 
of   Actuaries,  and  Joint  Editor  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Institute,  was  born  in  London  on  the  13  th    of   i 
August,  1841.     His  first  insight  into  the  world  of 
Insurance  was  obtained  in  the  office  of  the  National    , 
Pro>adent    Institution,    the     service     of     which 
Society  he  entered  in  1863,  and  in  the  same  year 
he  joined  the  Institute  of  Actuaries.     During  the 
year    1875    he    was   appointed  by   the    Board   of   < 
Management  of  the  National  Provident  to  superin- 
tend and  re-organise    the  Agency  department  of   j 
the  Institution,  and  the  result  of  his  work  in  this 
respect  is  felt  in  that  Office  in  the  present  day.   | 


Four  years  after  this  (in  1879)  he  was  appointed 
the  Actuary  and  Manager  of  the  West  of  England 
Insurance  Company  at  Exeter,  where  he  remained 
for  five  years,  resigning  that  position  in  1884  to 
take  up  the  post  he  occupies  at  the  present  time. 
Mr.  Crisford  holds  a  Certificate  of  Competency  from 
the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  and  is  also  one  of  the 
Public  Valuers  appointed  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  under  the  Friendly  Societies'  Act  of  1875. 
In  authorship  Mr.  Crisford  has  dene  much 
valuable  work  for  his  profession.  Among  the 
papers  he  has  contributed  to  the  Journal  of  the

Among  the 
pressure  of  all  his  other  work  Mr.  Crisford  has 
invented  a  '*  Perpetual  Calendar  "  which,  for  its 
ingenuity  and  perfection,  has  received  much  atten- 
tion and  praise.

Croft,  Charles  Ilderton,  the  Manager  of  the 
Agency  Department  of  the  National  Provident 
Institution,  of  Gracechurch  Street,  London,  E.G., 
commenced  his  Insurance  career  in  the  year  18G1, 
in  the  London  Office  of  the  Standard  Life  Assur- 
ance Company.  His  position  on  the  staff  of  that 
office  he  resigned  to  take  the  appointment  vt^hich 
had  been  offered  him  of  Agency  Superintendent 
of  the  Norwich  and  London  Accident  Insurance 
Company,  which  position  he  retained  for  nearly 
four   years,   resigning   it   to    return  to  the  staff 


of    the    Standard    Life    as   an    Inspector,    and 
this  appointment  he  held  until  the  year  1883. 

In  that  year  he  was  offered  by  the  Directors  of 
the  National  Provident  Institution  the  appoint- 
ment he  holds  to-day  and  which  he  accepted,  and 
has  61Ied  with  great  ability  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  concerned. 

Mr.  C.  I.  Croft  was  bom  in  London  in  1843,  and 
was  educated  at  Christ's  Hospital  and  King's 
Coll.,  London.

Crofty  John  H.,  Secretary  in  London  of  the 
Royal  Insurance  Company  of  Liverpool,  was  born 
in  1843,  and  entered  the  Insurance  world  about 
thirty-two  years  ago  in  the  office  of  the  Globe  In- 
surance Company,  Cornhill.  When  the  amalgama- 
tion of  the  Globe  with  the  Liverpool  and  London  took 
place,  Mr  Croft  was  offered  and  accepted  a  position 
in  the  Liverpool  Office  of  the  Royal.  Before  long 
his  abilities  were  recognised  by  his  appointment  as 
Chief  of  the  Agency  Department  in  the  London 
Office  of  the  Company  under  Mr.  J,  B.  Johnston, 


the  then  Secretary.  Here  he  spent  ten  years,  doing 
much  to  the  building  up  and  extension  of  the  Agency 
Department.  He  then  transferred  his  services  to 
the  Scottish  Commercial,  being  appointed  Resident 
Secretary  in  London  for  that  office.  In  1880,  .Mr. 
Bongard,  the  Assistant-Secretary  of  the  Royal  in 
London,  died,  and  Mr.  Croft  was  offered  the  posi- 
tion, which  he  accepted,  and  when,  in  1885,  Mr. 
Johnston  retired  after  forty  years'  service,  he  was 
appointed  by  the  Directors  to  succeed  to  the 
important  office  he  holds  at  present.

Crosland,  J.  F.  L.,  Mlnst.M.E.,  is  the  Chief 

Engineer  of  the  Boiler  Insurance  and  Steam 
Power  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Manchester. 
After  passing  through  an  apprenticeship  as  a 
locomotive  engineer,  during  which  time  he  acquired 
a  thorough  mastery  of  the  details  of  his  craft,  he 
worked  for  some  years  on  his  own  account  as  a 
consulting  engineer  in  Manchester,  and  amongst 
other  things,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  J.  8. Crosland, 
introduced  the  Crosland  Patent  Compound  Engine 
and  other  inventions  and  improvements  in  the 
steam  engine  to  the  public.  In  1863  he  joined  the 
Boiler  Assurance  Company  as  Assistant  Engineer, 
and  by  his  knowledge  of,  and  assiduous  attention  to 
his  business,  materially  assisted  in  the  development 
of  an  undertaking  which  was  at  that  time  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  in  existence.  Since  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  Chief  Engineership  of  the  Company,  its 


business,  already  large  before  that  event,  has  rapidly 
spread,  and  no  less  than  30,000  engines  and  boilers 
are  novv  insured  with  and  under  the  careful 
inspection  of  the  Company.  In  the  course  of  Mr. 
Crosland's  long  experience  he  has  himself  had  no 
fewer  than  from  80,000  to  85,000  boilers  under 
his  supervision — an  experience  probably  unique. 
Besides  his  high  attainments  as  an  engineer,  Mr. 
Crosland  is  gifted  with  very  pronounced  literary 
and  artistic  tastes.  He  has  for  more  than  twelve 
years  been  a  prominent  member  of  the  Manchester 
Arts'  Club,  of  which  he  acted  for  some  time  as 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  still  is  a  member  of  the 
Committee.  He  is  also  a  popular  and  familiar 
attendant  at  the  meetings  of  the  Manchester 
Literary  Club,  with  which  he  has  been  connected 
for  upwards  of  fourteen  years,  having  also  been 
for  some  years  a  member  of  the  Council. 
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John  A.  Cuxmnghame. 


Cimnlngfhamet  John  A.,  the  General  Manager 
and  Secretary  of  the  Yorkshire  Fire  and  Life  In- 
surance Company,  received  his  early  training  in  the 
practice  and  principles  of  the  Insurance  business 
in  the  Glasgow  Offices  of  the  North  British  and 
Mercantile  and  the  Scottish  Widows*  Fund  Assur- 
ance Companies.  He  next  entered  the  office  in 
that  city  of  the  Lancashire,  from  which,  while 
still  a  young  man,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Head 
Office  of  the  Company  in  Manchester,  receiving 
the  responsible  appointment  of  Fire  Superinten- 
dent and  Chief  Clerk.  From  this  position  he  was 
promoted  by  the  Directors  to  be  the  Resident  Secre- 
tary of  the  Company  at  the  Birmingham  Branch 
Office  on  the  occasion  of  their  purchase  of  the  busi- 


ness of  the  Birmingham  Fire  Office.  After  some 
years  here  he  was  transferred  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  more  important  Branch  Office  at 
Liverpool,  where  he  distinguished  himself  by  the 
marked  ability  and  success  with  which  he  con- 
ducted the  business.

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Thomas  Crompton. 

Crompton,  Thomas*  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Band  of  Hope  Friendly  Society,  is  a  native  of 
Famworth,  where  he  owns  a  considerable  busi- 
ness. He  has  been  connected  from  the  beginning 
with  the  Band  of  Hope  Friendly  Society.  From 
the  commencement  of  his  business  career  he  had 
always  taken  the  deepest  interest  in  the  condition 
of  the  working  class  and  the  bettering  of  it,  an 
end  which  his  resources  fortunately  enabled  him 
in  a  great  measure  to  effect.  On  the  founding 
of  the  Band  of  Hope  Friendly  Society  by  Mr. 
Ashton,  he  immediately  perceived  what  a  beneficial 
effect  it  would  have  on  these  classes,  and,  address- 
ing all  his  care  towards  its  promotion,  succeeded, 
by  the  material  help  that  he  was  fortunately 
in  a  position  to  afford,  in  carrying  it  through  the 
preliminary  difficulties  of  its  existence,  and  setting 
it  on  the  firm  basis  on  which  it  now  stands. 


CoIIfalS,  Thomas,  is  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Oddfellows. 
Mr.  Collins  is  a  Staffordshire  man,  his  ancestors 
having  for  many  generations  held  property  at 
Bradley,  where  several  of  them  were  Vicars, 
and  he  himself  having  been  born  at  Stafford  in 
1830.  After  receiving  his  education  at  the  Gram- 
mar School  at  Brewood,  he  entered  a  solicitor  s 
office  at  Wellington  for  two  years,  afterwards 
removing,  in  1848,  to  Wolverhampton,  where  he 
worked  his  way  up  to  be  managing  clerk  to  one  of 
the  leading  firms  of  solicitors  in  that  town,  which 
post  he  held  for  no  less  than  thirty  years. 

Mr.  Collins'  first  connection  with  the  Oddfellows 
was  in  the  same  year  as  that  in  which  he  moved 
to  Wolverhampton,  he  being  in  thai  year 
initiated  in  the  Terra  Firma  Lodge  in  that 
town,  to  which  two  of  his  brothers  already 
belonged.     Since  that  time  he  has  never  ceased  to

display  an  unremitting  devotion  to  his  Order. 
Elected  Secretary  in  1851,  he  held  that  post  for 
five  years,  eventually  resigning  it  to  take  charge 
of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  fund.  He  acted  as 
District  Auditor  for  two  years ;  subsequently 
being  elected  Provincial  Deputy-Grand  Master  in 
1853,  and  Provincial  Grand  Master  in  1854; 
and  having  again  served  as  District  Auditor  he 
became  for  the  second  time  Provincial  Grand 
Master  in  1856,  the  only  instance  in  the  whole 
history  of  the  Wolverhampton  Lodge.  He  sug- 
gested and  car/ ied  out  the  idea  of  a  Past  Grand 
Masters'  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  discussion,  and 
also  drew  up  the  rules  for  a  Juveniie  Branch  to  be 
established  in  the  district ;  but  both  the^e  projects 
flagged  at  the  time,  and  it  was  reserved  for  his 
later  years  to  see  them  placed  on  a  substantial 
basis. 

Mr.  Collins  was  one  of  the  originators  of  the 
rules  as  to  the  appointment  of  District  Auditors, 
and  was  the  first  elected  to  that  post  in  Wolver- 
hampton. Between  1859  and  1864  he  was  actively 
occupied  in  opening  neW  lodges,  of  one  of  which  he 
acted  for  some  time  as  Secretary. 

He  enjoys  the  honour  of  having  attended  no 
less  than  thirty-seven  A. M.C  's  the  largest  number 
but  one  ever  attained  by  any  living  member 
of  the  Unity ;  having  been  elected  to  represent 
Wolverhampton  in  1853,  and  continuing  to  do  so 
until  his  election  as  Corresponding  Secretary, 
excepting  Durham,  in  1855. 

Mr.  Collins  was  elected  to  his  present  post  in 
1878  at  Exeter,  at  a  period  when  the  Order  was  in 
a  violent  transition  stage  from  a  number  of 
isolated  lodges  to  a  single  United  Body. 

Mr.  Collins  has  throughout  his  career  been  the 
i-ecipient  of  numerous  testimonials  to  the  vast 
services  which  he  has  rendered  to  the  Unity.

Darrell,  Charles,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Union  Assurance  Society,  of  Lombard  Street, 
London,  is  a  Yorkshireman,  being  the  third  sur- 
viving son  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Darrell,  of  West 
Ayton,  in  the  county  of  York.  He  received  the 
first  portion  of  his  education  at  Mr.  Potter's 
Academy  in  Scarborough,  whence  he  proceeded 
to  St.  Peter's  School  at  York — an  educational 
establishment  that  has  succeeded  in  turning  out 
several  men  who  have  risen  to  eminence  in  science, 
art,  and  letters.  After  leaving  school,  he  entered 
the  service  of  the  Union  Assurance  Society  in  the 
capacity  of  a  Junior  Clerk,  in  January,  1857, 
being  then  little  more  than  sixteen  years  of  age. 
He  had  opportunities  given  him  of  learning  much 
concerning  general  Insurance  business  and  the 
details  pertaining  thereto  by  being  employed  at 


various  times  in  different  departments,  in  each  of 
which,  by  utilising  the  facilities  afforded  him,  he 
gained  much  experience  that  has  been  of  great 
value  to  him  in  later  years.  Eventually,  the  ability 
he  had  shown  warranted  the  management  of  the 
Society  in  their  giving  him  a  position  in  the 
Secretary's  office.  In  this  department  he  remained, 
and  in  the  year  1874,  when  a  vacancy  in  the 
Secretaryship,  occurred  consequent  on  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Clement  J.  Oldham,  Mr.  Darrell 
was  selected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  receive 
the  honour  of  an  offer  of  the  appointment.  This 
he  accepted,  and  in  fulfilling  the  duties  thereof 
has  won  golden  opinions  from  all  with  whom  he 
has  been  brought  in  contact,  not  only  from  his 
colleagues  but  from  those  working  under  and 
with  him. 
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Griffith  Davif^s. 


Davies,  Griffith,  of  the  Head  Office  of  the 
AUiaaice  Assurance  Company,  in  London,  was  the 
Managing  Director  of  the  Shropshire  and  North 
Wales  AjBsurance  Company.  He  is  nearly  related 
to  several  well-known  and  eminent  Insurance  men, 
being  a  nephew  of  Mr.  Griffith  Davies,  F.R.S.,  the 
late  Actuary  of  the  Guardian  Life  Office  of  London 
(author  of  the  standard  text  book  "Davies  on 
Annuities "),  and  is  also  a  cousin  of  his  name- 
sake, the  late  Actuary  of  the  Law  Life  Assurance 
Society,  nd  Consulting  Actuary  to  the  Provincial 
Life  Office,  amalgamated  with  the  Alliance. 

After  a  London  Grammar  School  education,  Mr. 
Davies  entered  upon  his  Insurance  career,  in  the 
year  1855,  on  the  staff  of  the  Westminster  Fire 
Office,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Fother- 
gill,  and  in  1861  was  appointed  to  a  position  in  the 
Head  Office  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company  in 
Liverpool.  Four  years  later  (in  1865)he  entered  the 
service  of  the  London  and  Lancashire  Fire  Office 
in  London,  and  when  the  Head  Office  of  that 
Company  was,  in  1867,  transferred  from  London 
to  Liverpool,  he  was  ordered  to  that  centre. 

In  September,  1868,  Mr.  Davies  was  appointed 


by  the  Alliance  Assurance  Company  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Chief  Clerk  at  their  Birmingham  Branch 
Office.  In'  the  year  1878,  on  the  death  of  Mr. 
Elsmere,  he  was  selected  by  the  Directors  of  the 
Shropshire  and  North  Wales  Fire  Assurance 
Company,  Shrewsbury,  to  fill  the  position  of  Manag- 
ing Director  thereby  rendered  vacant,  and  the 
appointment  was  held  until  the  amalgamation  of 
that  Office  with  the  Alliance,  in  January,  1890. 


Dames,  B.  H.,  Assistant-Secretary  of  the 
Colonial  ^lutual  Life  Assurance  Society  Limited, 
in  London,  commenced  his  Insurance  career  in 
1879  in  the  London  Office  of  the  Staffordshire 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  afterwards  the 
London  and  Staffordshire.  In  1881  he  entered 
the  service  of  the  Standard  Fire  Office,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  following  year  obtained  an  appointment 
in  the  London  Office  of  the  Standard  Life 
Assurance  Company,  leaving  that  Office  in  1886 
to  take  up  the  duties  of  Chief  Clerk  in  the 
Colonial  Mutual.  He  was  promoted  to  his 
present  position  of  Assistant-Secretary  upon  the 
retirement  of  the  late  Secretary  in  1889. 
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Charlks  Davey. 


Davey,  Charles,  the  Secretary  of  the  Crown 
Accident  Insurance  Company,  Limited  (Bristol), 
began  his  commercial  career  with  ten  years'  service 
in  a  Mercantile  Counting  House.  This  was 
followed  by  a  four  years'  service  in  the  office  of 
a  firm  of  chartered  accountants  in  London.  In 
March,  1885,  he  became  more  particularly  associated 
with  Insurance  by  taking  the  post  of  Chief  Clerk  in 
the  West  of  England  and  South  Wales  Branch  of  the 
Scottish  Accident  Insurance  Company  at  Bristol. 
Here  he  remained  until  June,  1887,  when,  on  the 
formation  of  the  Crown  Accident  Insurance  Com- 
pany, he  resigned  that  position  to  take  up  that 
which  he  at  present  holds. 


De  Paiva,  Ernest  Augustus,  Sub-Mana- 
ger of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  North  British 
and  Mercantile  Insurance  Company  in  London,  was 
bom  at  Heckmondwike  in  Yorkshire.  He  entered 
the  service  of  the  Mercantile  Insurance  Company 
in  1862,  within  the  first  year  of  its  foundation  ; 
and  in  1874  was  made  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Foreign 
Department  of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile. 
In  that  capacity  he  acted  until  1878,  when  the 
Directors  appointed  him  Foreign  Agency  Inspector. 
He  visited  and  reported  upon  the  salient  features

of  a  large  number  of  the  European,  Colonial,  Trans- 
atlantic and  other  fields  of  Fire  Insurance  to  which 
the  vast  business  of  this  Company  extends,  and  was 
also  engaged  in  the  practical  work  of  selecting  and 
appointing  representatives  and  opening  up  many 
new  agencies  and  sundry  branches.  In  the  year 
1886  he  was  promoted  to  the  appointment  he  at 
present  holds. 


DavieSi    Shelly   Kennard,  is  the  Deputy- 

Underwriter  of  the  London  Assurance  Corporation. 
He  commenced  his  career  in  the  London  Office  of 
the  Thames  and  Mersey  Marine  Insurance  Associa- 
tion in  1863,  and  resigned  his  appointment  there  in 
1870,  to  take  one  in  the  Thetis  Marine  Insurance 
Company,  which  was  then  started.  The  disastrous 
character  of  underwriting  business  in  1872 
brought  this  among  other  young  companies  into 
liquidation,  and  Mr.  Davies  in  1875  went  into  the 
employment  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Burnand,  of 
Lloyds,  who  had  formerly  been  Underwriter  to  the 
Thames  and  Mersey.  A  year  later  he  was 
admitted  a  subscriber  to  Lloyds,  and  commenced 
business  on  his  own  account  as  an  Insurance 
Broker,  a  business  he  continued  to  conduct 
until  he  was  elected  to  his  present  position  in 
1886.

James  Davidson. 

Davidson,  James,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Scottish  Employers'  Liability  and  Accident 
Assurance  Company,  is  a  native  of  Methlick, 
Aberdeenshire,  where  he  was  born  in  1846,  and 
where  he  also  received  his  education  in  the  Parish 
School  up  to  the  time  of  his  entering  the  Aberdeen 
University.  While  at  the  latter  place  of  learning 
he  pursued  his  studies  with  credit,  obtaining 
honourable  mention  as  an  English  and  Classical 
Scholar.  On  leaving  the  University  he  entered 
upon  a  commercial  life  in  Aberdeen,  where  he 
has  had  a  highly  successful  career  for  over  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  Immediately  on  the  passing 
of  the  Employers'  Liability  Act  in  1880,  the  lead- 
ing Employers  in  the  North  of  Scotland  were 
amongst  the  first  to  combine  in  their  own  self- 
defence,  the  outcome  of  which  combination  was 
the  formation  of  the  Scottish  Employers*  Liability 
and  Accident  Insurance  Company,  of  which  Mr. 
Davidson  was  appointed  General  Manager. 

Mr.  Davidson  is  one  of  the  very  few  men  who, 
without  previous  training,  have  made  a  mark  in  the 
Insurance  profession  as  Managers.  And,  remark- 
ably enough,  the  conspicuous  success  that  has 
attended  his  career  is  associated  with  a  class  of 
Insurance  which  has  proved  the  most  difficult 
branch  of  Accident  business.  Mr.  Davidson 
gave  up  his  profession  of  accountant  ten  years  ago 
to  organise  the  Scottish  Employers'  immediately 
the  Employers'  Liability  Act  was  passed,  and  his 
Company  claims  to  have  l:)eeu  the  first  to  offer 
Employers  an  assurance  against  their  liabilities 
under  that  Act  and  the  Common  Law  of  Great 
Britain.  The  success  of  his  management  may  be 
estimated  from  the  fact  that  both  as  regards 
Premium,  Income  and  Reserve  Funds,  the  Scottish 
Employers'  Liability  and  Accident  Assurance  Com- 
pany holds  a  position  which  no  other  Accident 
Company  has  ever  yet  been  able  to  attain  to  in  so

short  a  period  of  existence.  In  social  circles,  Mr. 
Davidson  is  held  in  high  esteem,  and  has  been  the 
recipient  on  more  than  one  occasion  of  valuable 
testimonials  from  the  members  of  his  staff*,  not  the 
least  among  them  being  his  own  portrait  in  oil, 
by  Mr.  A.  D.  Reid,  as  an  evidence  of  "their 
appreciation  of  the  brilliant  services  which  Mr. 
Davidson  has  rendered  the  Company,  and  to  mark 
the  high  respect  in  which  he  is  held  by  them." 


DougflaS,  Gordon,  F.F.A.,  F.I.A.,  Actuary  of 
the  Life  Association  of  Scotland,  is  the  son  of  the 
late    Dr.    James    Douglas,    of    Edinburgh,    and 
has  spent  the  whole  of  his  business  career  in  the 
service  of    the    Association,   having    entered    it 
in  1873;  and,  after  gradually  and  steadily  working 
his   way   up   through  the    various   stages,    being 
appointed  Assistant- Actuary  in  1885,  and  further 
promoted  in  1891  to  his  present  important  position 
as   Actuary   to  one  of  our  largest  life  Offices. 
Mr.    Douglas  is  well    known    in    the    Actuarial 
world,  and  early  in  his  career  filled  successively 
the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Actuarial  Society  of  Edinburgh.

T.  C.  Dewey,  F.I.A. 


Dewey,  Thomas  C,  F.I.A. ,  havs  been  one  of  the 
Managers  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company 
limited  of  London  since  1873.  He  was  l)oni  in 
the  year  1840,  and  in  his  seventeenth  year  (1857) 
entered  the  service  of  the  Company  who  still 
retain  his  services.  He  has  made  the  last  four 
Quinquennial  Valuations  of  the  Industrial  Branch 
of  the  Prudential,  a  work  each  tune  of  cola<?sal 
magnitude  ;  and  in  1889  he  gave  voluminous 
evidence  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Friendly  Societies,  his  examination 
extending  over  three  days.  In  the  following  year, 
1890,  he  also  was  called  before  the  House  of 
Lords'  Committee  on  Children's  Assurance,  when 
he  gave  much  valuable  evidence.  Mr.  Dewey 
is  a  Member  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries. 


Dove,  John  Matthew,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe  Insurance 
Company,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Percy  M.  Dove, 


for  many  yeai-s  the  well-known  Manager  of  the 
Royal  Insurance  Company  at  Liverpool,  and 
received  his  early  training  under  his  father  in  that 
Company's  Head  Office  until  the  year  1863,  when, 
on  the  death  of  his  father,  and  the  consequent 
promotion  of  Mr.  McLaren,  the  former  Sub-Manager, 
to  the  Managership,  Mr.  Dove  in  his  turn  took 
Mr.  McLaren's  place.  Here  he  remained  for  five 
years.  In  1873,  on  the  retirement  of  Mr  Swinton 
Boult  from  the  active  management  of  the  Liver- 
pix)l  and  London  and  Globe  Insurance  Company, 
and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Henry  Thompson,  the 
former  Sub-Manager,  in  his  stead,  the  Directors  of 
the  Company  were  forced  to  look  round  for  a  new 
Sub-Manager,  and  their  choice  fell  on  Mr.  Dove. 
In  this  capacity  he  acted  for  three  yeai's,  when 
at  the  end  of  that  period,  in  1 876,  he  was  called 
upon,  on  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Thompson,  to 
take  the  whole  weight  of  the  management  upon 
himself,  which  he  has  since  done  with  great  credit 
to  himself. 
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David  Dkuchar,  F.I.A.,  F.F.A. 


Deuchar,  David,  F.I. A.,  F.F.A.,  the  Manager 

and  Actuary  of  the  Caledonian  Insurance  Company 
of  Edinburgh,  was  bom  in  that  old  city  on  the  11th 
of  September,  1843.  His  first  training  in  the  Insur- 
ance profession  was  received  in  the  Head  Office  of 
the  Standard  Assurance  Company  under  the  late 
Mr.  W.  T.  Thomson.  In  1866,  after  passing  the 
necessary  qualifying  examinations  of  the  Faculty  of 
Actuaries  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Actuary  to 
the  Office  of  which  he  is  at  present  the  Chief 
Officer.  Three  years  afterwards  (1869)  he  went  to 
the  Edinburgh  Insurance  Company  to  fill  the 
position  of  Joint  Actuary,  and  to  this  post  he  was 
afterwards  apponted,  in  addition.  Joint  Secretary. 
In  the  year  1 875,  Mr.  Deuchar  return e<l  to  his  old 
office— the  Caledonian — to  take  his  present  posi- 
tion, and  since  that  date  the  Company  has  made 
rapid,  and  at  the  same  time  solid  progress.  His 
Actuarial  honours  have  been  very  high.  He 
has  been  a  Member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Institute  and  Honorary  President  of  the 
Actuarial  Society;  he  has  been  employed  as 
Actuary    to    the   City  of  Glasgow  Bank  Relief 


Fund,  the  East  JCoast  Disaster  Fund,  the 
Royal  Bank  of  Scotland  Officers'  Widows  Fund, 
and  various  other  Funds.  In  the  year  1889 
he  had  the  honour  of  being  selected,  with 
Mr.  A.  H.  Bailey  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Hardy,  to 
recommend  terms  for  the  fusion  of  the  Bonus 
scheme  of  the  Scottish  Provincial  Insurance  Com- 
pany with  that  of  the  North  British  and  Mercan- 
tile. The  literary  work  of  Mr.  Deuchar  has  been 
mainly  devoted  to  that  branch  peculiarly  belongihg 
to  his  profession  and  has  always  been  of  a  high 
standard.  Among  his  writings  may  be  mentioned 
the  paper  he  contributed  in  1 874  to  the  Journal 
of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  on  the  "  Interpreta- 
tion of  the  Statements  required  by  the  Life  Insur- 
ance Companies' Act,  with  Reference  to  Expenses,'' 
and  also  an  elaborate  examination  of  the  expenses 
of  Life  Offices,  which  appeared  anonymously  in 
2  he  Review  at  the  latter  part  of  1881,  and  which 
was  afterwards  re-printed  in  an  abridged  form  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  in  1882« 
As  mentioned,  he  was  the  Honorary  President  of 
the  Actuarial  Society,  and  in  volume  I.  of  the  new 
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J.  J.  W.  Deuchab,  F.I. a.,  F.F.A.  . 


Serie9  of  the  Transactions  of  that  Society  is  a  paper 
which  he  contributed  on  "  The  5th  and  6th  Sched- 
ules of  the  Life  Assurance  Companies'  Act,"  and 
when  in  1887  he  was  again  elected  to  the  Presidency 
of  the  Society  he  gave  an  Inaugural  Address  on 
•*  The  Progress  of  life  Assurance  Business  in  the 
United  Kingdom  during  the  last  fifty  years."  This 
is  printed  in  the  second  volume  of  the  before- 
mentioned  same  Series  of  Transactions. 


Deuchar,  J.  J  W.,  FLA.,  FFA.,  the  Actuary 
and  Secretary  of  the  ^'orwich  Union  Life  Insur- 
ance Society  of  Norwich,  was  born  in  Edinburgh. 
In  the  year  1868  he  made  his  first  connection  \v'ith 
the  Actuarial  and  Insurance  profession  by  becom- 
ing a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Standard  Life 
Office  in  his  native  city.  For  nine  yeara  Mr. 
Deuchar  remained  in  that  Office,  gaining  much 
valuable  experience  both  by  practice  and  observa- 
tion, and  at  the  same  time  by  studying  deeply 
the  theories  and  practice  of  Actuarial  Science.  He 
passed  the  final  examination  of  the  Faculty  of 
Actuaries,  and  in  the  year  1877  he  was  appointed 
to  the  onerous  and  responsible  post  of  Assistant- 


Actuary  to  the  City  of  Glasgow  Life  Insurance 
Company.  While  holding  this  position  he  con- 
tinued his  studies,  reading  law  in  the  ancient 
University  of  Glasgow,  and  passing  well  in  that 
subject.  It  was  while  he  was  holding  this  position 
that  the  Insurance  and  Actuarial  Society  of  Glas- 
gow commenced  its  work,  and  of  this  Society  it 
may  be  said  that  Mr.  Deuchar  was  practically  the 
originator  and  the  founder.  This  was  followed  by 
the  honour  of  election  to  a  Fellowship  by  both  the 
Faculty  and  the  Institute  of  Actuaries. 

For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Deuchar  has  been 
one  of  the  Public  Valuers  appointed  by  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  under  the  Friendly  Societies'  Act 
of  1875,  and  since  the  year  1883  he  has  been 
Examiner  in  Actuarial  Science  to  the  Institute  of 
Accountants  and  Actuaries  of  Glasgow.  To  Insur- 
ance literature,  Mr.  Deuchar  has  been  a  wide  and 
valuable  contributor.  He  has  written  numerous 
papers  on  Actuarial  subjects,  several  of  which  have 
afterwards  appeared  in  the  columns  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  and  others  have 
been  published  in  the  transactions  of  the  Glasgow 
Society.

Douglas,  Robert  R.,  is  the  Manager  of  the 
United  Kingdom  Marine  Mutual  Insurance 
Association,  Limited ;  the  United  Kingdom  Small 
Damage  Indemnity  Association,  Limited;  the 
Running-Down  Indemnity  Association,  Limited  ; 
and  Joint  Manager  of  the  Steamship  Owners' 
Underwriting  Association,  Limited. 

Mr.  Douglas  is  a  native  of  Hartlepool,  and  the 
son  of  Rev.  James  Douglas,  who  was  for  over  fifty 
years  Presbyterian  Minister  of  that  town,  and 
who  is  known  as  the  "  Father  "  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Darlington.  At  fifteen  years  of  age  he  was  articled 
to  the  late  well- 
known  firm  of 
Messrs.  E.  S.  Job- 
son  and  Co.,  the 
business  of  which 
is  now  carried  on 
by  Messrs.  George 
Horsley  and  Co, 
West  Hartlepool. 
Messrs.  Jobson  and 
Co.  were  at  that 
time  the  Hai-tle- 
pool  agents  of  the 
Neptune  Marine 
Insurance  Com- 
pany, Limited,  of 
West  Hartlepool, 
and  the  work  of  the 
agency,  including 
the  preparation  of 
policies,  was  always 
carried  on  by  Ithe 
apprentices.  Mr. 
Douglas  was, there- 
fore, identified  with 
underwriting  at  the 
commencement  of 
his  business  career. 
After  over  six  years 
with  this  firm,  in 
1873,  he  left  the 
Hartlepools,  and 
was  for  about  a 
year  and  a  half  in 
the  office  of  Mon- 
sieur A,  Farouet, 
shipbruker,  Rouen, 

France,   where   he  ^"^^^'^  ^ 

acquired  the  French  language.  Jn  1875  he  com- 
menced business  in  Liverpool  as  a  Ship  and  Insur- 
ance Broker,  where  his  French  connection  brought 
him  considerable  business.  Iji  1879  he  formed 
the  United  Kingdom  Marine  Mutual  Insurance 
As.sociation,  Limited,  at  Liverpool,  for  the  insur-  i 
ance  of  sailing  vessels,  and  undertook  its  manage- 
ment, the  chief  objections  to  Mutual  Marine 
Insurance  at  that  time  being  the  length  and 
intricacy  of  the  rules.  To  overcome  this,  he 
adopted — or,  rather,  inaugurated — n  system  of 
issuing  a  policy  on  Lloyds'  form    without  rules 


voiding  the  insurance  in  certain  trades,  substitu- 
ting warranties,  easy  of  reference,  for  such  rules. 
The  United  Kingdom  was  a  success,  and  it  is  still 
one  of  the  largest  Mutual  Associations  for  the 
Insurance  of  sailing  vessels  in  Great  Britain.  In 
1 882  he  formed  and  undertook  the  management 
of  the  United  Kingdom  Small  Damage  Indemnity 
Association,  Limited,  for  indemnifying  owners  of 
first-class  iron  and  steel  sailing  vessels  against  the 
risk  of  particular  average  under  3  per  cent,  of 
vessels'  value.  This  Association,  which  was  the 
pioneer  of   Small   Damage   Associations  for  iron 

sailing,  still  con- 
tinues to  l>e  the 
largest  such  As- 
sociation. It  was, 
however,  in  the 
winter  of  1883  and 
1884  that  he 
brought^fore  the 
public  tfiat  form  of 
Mutual  Insurance 
with  which  his 
name  is  most  close- 
ly identified,  for  it 
was  then  that  he 
originated  the  **pre- 
niium  basis  ''  of 
Mutual  Marine  In- 
surance, now  so 
well  knowij  to 
shipowners.  Asso- 
ciating himself 
with  Mr.  B.  M. 
Bannatyne,  Mr. 
Douglas,  in  1884, 
undertook  thejoint 
management,  in 
conjunction  with 
that  gentleman,  of 
the  Steamship 
Owners'  Under- 
writing Associa- 
tion, Limited,  of 
Liverpool,  and  in 
February,  1887, 
Messrs.  Douglas 
and  Bannatyne  op- 
ened offices  at  9, 
Crosby  Square, 
London,  E.C.,  and  established  and  undertook 
the  management  of  the  Steamship  Owners'  (Lon- 
don) Underwriting  Association,  Limited. 

In  1885  Mr.  Douglas  formed  and  undertook  the 
management  of  ^the  Running-Down  Indemnity 
Association,  Limited,  to  cover  ve^ssels  valued  at 
less  than  £S  per  ton  against  the  oftentimes  very 
serious  risk  of  damage  done  in  collision. 

Mr.  Douglas  is  the  author  of  a  very  useful  work, 
entitled  "  Index  to  Maritime  Law  Decisions," 
published  by  Measi-s.  Stevens  and  Sons,  Chancery 
Lane.

Browne,  J*  L.,  is  SecretJiry  of  the  Cardiff 
Mutual  Iron  8teani-Ship  Insurance  Association. 
He  is  a  native  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  com- 
menced his  business  life  in  the  office  of  Messrs. 
Tyzack,  Whitely  and  Company,  North  Shields, 
after  which  he  was  for  two  years  employed  in  the 
Hank  of  England,  in  London.  Mr.  Browne  next 
went  into  the  ship  brokering  business,  and  was 
shortly  afterwards  appointed  to  his  present 
position. 


Dunn,  Michael.  Secretary  to  the  Cardiff 
Mutual  Iron  8teara-Ship  Insurance  Association 
and  Join>Secretary  to  the  West  Coa.st  Steam  Ship 
Assurance,  was  born  at  VVreckent(m,in  the  county

Duncan*  Alexander,  is  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Scottish  Union  and  National  Insurance 
Company  at  its  Head  office  at  Edinburgh.  Mr. 
Duncan,  who  is  a  Scotchman  by  birth,  was 
formerly  engaged  in  Edinburgh  for  a  number  of 
years  in  the  capacity  of  Manager  in  that  city  for 
the  Alliance,  or,  as  it  is  called  in  Scotland,  the 
Insurance  Company  of  Scotland;  the  latter 
Company's  business  having  been  Ixniily  taken  over 
by  the  Alliance.  Mr.  Duncan  resigned  his  post 
with  the  Alliance  to  remove  to  Liverpool,  in  order 
that  he  might  take  up  the  duties  of  Sub-Manager 
to  the  Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe,  under 
Mr.  Dove.  He  was  recalled  to  Edinburgh,  in 
1 889,  to  become  General  Manager  of  the  Scottish 
Union  and  National  on  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
McCandlish  from  that  post. 


Duncan,  J.  H.,  F.I.A.,  is  the  Fire  Manager 
of  the  Royal  Exchange  Assurance  Corporation. 
Mr.  Duncan  previously  served  as  Assistant- 
Secretaiy  at  the  London  Office  of  the  Royal 
Insurance  Company,  which  post  he  resigned  in 
1890,  on  receiving  his  present  appointment,      ^^^T^ 
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J.  J.  Dymoxd,  F.I.A. 


Dymondi  Joseph  John,  the  Principal  Officer 
and  Consulting  Actuary  of  the  Friends'  Provident 
Institution,  was  born  in  1825,  and  after  leaving 
school  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  entered  the  service 
of  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  Banking  Company, 
where  he  remained  for  seventeen  years,  passing 
through  all  the  stages  of  office,  from  Junior  Clerk 
to  Branch  Manager.  In  the  year  1857,  he  was 
selected  by  the  Directors  of  the  Friends' 
Provident  Institution  to  succeed  their  deceased 
Secretary,  Mr.  Benjamin  Ecroyd,  who  had  tilled 
that  post  since  the  foundation  of  the  Institution, 
twenty-five  years  before.  Since  that  time,  Mr. 
Dymond's  business  history  has  been  simply  that  of 
the  Institution  of  which  he  was  the  Chief  Officer, 
a  quiet  almost  uneventful  history,  marked  by  a 
steady  progress,  year  by  year,  as  great,  perhaps, 
as  was  possible  for  an  office  with  so  limited  a 
constituency.  Mr.  Dymond's  efforts  as  Secretary 
and  Manager  to  the  Friends'  Provident  Institution 


have  long  been  directed  to  the  liberation  of  the 
Life  Assurance  contract  from  troublesome  and 
unnecessary  conditions  and  restrictions,  in  some 
of  which  changes  his  Office  led  the  way;  and 
he  has  eventally  had  the  satisfaction  of  witnessing 
the  practical  removal  of  every  condition  but  the 
payment  of  the  Premiums  from  the  Life  Policies 
of  the  Institution.  Mr.  Dymond  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  to  which  honour  he 
was  elected,  not  by  examination — for  his  practical 
work  gave  him  no  time  for  such  tests — but  as  the 
reward  of  merit.  Since  1880,  he  has  been  com- 
pelled by  failing  health  to  gradually  lessen  his 
attention  to  business,  and  in  1889,  he  finally 
ceased  to  be  an  executive  officer  of  the  Institution, 
retaining,  however,  a  certain  amount  of  connection 
with  it  as  Consulting  Actuary,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Statutory  returns  to  the  Board  of 
Trade,  Principal  Officer. 
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Engrelbach,  Harold,  F.I.A.,  is    the  Actuary 
and  Secretary,  and,  indeed,  the  principal  official  of 
the  National  Assurance  Company  of  Ireland.    Mr. 
£ngelbach  is,  perhaps,  and  deservedly,  on©  of  the 
best-known  and  most  highly-respected  Insurance 
Managers  in  the  United  Kingdom.      He  was  born 
on  November  4th,  1 838,  and  having  been  educated 
with    a  view    to    his  father's    profession    of    an 
actuary,  he  com- 
menced his  busi- 
ness career  in  the 
Colonial     Office, 
where     he    con- 
tinued   till     his 
change     to    the 
Alliance    Assur- 
ance    Company, 
in         which 
office     the      in- 
dustry   that    he 
had  displayed 
in     his      first 
post,   and  which 
was      still     con- 
tinued      with 
never-flagging 
perseverance,  was 
i-e warded  by  his 
advancement    to 
the    position    of 
Chief    Clerk    in 
the  Life  Depart- 
ment ;     and    on 
the      retirement 
of     his     father, 
who  had  hither- 
to occupied    the 
post     of     Actu- 
ary to  the   Alli- 
ance, he  became 
jointly      respon- 
sible   with    Mr. 
M.    Adler,    who 
at     present     re- 
mains in  the  san  e  post  alone,   for  the   actuarial 
duties.     In  1870,  he  was  appointed  to  his  present 
post  in  the  National  of  Ireland,  in  succession  to 
Mr.  Todhunter,  the  former  Secretary.     Mr.  Kngel- 
bach*s  career  as  Secretary  has  been  most  success- 
ful, the  Company,  under  his  management,  having 
since  his  connection  ^vith  it  taken  over  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Liberal  Annuity  Company,  of  Dublin,

in  1876,  of  the  Dublin  Widows'  Fund  in  1878, 
and  of  the  Great  Britain  Mutual  Life  Assurance 
Society  in  1882  ;  from  all  of  which  accretions  to 
its  own  well-patronised  established  business  it 
received  others  of  considerable  value.  As  an 
instance  of  the  progress  which  it  has  made  since 
Mr.  Engelbach's  accession  to  the  management,  we 
may  state  that  the  first  account  published  under 

the  Life  Assur- 
ance Act  of  1870, 
the  year — it  will 
be  remembered, 
in  which  he  join- 
ed —  disclosed 
the  Life  Income 
from  all  sources 
— premium  and 
interest  —  to 
have  been 
£18,900,  while 
in  1888  the  Life 
Income  from  all 
sources  was 
£39.400,  or  more 
than  double  the 
former  sum.  The 
Fire  Income  as 
shown  by  the 
first  account  in 
1870  under  the 
above  -  mention- 
ed  Act,  was 
£13,012,  while 
in  1889  it  was 
£192,600,  or 
nearly  fifteen 
times  the  form- 
er amount. 
The  National  As- 
surance Company 
of  Ireland  has 
earned  prosperity 
by  the  quality 
of  the  Insurance 
granted  by  it,  which  is  of  the  very  best,  and 
which  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  Mr. 
Engelbach's  influence.  Mr.  Engelbach  holds 
a  very  enviable  position  among  Insurance 
Managers.  He  is  recognised  as  a  man  of  broad 
views,  excellent  judgment,  and  endowed  with  the 
qualities  which  mark  him  out  as  a  leader  amongst 
his  fellows.

Fairey,  John  Wilkinson,  the  Sul>Manager 

of  the  British  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society 
of  London,  was  born  in  1837,  and  was  appointed 
to  his  present  position  in  1 868. 

Dawson,  Alfred,  the  Secretary  of  theMerchants' 
Mai-ine  Insurance  Company  Limited,  of  London, 
was  l)orn  in  May,  1841,  and  received  his  education 
first  at  Mill  Hill  Grammar  School  and  aftervvai-ds  at 
the  Mansion  School,  Leatherhead,  Suney.  In 
June,  1858,  he  made  his  (Ubut  in  the  Insurance 
world  with  a  firm  of  underwriters  and  insurance 
brokers,  with  whom  lie  remained  live  years.  This 
wjis  followed  by  four  years'  experience  with  a  large 
firm  of  ship  bmkei-s,  whom  he  left  to  take  up  the 
appointment  of  cashier  and  accountant  of  the 
Merchants*    Marine,   when   that  Office  started  in 


June,  1S71.  In  1875  he  was  appointed  to  be 
Assistant-Secretary  to  the  Company,  receiving  the 
further  promotion  to  his  present  appointment  in 

1880. 


Ells,  Charles  G.,  is  the  Deputy  Underwriter  to 
the  British  and  Foreign  Marine  Insurance  Com- 
pany, at  their  London  Office.  Mr.  Ells  received 
his  early  training  in  the  office  of  the  Universal 
Marine  Insurance  Company,  which  he  entered 
imiiieiliately  on  leaving  school,  and  gradually 
worked  his  way  up  through  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  office  until,  on  the  retirement,  owing

Fedden,  Alfred  Player,  Assistant-Manager  of 
the  Hong  Kong  and  Fine  Art  Insurance  Companies, 
is  the  son  of  the  late  Olcher  Fedden,  Secretary  of 
the  Bristol  Branch  of  the  Liverpool  and  London 
and  Globe  Insurance  Company,  and  commenced 
his  Insurance  business  in  the  London  Office  of  the 
Yorkshire  Insurance  Company.  In  1886  he 
removed  to  the  London  Office  of  the  Northern 
Assurance  Company,  whence  he  was  in  1887 
transferred  to  the  Bristol  Branch  of  the  same 
Company.  In  1883  he  resigned  his  post  with  the 
Northern  to  take  up  that  of  Chief  Clerk  to  the 
Hong  Kong  Fire  Insurance  Company,  and  in  1890 
he  was  promoted  to  be  Assistant- Manager  to  the 
two  Companies.

Mr.  Stanley  Mitcalfe  (the  present  chairman)  was 
Secretary  and  Underwriter,  and  in  January,  1881, 
he  was  appointed  underwriter,  which  position  he 
has  since  held  with  great  credit  to  himself  and  to 
the  Company's  advcuitage.

Fatherly,  J.  T.,  Manager  of  the  North-Eastem 
Plate  Glass  Insurance  Company  at  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  entered  upon  his  Insurance  career  in  1 886 
with  the  Northern  Accident  Insurance  Company 
in  that  town.  After  having  remained  in  their 
service  for  three  years,  he  severed  his  connection 
with  them  to  accept  the  post  of  District  Super- 
intendent of  the  Accident  Department  of  the 
London,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  Assurance 
Company,  which  position  he  held  till  March,  1890, 
when  he  resigned  it  to  take  up  his  present  post 
with  the  North  Eastern  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company,  having  acquired  a  good  deal  of 
experience  in  this  class  of  Insurance  when  in  the 
service  of  the  Northern  Accident.

ForrOW,  Alexander,  is  Secretary  of  the 
British  Branch  of  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  New  York.  His  introduction  to  Insurance 
commenced  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  when,  as  Sec- 
retary to  the  Associated  Docks  Committee  of  Lon- 
don, he  acted  as  Minute  Secretary  at  the  important 
and  protracted  conferences  in  relation  to  the  ware- 
housing of  produce,  which  took  place  between  the 
Directors  of  the  Fire  Offices  and  Dock  Companies  of 
London.  In  this  capacity,  and  during  subsequent 
years,  he  acquired  a  valuable  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples which  govern  the  classification  of  goods  and 
fire  risks.  On  the  amalgamation  of  the  Dock  Com- 
panies of  London,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1888,  Mr.  Forrow,  with  a  number  of  other  lead- 
ing Dock  officials,  retired.  But  his  extensive 
commercial  experience  and  powers  of  control, 
having  for  many  years  had  charge  of  the  staff 
organization  of  the  East  and  West  India  Dock 
Company,  were  well  known  in  the  city,  and  ha\'ing 
thus  made  many  powerful  friends,  he  found  him- 
self in  the  fortunate  position  of  being  able  to  make 
choice  of  several  advantageous  appointments, 
which  immediately  offered.  On  the  advice,  how 
ever,  of  his  friend  Colonel  Birt,  of  the  Millwall 
Dock  Company,  he  turned  his  attention  to  Life 
Insurance.  The  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  New.  York  had  but  recently  commenced  opera- 
Uons  in  Great  Britain.  A  careful  examination  of 
the  claims  of  that  Company  satisfied  Mr.  Forrow 
that  a  prosperous  career  awaited  it  in  this  country, 


a  forecast  since  abundantly   justified.     An  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Haldeman,  the  able  General  Mana- 
ger, followed.      It  did  not  take  long  for  each  man 
to  recognize  in  the  other  what  both  were  seeking. 
In  a  few  straight  words,  Mr.   Haldeman  told  Mr. 
Forrow  there  was  a  valuable  post  for  the  man  who 
could  be  found  to  fill  it.     Mr.  Forrow  replied  that 
he  would  not  wait  to  be  told  to  go  if  he  failed  to 
prove  himself  to  be  that  man.     With  this  under- 
standing he  joined  the  Company  as  Agency  Super- 
intendent, and  applied  himself  with  such  success  to 
the  duties  of  his  new  position  that,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  he  was  appointed  Secretary,     Mr.  Halde- 
man's   action   in  making  this   appointment    was 
freely   criticised   at  the   time.      But  events  have 
proved   the   soundness   of  his  judgment   in    the 
estimate   he  formed  of  Mr.  Forrow,  who,  though 
well  enough   known   in   commercial   circles,    was 
comparatively  new  to  Life  Insurance  work,  and  per- 
sonally, a  total  stranger  to  him.    We  may  add  that 
Mr.  Forrow   is   a   man   of   considerable    literary 
attainments,  heis  a  well- known  lecturer  on  historical 
and  biographical  subjects,  and  his  book  on  "  The 
Thames  and  its   Docks*'  is  a  standard  work   of 
reference  to  all  desiring  information  on  the  origin 
and   history  of  the  Docks  of  London.      Although 
he  has  done  so  much  work,  Mr.  Forrow  is  still  in 
the  prime  of  life,  and  looks  forward  to  many  years 
of  service  with  the  great  Company  with   which 
he  has  identified  his  fortunes. 
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Fortune,  David,  the  Secretary  of  the  Scottish 
Legal  Life  Assurance  Society  of  Glasgow,  has 
been  for  very  many  years  connected  and  pro- 
minently identified  with  the  leading  Friendly 
Orders  in  Scotland,  and  other  movements  which 
tend  to  the  amelioration  of  the  industrial  classes. 

Like  most  of  our  large  Industrial  Corporations, 
the  Scottish  Legal  has  had  a  severe  crisis  to  pass 
through;  there  were  serious  dissensions  within 
its  ranks,  and  serious  attacks  fi-om  the  outside ; 
and  at  the  same  time  the  whole  question  of  Indus- 
trial Assurance 
was  being  fi-eely, 
and  in  some  cases 
somewhat  unjust- 
ly, criticised.  At 
this  juncture  Mr. 
Fortune  threw  in 
all  his  induence 
and  experience 
with  the  "refonn 
party  "  of  the  So- 
ciety. For  some 
considerable  time 
this  agitation  had 
been  going  on, 
but  Mr.  Fortune's 
influence  and 
energy  turned  the 
scale  in  the  right 
direction,  and  the 
Society  was  saved. 
Its  affairs  were 
brought  (through 
his  work)  promi- 
nently before  the 
House  of  Com- 
mons, with  a  re- 
sult that  the  Chief 
Registrar  called  a 
special  meeting  of 
the  Members  in 
the  City  Hall, 
Glasgow,  which 
was  presided  over 
by  Mr.  James 
Wallace,  Advo 
cate,  of  Edin- 
burgh. At  this 
meeting    al[^^new 

code  of  rules  was  adopted,  and  *Mr.  Fortune 
received  the  reward  of  his  labours  by  being  elected 
the  President^  and  the  confidence  the  members 
had  in  his  ability,  and  the  appreciation 
they  had  of  the  able  manner  in  which  he 
carried  out  the  re-organization  of  the  Society 
and  conducted  its  afiGairs,  was  shown  by 
their  twice  re-electing  him  to  fill  that  important 
office. 

While  he  held  this  po.sition  the   funds  of  the 
Society     were     increased     from     £170,131,    to 


David 


£264,899,  while  the  management  expenses  were 
very  considerably  reduced. 

Eighteen  months  after  he  took  office,  a  Quin- 
quennial valuation  of  the  affaii*s  of  the  Society  was 
made  by  Mr.  Charles  Prentice,  F.R.S.E.,  and 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Fortune,  backed  as  they 
were  by  his  colleagues,  £20,000  of  the  large  surplus 
then  declared  was  laid  aside  as  a  bonus  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  members.  At  the  last  valua- 
tion made  in  1889  by  Mr.  James  Meikle,  F.I.A., 
'   F.F.  A.,  and  Mr.  Campbell  K.  Duff,  C.A..  F.F.A.,  a 

further  surplus 
of  £22,237  was 
shown. 

On  Friday,  18th 
of  July,  1890,  Mr. 
Fortune  was  ex- 
amined before  the 
Select  Committee 
of  the  House  of 
Lords  on  Infantile 
Insurance,  and 
was  complimented 
by  the  President 
of  the  Commission 
(the  late  Arch- 
bishop of  ^ork — 
then  the  Bishop  of 
Peterl)orough)  on 
some  of  the  regu 
lations  of  the  Scot- 
tish Legal  he  (Mr. 
Fortune)  had  been 
instrumental  in 
introducing. 

In  June,  1891, 
owing  to  the  re 
signation  of  Mr. 
W.  W.  Bain,  who 
had  for  nearly 
eight  years  held 
the  post  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society, 
and  had  received 
an  important  ap- 
pointment in  Aus- 
tralia,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting 
of  the  delegates,  a 
For.TUKE.  successor  had    to 

fbe  appointed  tojthis  important  office.  At  the  re- 
quest of  Representatives  of  the  Staff  and  other 
sections  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Fortune  accepted 
nomination  for  the  post,  and  he  was  unanimously 
elected  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  as  President  of  the 
Scottish  Legal,  Mr.  Fortune  was  Chairman  of  the 
Congress  of  Friendly  Societies,  by  whose  efforts 
the  Bill  introduced  in  the  year  1887  by  Sir  John 
Lubbock,  M.P.,  for  the  Amendment  and  Consoli- 
dation of  the  Friendly  Societies'  Acts  was  drafted.

Forster,  George  Henry,  the  Managing  Direc- 
tor and  Founder  of  the  Leeds  and  North  of 
England  Boiler  and  Accident  Insurance  Company, 
Limited,  of  South  Parade,  Leeds,  was  born  in  the 
West  End  of  London,  in  the  year  1844. 

His  business  career  began  with  an  apprentice- 
ship to  the  woollen  trade,  but  this  branch  of  com- 
mei-ce  was  evidently  not  congenial  to  his  taste,  for 
he  abandoned  it  very  shortly  after  completing  his 
indentures  to  accept  an  appointment  as  traveller 
and  collector  on  the  staff  of  the  Boiler  Insurance 
and  Steam  Power  Insurance  Company,  Limited, 
of  Manchester.  In  this  position  he  was  very 
successful,  So  much  so  that,  after  a  very  few  years' 
service,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  Company 
promoted  him  to  take  charge  of  their  business  in 
the  Yorkshire  DLstiict.  This  appointment  necessi- 
tated his  residing  in  Leeds,  where  the  business 
and  his  abilities  soon  enabled  him  to  build  up  a 
very  valuable  connection  for  the  Office  whose 
interests  he  then  i-epresented.  While  doing  his 
best  in  this  sphere  he  gained  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  many  of  the  leading  firms  in  the  City 
of  Leeds  and  the  surrounding  districts,  and  in 
other  parts  of  the  County  of  Yorkshii*e,  duiing 
the  first  two  years  of  his  residence  among  them. 

He  soon  instinctively  recognised  the  desire 
existing  among  the  firms  and  gentlemen  with 
whom  he  was  doing  business  for  the  establishment 
of  a  local  office  for  undertaking  the  insurance 
(with  regular  inspection)  of  lK)ilers,  and  also 
against  accidents  of  every  kind.  He  therefore 
devoted  his  abilities  and  energies  to  the  establish- 
ment of  an  office  that  should  cover  this  ground 
on  the  "Mutual"  principle.  In  this  he  was  so 
far  successful  that  in  1883  the  Company  was 
"floated,"  and  operations  were  forthwith  com- 
menced.    The  word   "mutual,"   however,  among

the  hard-headed  Yorkshiremen,  seemed  to  have  a 
prejudicial  effect,  and  the  diiectors  decided  to 
re-register  the  Coi-poration  as  a  proprietary  Com- 
pany. This  was  done,  and  no  difficulty  was  found 
in  allotting  the  shares,  as  the  Company  started 
with  an  influential  Directorate.    * 

Mr.  Forster,  in  addition  to  the  credit  attaching  to 
him  as  the  promoter  and  founder  of  a  successful 
and  prosperous  Insurance  Company,  enjoys  a  high 
reputation  in  social  life. 

In  the  year  1870  the  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Company,  of  which  he  is  the  official  head, 
presented  him  with  an  artistically-illuminated 
address,  together  with  a  handsome  and  costly  case 
of  dessert  knives  and  forks  as  a  mark  of  the  high 
esteem  in  which  they  held  him  and  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  efforts  he  had  made  in  their  best 
interests. 


Fowke,  Ernest  C,  the  Secretary  of  the  British 
Workman^s  Assurance  Company,  was  bom  in 
1860,  and  received  his  education  at  the  Grammar 
School,  Atherstone,  Warwickshire,  where  he 
distinguished .  himself  both  as  a  scholar  and  an 
athlete.  He  was  then  articled  to  his  father,  the 
Chairman  of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company,  and  a  Solicitor,  and,  after  finishing  his 
articles  with  a  London  firm,  was  appointed 
Solicitor  to  the  Company.  In  this  capacity  he 
remained  for  five  years  till  1890,  when  he  was 
requested  to  undertake  the  duties  of  Secretary  to 
the  Company,  in  addition  to  those  which  he  had 
already  been  carrying  on.  Mr.  Fowke's  two 
appointments  entail  a  considerable  amount  of 
work,  but  by  hard  work  and  perseverance  be  has 
overcome  all  difficulties  and  settled  down  to  an 
already  very  successful  career. 
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Fothergill,  Charles  George,  is  the  Manager 

and  Secretary  of  the  London  and  Lancashire  Fire 
Insurance  Company.  He  entered  the  Insurance 
profession  in  1849,  commencing  his  business  life, 
in  fact,  in  the  Westminster  Fire  Office.  After 
twelve  years*  service  with  that  Company, 
he  received  the  appointment  of  Assistant 
Secretary  at  the  Head  Office  of  the  Royal 
Insurance  Com- 
pany, being  subse- 
quently, in  the 
latter  part  of  the 
same  year,  trans- 
ferred to  a  similar 
post  in  the 
London  Office  of 
the  Company. 
There  he  remain- 
ed till  1868, 
when  he  returned 
to  Liverpool  as 
the  Sub-Manager, 
which  post  he 
occupied  for  six 
years,  eventually, 
in  1874,  accept- 
ing the  offer  made 
to  him  of  the 
Managership  of 
his  present  Com- 
pany. The  Lon- 
don and  Lanca- 
shire, at  the  time 
of  Mr.  Fother- 
gill's  accession  to 
office,  was  not  in 
a  very  flourishing 

condition;   the  OnAiiLfis  G. 

business  requir- 
ing a  thorough  reorganization  and  reform. 
Mr.  Fothergill  was  the  very  man  to  carry  these 
out;  and  by  his  powers  of  resolution  and 
capacity  for  business,  together  with  the  large 
experience  which  he  had  gained  in  his  previous 
career,  for  all  of  which,  indeed,  he  had  been 
selected  by  the  Directoi's,  he  not  only  succeeded 
in  removing  all   former  causes  of  dissatisfaction 


with  the  conduct  of  the  Company,  but  started  it 
.  on  a  career  of  prosperity  which  it  has  maintained 
ever  since,  and  still  continues  to  maintain. 
Amongst  other  evidences  of  the  vast  increase  in 
the  reputation  of  the  Company  may  be  instanced 
the  fact  that  its  name  is  now  as  prominent  and 
as  powerful  on  the  American  Continent,  in 
the     Colonies,     and     all     over     the    world,     as 

it  is  at  home. 

Mr.  Fothergill's 
strict  mainten- 
ance of  discipline 
in  his  business 
is  no  doubt  one 
great  reason  of 
his  success  in  rais- 
ing his  Company 
to  its  present 
pitch  of  pros- 
perity ;  but  he 
is,  nevertheless,  of 
a  genial  kind- 
hearted  nature, 
well-informed, 
and  most  generous 
in  his  allowance 
for  the  failings  or 
idiosyncrasies  of 
others.  He  has 
not  contributed 
very  largely  to- 
wards Insurance 
literature,  but  a 
paper  read  by 
him  before  the 
Institute  of 
Actuaries  as  long 
FoTMJEKGiLL.  ago  as  1857,  "On 

the  causes  of 
fires  in  London  during  the  twenty-four  years  from 
1833  to  1856  inclusive;  with  some  remarks  on  the 
deduction  of  correct  rates  of  premium,"  deserves 
notice  from  its  treatment  of  the  risk-classification 
system  and  the  impulse  it  gave  to  the  re-adjust* 
ment  and  amendment  of  many  of  the  feiulty 
systems  of  the  various  companies  then  in  exist* 
eiice. 
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Frankland,  Frederick  William,  F.I.A.,  is 

the   Assistant- Actuary   of   the   Atlas   Assurance 
Company  of  London. 

He  is  a  son  of  Professor  Frankland,  of  London, 
and  was  bom  in  the  year  1854.  After  receiving  a 
sound  education  at  University  College,  London, 
he  chose  for  a  profession  that  in  which  he  has  done 
so  much  good  and  able  work. 

His  first  con- 
nection with  the 
Lnsurance  World 
was  made  in 
1876,  when  he 
received  an  ap- 
pointment on  the 
staff  of  the  New 
Zealand  Govern- 
ment Life  In- 
surance Depart* 
ment.  Here  he 
remained  until 
1878,  when  he 
was  appointed 
A  c  t  ua  ry  for 
Friendly  So- 
cieties in  the 
Registrar  -  Gene- 
ral's Department 
of  the  same 
Colony. 

His    abilities 
and  skill  as    an 
Actuary  had  be- 
come   so  widely 
known    that    in 
188  4     he    was 
offered  the  high 
appointment    o  f 
Actuary     (after- 
wards Commissioner  and  Actuary),  of  the  New 
Zealand  Government  Life  Insurance  Department. 
This  position  he  accepted,  and  took  up  his  duties 
in  February,  1884. 

While  holding  this  post  he  did  much  good  work 
in  reorganising  portions  of  the  working  of  the 
department)  in  popularising  its  system  and  Life 
Insurance   generally  in  the  Colony,   and  also  in 


Insurance  Literature.  Severalof  the  more  important 
of  the  articles  that  came  from  his  pen,  were 
re-published  by  the  Government  of  the  Colony  in 
the  Registrar-General's  reports,  and  also  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries.  It  may  also 
be  said  that  the  policy-holders  in  the  Government 
Life  Insurance  Department  (N.Z.)  are  largely 
indebted    to    Mr.    Frankland    for  many   of   the 

privileges  they 
enjoy,  they  being 
the  result  of  re- 
c  o  m  m  endations 
made  by  him 
while  he  was  in 
the  service  of  the 
State. 

In  March,  1890, 
Mr.  Frankland 
received  an  offer 
of  an  appoint- 
ment as  Assis- 
tant-Actuary of 
the  Atlas  Assur- 
ance Company, 
and  as  it  was  at 
the  time  urgently 
necessary,  for 
family  reasons, 
that  he  should  re- 
turn to  England, 
he  resigned  the 
management  of 
the  Life  Insur- 
ance Office  with 
which  he  had  be- 
come so  strongly 
identified,  and 
entered  on  his 
new  duties  on 
the    1st  of  July,   1890. 

Mr.  Frankland  is  also  the  author  of  a  scheme  of 
Diseased  Life  Insurance,  which  has  been  pro- 
nounced to  be  safe  by  the  Consulting  Actuaries 
of  the  New  Zealand  Govt.  Life  Ins  Dept. 

Mr.  Frankland  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries.  He  first  joined  that  body  in  1878,  and 
was  elected  to  the  full  Fellowship  in  1884. 


F.  W.  Frankland,  F.I.A. 
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Gilman,   Charles  Backham,  J.R,   is  the 

Secretary  and  Founder  of  the  Norwich  and  Lon- 
don Accident  Insurance  Association,  established 
in  1856,  and  also  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Hailstorm  Insurance  Society.  He  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  Charles  Suckling  Gilman,  who  estab- 
lished the  latter  Society  in  1843,  and  its  business 
is  carried  on  in  the  same  office  as  the  Norwich  and 
London  Accident 
Mr.  Gilman  has 
done  much  to 
benefit  his  native 
city  Norwich  and 
the  neighbour- 
hood. When  the 
Cattle  Plague 
broke  out  in  1865, 
he  was  selected,  by 
reason  of  his  con' 
nection  with  agri- 
cultural matters, 
to  become  the 
Secretary  of  the 
Norfolk  Cattle 
Plague  Associa- 
tion, founded  by 
the  leading  agri- 
culturists of  the 
c  o  u  n  t  y,  w  i  t  h  a 
view  to  mutual 
assistance  and 
compensation  for 
lossduring  the 
continuance  of  the 
visitation,  and  the 
valuable  services 
which  he  afforded 
to  the  Association 
during  the  period 

of  its  existence,  were  specially  recognized  by  the 
members.  In  1882  Mr.  Gilman  was  requested 
to  enter  the  Town  Council  in  which  his  father 
formerly  sat  in  the  Conservative  interest,  with 
which  request  he  complied,  and  had  no  sooner 
taken  his  seat  than  he  was  elected  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Council,  Mayor  and  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  City.     In  this  latter    capacity

Chairman  of  that 
body;     also     the 
opening     of      the 
new    buildings  of 
the    Norfolk    and 
Norwich  Hospital 
by    Their     Royal 
Highnesses,     the 
Duke  and  Duchess 
ofConnaught.  Mr. 
Gilman    has   been 
a  Justice    of    the 
Peace  of  Norwich 
for     many    years, 
and  a  great  sup- 
porter    of    the 
local     charities 
and      benevolent 
institutions  of  all 
descriptions.      He 
is     much    inter- 
ested    in      music, 
and  is  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of 
Management  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Nor- 
wich Musical  Fes- 
tival,   with   which 
he  has  been  con- 
nected   for    more 
than  twenty  years. 
Mr.    Gilman,     though     noted    for     his     ad- 
herence to   the  principles    which    he    has    laid 
down     for    himself     in     all     matters,     whether 
of    business    or    otherwise,     is      always     most 
courteous     and   considerate     to    his    opponents, 
which   has   won    him   the    respect    of    all    who 
have  had  to  do   with   him,  whether  as   friends 
or  adversaries.

GilmaO^  C«  Storey,  is  the  Assistant-Secretary 
of  the  Norwich  and  London  Accident  Insurance 
Association,  of  Norwich,  and  is  the  son  of 
Mr.  Charles  Rackman  Oilman,  its  founder.  He 
was  educated  at  Westminster  School,  on  leaving 
which  he  travelled  abroad  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months.  On  his  return  to  England  and  his 
native  city,  in  1883,  Mr.  C.  S.  Oilman  entered  the 
service  of  the  Norwich  and  London  Accident 
Insurance  Association,  and,  after  three  years' 
service,  and  having  been  called  to  the  Bar  by  the 
Honourable  Society  of  the  Inner  Temple,  was  pro- 
moted to  his  present  post  of  Assistant-Secretary  to 
his  father  in  November,  1886.

was  the  Founder  of  the  British  Equitable  Life  As- 
surance Company,  and  has  been  its  Actuary,  Sec- 
retary, aHd  Managing  Director  from  its  foundation 
until  tOrday.  This  is  not  the  only  Insurance  Society 
that  owes  its  start  to  the  work  and  influence  of  Mr. 
Gover,  for  he  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
British  Empire  Mutual  Life  Assurance  Society, 
and  at  its  formation  was  its  Actuary  and  Secretary, 
and  these  positions  he  held  for  some  se\'en  or 
eight  years  afterwards.  He  was  also  the  Founder 
and  Chairman  of  the  House  Property  and  Invest- 
ment Company  limited,  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
and  best  of  all  the  numerous  land  and  house 
investment  societies  of  London.  Many  others 
have  been  founded  on  its  principles  or  similar 
ones,  but  it  has  always  maintained  its  place  at  the 
head  of  them  with  ease.

GOVer,  Frederic  Field,  F.S.S.,  the  Assistant- 
Actuary  of  the  British  Equitable  Life  Assurance 
Company,  of  Queen  Street  Place,  London,  E.G., 
is  a  son  of  Mr.  William  Sutton  Gover,  F.I. A., 
F.S.S. ,  the  Founder  and  Managing  Director  and 
Actuary  of  that  Society.  He  was  born  in  London 
in  1861,  and  was  educated  at  various  private  schools 
up  to  the  age  of  fifteen,  and  afterwards  for  three 
years  under  a  private  tutor. 

He  received  his  Insurance  training  under  the 
effective  instruction  of  his  father,  and  also  studied 
for  some  time  under  another  leading  Actuary.

Gray)  GSOVge,  the  Secretary  of  the  City  of 
Glasgow  Life  Assurance  Company,  at  the  Head 
Office  in  Glasgow,  was  educated  at  the  Hi^h  School 
of  Edinburgh,  and  afterwards  served  for  some  time 
in  the  office  of  an  eminent  firm  of  Writers  to  the 
Signet  in  that  city,  while  at  the  same  time  he 
attended  the  law  classes  in  the  Univei*sity  there.

Manager  for  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  may  fairly 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  successful  Insurance 
men  in  England.     To  have  attained  the  position  of 
General    Manager  in  these  islands  for  the  great 
Mutual  of  New  York  is  in  itself  a  primd  facie 
fact  of  no  ordinary  significance,  but  for  a  man  of 
considerably  less  than  two  score — indeed,  we  believe 
Mr.  Haldeman  has  not  so  very  long  since  passed 
his  thirty-second  year — not  only  to  have  attained, 
but    occupied, 
that   position  for 
nearly  five  years, 
may  be  regarded 
as    unque.       Mr. 
Haldeman       was 
born  in   Pennsyl- 
vania,     but      he 
comes  from  an  old 
and      well-known 
Euglish      family, 
memorials      of 
which   are    to  be 
seen  in  more  than 
one  of  our  Metro- 
politan  churches, 
Westminster  Ab- 
bey  included. 
Beginning  his  In- 
surance    life     in 
1880,    OS   private 
secretary    to    the 
late    Mr.     S.    G. 
Goodrich,     the 
British  Represen- 
tative    of    the 
Equitable  Life 
Assurance  Society 
of     the      United 
States,  Mr.  Halde- 
man    was     early 
initiated   into 
the     principles 
which   lie  at  the 
root    of    effective 
management.  The 
latter  years  of  his 

service    with   the  D.  C.  Haldbman. 

Equitable  were 
passed  in  the  ac- 
tive duties  of  a  General  Agent.  In  this  department 
he  was  so  successful  that  when  in  the  year  1886  he 
visited  America  he  was  offered  the  British  manage- 
ment of  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York,  the  Trustees  of  which  had  determined  lo  open 
a  Branch  in  this  country,  and  were,  in  fact,  on  the 
lock-out  for  a  good  man.  Mr.  Haldeman  accepted 
this  offer,  and  in  1887  he  commenced  operations 
for  the  Company  by  opening  the  London  Office  at 
17/18,  Combill.  Under  his  able  and  skilful  man- 
agement the  career  of  the    Company  has  been 


scarcely  less  successful  here  than  in  the  United 
States,  notwithstanding  the  opposition  it  has  had 
to  encounter.  But  the  Mutusd  Life  started  welL 
It  came  with  a  great  reputation,  and  it  was  fortu- 
nate in  its  selection  of  a  General  Manager. 
The  management  in  New  York  wisely  left  Mr. 
Haldeman,  a  free  hand,  with  the  result  that  when 
he  came  across  a  good  man  whom  he  could  thoroughly 
trust  he  made  it  well  worth  his  while  to  take  service 
with  the  Company.  His  selection  of  the  Secre- 
tary, Mr.    A.   Forrow,  is  an  illustration  of  this. 

While  several   of 
the  leading  Brit^ 
ish    Offices    were 
what  the  Yankees 
would  say   "fool- 
ing around  "  with 
this  gentleman, 
Mr.    Haldeman 
went  straight  for 
him  and   secured 
him,  with  the  re- 
sult that  there  is 
no    Company    in 
London  represent- 
ed by  two  stronger 
men    than     the 
Mutual    of    New 
York.      Avoiding 
any  kind  of  com- 
petition likely  to 
irritate  the  British 
Offices,  Mr.  Halde- 
man  has  run  the 
Mutual  Life  forall 
it  is   worth,  and, 
carefully  guarding 
against       ruffling 
John  Bull's  preju- 
dices, he  has  Ang- 
licised the    Com- 
pany to  suchan  ex- 
tent that  so  far  as 
its  policies  are  con- 
cerned, it  is,  to  all 
intents  and   pur- 
poses,  a     British 
Company.    While 
doing  this,  he  has 
cleverly    kept    in 
the  forefront   all 
the  undoubted  advantages  of  the  American  system, 
with  the  result  that,  although  less  thanfiveyears  have 
elapsed  since  the  London  Office  was  opened,  and  in 
face  of  a  tremendous  competition,  its  British  business 
to-day  will  compare  favourably  with  that  of  the  two 
or  three  British  Offices  which  stand  at  the  top  of  the 
tree.     Mr.  Haldeman  may  well  be  congratulated  on 
his  record,  and,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  it  will  not  be 
his   fault  if,  before   he  is  many  years  older,  the 
Mutual  Life  of  New  York  is  not  as  well  known  in 
Great  Britian  as  in  the  United  States. 
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Hamilton,   The  Rigfht   Honourable  Lord 

Claud  J>»  the  Chairman  of  the  Employers' 
liabilitj  Assurance  Corporation,  Limited,  of  Lon- 
don, was  bom  at  Stanmore  Priory,  Middlesex,  in 
February,  1843,  so  that  he  is  still  in  the  prime  of 
life.  His  father,  who  died  a  few  years  since,  was  i 
the  first  Duke  of  Abercorn,  and  his  mother  was 
Lady  Louisa,  the  daughter  of  the  sixth  Duke  of 
Bedford,  His  aristocratic  connections  are,  there- 
fore, of  the  most  extended  kind. 

He  received  his 
primary  educa- 
tion at  Bayford, 
Herts,  going  from 
there  to  the  cele- 
brated old  school 
on  the  Hill  at  Har- 
row. He  did  not 
go  t<j  a  University, 
but  entered  the 
aniiy,  joining  the 
Grenadier  Guards 
in  186>.  He  re- 
mained with  the 
regiment  till  the 
year  1SG7,  when  he 
resigned  his  com- 
mission In  the 
same  year  he  was 
appointed  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel 
Commanding  of  the 
oth  Battalion  of  the 
Hoyal  Inniskilling 
Fusiliers,  which 
command  he  relin- 
quished for  the 
HonoraryColonelcy 
in  1891.  In  1887 
he  was  appointed 
Aide-de-Camp  tothe 
Queen. 

Before  leaving 
the  army,  he  turned 
his  attention  to  poli- 
tics, and  first  enter-       '  "^ 

ed  the    House    of  Lobd  Clavd 

Commons  as  Mem- 
ber for  London- 
derry City,  1865,  being  then  only  twenty-two 
years  of  age.  He  was  appointed  a  Lord 
of  the  Treasury  in  Mr.  Disraeli's  Government. 
This  seat  he  held  until  the  General  Election, 
in  November,  1868,  sitting  on  the  Conservative 
side,  but  at  that  election,  which  returned  Mr. 
Gladstone's  government  to  power,  he  was  un- 
seated. During  the  two  years  previous  to  that  he 
liad  acted  as  Aide  dc  Camp  to  his  father,  who,  foj. 
that  period  had  been  Lord- Lieutenant  of  Ireland. 


In  1869,  Lord  Claud  unsuccessfully  contested 
the  borough  of  Brecon,  but  in  the  same  year  he 
was  returned  triumphantly  for  Kings  Lynn,  on 
the  seat  becoming  vacant  through  Lord  Stanley's 
succession  to  the  peerage,  and  he  sat  for  that 
borough  until  1880,  when  he  was  defeated  at 
the  General  Election,  but  was  invited  a  few 
months  subsequently  to  stand  for  the  important 
oon.stituency  of  Liverpool,  and  accepting  the  offer 

he  was  again  suc- 
cessful,  polling 
21,019  votes.  At 
the  two  next 
General  Elections 
•  he  was  again  re- 
turned, but  now 
has  for  a  time  re- 
tired from  active 
politics,  the  other 
demands  on  his 
time  and  work 
being  so  enormous, 
that  by  the  doctor's 
orders  he  had  to 
take  a  rest  in  this 
direction,as  in  some 
others. 

In  the  year  1871, 
when  the  Marquis 
of  Salisbury  retired 
from  the  Board  of 
the  Great  Eastern 
Railway,  Lord 
Claud  J.  Hamilton 
was  elected  a  Direc- 
tor in  his  place,  and 
he  so  far  gained 
the  confidence  of 
his  colleagues  and 
shareholders  that, 
four  years  later, 
on  the  Vice-Chair- 
man of  the  Com- 
pany retiring  he 
'         was  elected  to  the

This  is  not  his  only 

I   connection  with  railways,  for  he  is  a  Director  of 

;   the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  and  is  also 

a  member  of  the  Superintending  Committee  of  the 

Railway  Clearing  House,  which  is  one  of  the  most 

gigantic   and   complicated    organisations    in    the 

world  and  without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to 

carry   on  the   intricate   railway  system    of    this 

country. 

He  has  travelled  very  extensively,  and  has  been 
round  the  world. 
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Edward  Hadfield. 

Hadfleld,  Edward,  tho  Secretary  of  the  Boiler 
Insurance  and  Steam  Power  Company  Limited  of 
Manchester,  was  borji  in  Salford  in  1847.     His 
father,  of  whom  he  is  the  second  son,  was  the  late 
Henry  Henshaw  Hadfield,  who  was  for  so  many 
years  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Manchester 
Academy  of  Arts.     The  greater  part  of  his  educa- 
tion was  received  at  a  private  school  in  his  native 
city,    and   subsequently     he    attended  a    Public 
School  where  he    remained  until  his  commercial 
life  was  commenced  by  his  entering  the  offices  of 
Sam  Mendel,  one   of   the   most  noted   merchant 
princes    of   Manchester.      In  the  year  1866   he 
began  his  Insurance  career  as  a  Clerk  and  Collec- 
tor in  the  office  in  which  to-day  he  holds  so  high  a 
position.  Four  years  later  (1870)  he  was  promoted 
to  the  post  of  Chief  Clerk,  and  this  was  followed 
shortly  afterwards  by  the  appointment  of  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Agents.      The  able   manner  in 
which  he  fulfilled  the  duties  of  this  position  led 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  give  him  the  still  further 
promotion  of  the   appointment  of  Assistant-Secre- 
tary.     In   October,   1889,  the   Secretary  of  the 
Company  (Mr.    Hartley)  died,  and  the   Directors 
then  gave  Mr.  Hadfield  his  present  appointment. 

Mr.  Hadfield  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester 
Literary  Club,  of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
Antiquarian  Society,  and  of  the  Arts'  Club  of 
Manchester. 

Mr.  Hadfield's  father  was  a  well-known  artist 
in  the  North  of  England,  and  was  also  a  direct 
descendant  of  Thomas  Henshaw,  the  founder  of  the 
Blue  Coat  School  of  Oldham,  Lancashire,  and  of

the  Blind  Asylum,  Manchester.  An  obituary 
notice  appeared  of  him  in  all  the  Manchester 
papers  on  the  29th  of  October,  1887.  Mr.  Hadfield, 
senior,  was  also  a  cousin  of  the  late  Thomas 
Oldham  Barlow,  R.  A.,  the  celebrated  engraver. 


Hobson,  James  Dalby,the  Assistant-Secretary 
of  the  Queen  Insurance  Company  of  Liverpool,  at 
its  London  Office,  was  bom  in  Leeds  in  the 
year  1849. 

After  receiving  a  thorough  commercial  education 
he  commenced  his  Insurance  career  in  the  service 
of  the  Queen  Insurance  Company.  In  those  days 
it  was  the  custom  to  *'  apprentice"  juniors  and  give 
them  a  thorough  training  in  every  branch  of  the 
business.  This  admirable  idea  was  originated  in 
Liverpool,  and  its  results,  judging  by  the  after 
careers  of  the  men  so  trained,  has  more  than  proved 
its  efficacy  and  usefulness.  It  was  in  this  manner 
that  Mr.  Hobson  entered  the  office  in  which  his 
career  has  been  so  marked. 

In  turn  he  passed  the  various  departments,  gain- 
ing experience  and  practical  knowledge  in  the 
science  of  Underwriting  in  each,  and  using  the 
information  thus  gained  so  well  that  he  gained  the 
thorough  confidence  of  the  Management  and  the 
Board  of  the  Office.  This  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  life  Department. 
After  this  Mr.  Hobson  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Chief  Clerk  in  the  London  Office  of  the 
Company,  in  which  he  served  four  years,  leaving  it 
on  being  appointed  to  the  post  he  occupies  at  the 
present  time.

Hardy,  Ralph  Price,  FJ.A.,  was  bom  on  the 

29th  of  August,  1838.  His  Insurance  career  was 
commenced  in  May,  1854,  when  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Eagle  Life  Insurance  Company,  and 
in  the  same  year  he  joined  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries.  In  February,  1868,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  position  of  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Mutual  Life 
Society,  and  less  than  two  years  later  (in  Decem- 
ber, 1869),  he  was  offered  and  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment of  Actuary  and  Secretary  to  the  London  and 
Provincial  Law  life  Assurance  Society.

Harben,  Henry, FLA.,  LCC,  the  Vice-Chaii- 

man  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limi- 
ted, of  London,  was  born  in  Bloomsbury  in  1825. 

On  completing  his  education  he  commenced 
business  life  as  a  surveyor  and  soon  gained  a 
valuable  and  important  connection,  but  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Insurance  profession  were  too  strong 
to  resist,  and  he  consequently  entered  upon  what 
hfts  proved  to  be  his  life's  vocation. 

This  was  in  the  year  1851,  when  he  received 
the  appointment  to  the  important  position  of 
Accountant  to  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company, 
the  office  with  which  he  has  ever  since  been  con- 
nected, and  in  the  remarkable  rise  and  progress  of 
which  he  has  taken  so  very  prominent  and  active 
a  part. 

Four  years  later  (in  1855),  Mr.  Harben  was 
promoted  to  the  Secretaryship  of  the  Company, 
and  from  that  day  its  rise  from  comparative 
insignificance  to  its  present  proud  position,  may 
be  fairly  said  to  date.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say, 
and  it  is  a  fact  generally  admitted  by  the

work  done,  and  he  consequently  resigned  the 
Secretaryship  and  became  a  Director  and  Deputy-

the  Company  by  his  advice  and  expenence. 

Mr.  Harben  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries,  and  has  contributed  to  the  transac- 
tions of  that  body,  having  read  before  them 
papers  on  Vital  Statistics,  etc. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Old  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works,  and  on  that  Institution  being 
displaced  by  the  London  County  Council,  he  was 
returned  by  a  handsome  majority  of  votes  to

Harding,    Charles,    F.SS.,   F.R.6.S.,    the 

Manager  of  the  Accident  Insurance  Company  of 
London,  is  a  scion  of  an  old  Devonshire  family, 
and  was  bom  in  London  in  1834.  He  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Insurance  World  by  Mr.  Arthur 
Scratchley,  M.A.,  the  eminent  Actuary,  and  under 
him  he  received  his  early  training.  For  some 
time  he  held  the  position  of  Assistant-Secretary 
of  the  Western  Life  Assurance  Society,  which 
office  was  established  in  1842,  and  on  the 
formation  of  the  Western  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  Limited,  of  London  and  Manchester,  in 
1864,  he  was  appointed  its  Secretary.  The  business 
of  this  Company  was  subsequently  taken  over  by 
the  Alliance  Assurance  Corporation,  and  Mr. 
Harding  shortly  afterwards  (in  1869)  succeeded 
the  late  Cornelius  Walford  as  Manager  and  ex- 
officio  Director  of  the  Accident  Insurance  Com- 


pany, Limited.  He  has  for  many  years  taken  an 
active  interest  in  the  Auxiliary  Forces,  and 
originally  was  a  member  of  the  Honourable 
Artillery  Company.  He  is  a  Corresponding 
Member  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  United 
SerWce  Institution,  and,  in  1885,  he  was  gazetted 
as  the  Honorary  Colonel  of  the  Fourth  Volunteer 
Battalion  of  the  Queen's  Royal  West  Surrey 
Regiment.  He  was  elected  to  the  Fellowship  of 
the  Royal  Statistical  Society  as  long  ago  as  1857, 
and  to  that  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  in 
1864.

He  has  been  a  voluminous  con- 
tributor to  current  literature  both  in  prose  and 
verse,  and  has  acted  as  Dramatic  Critic  for 
journals  of  repute ;  he  is  further  a  Grand  Officer  of 
the  Ancient  Order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.

Hayward,    William    Henry,  the  Founder, 

Organiser,  and  General  ^Tanager  of  the  British 
Natural  Premium  Provident  Association,  Limited, 
of  London,  has  had  a  long  and  extensive  Insurance 
experience. 

,  After  some  years  of  a  very'successf ul  commercial 
career  he  entered  the  Insurance  world  early  in 
1873.  The  connections  and  experience  he  had 
gained  in  his  business  life,  and  which  he  availed 
himself  of  to  the  fullest  extent,  soon  enabled  him 
to  gain  a  prominent  position  as  an  Underwriter 
in  the  field  of  Life  Insurance. 

In  the  year  1875,  he  became  connected  with  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  in  the  service 
of  which  Office  he  was  very  successful,  and  was 
soon  promoted  to  a  responsible  position,  being 
appointed  District  Manager  for  that  Office  in  the 
important  district  of  Yorkshire  and  Durham  with 
headquarters  at  Bradford.      This  position  he  held 


from  1878  to  January,  1887,  when  he  resigned  it 
to  return  to  London. 

It  was  in  the  latter  year  that  the  Mutual 
Reserve  Fund  Life  Association  decided  to  extend 
its  operations  to  Great  Britain,  and  Mr.  Hayward 
was  selected  by  its  Management  to  open  the  field, 
organise  its  agency  staff  here,  and  supervise  its 
business  with  the  position  of  General  Manager.

Actuary  in  London,  his  first  appointment  as 
Actuary  being  dated  as  far  back  as  1847. 

In  that  year,  before  he  had  reached  his  twentieth 
birthday,  he  was  selected  to  succeed  the  late  Mr. 
Hulley  as  Actuary  to  the  Globe  Insurance  Com- 
pany,    and     this 
position   he    held 
for  over   twenty- 
two  years. 

In  1864,  when 
that  Company 
was  amalgamated 
with  the  Liver- 
pool and  London, 
Mr.  Frederick 
Hendriks,  though 
entitled  by  the 
Act  of  Parlia- 
ment regulating 
the  amalgama- 
tion, to  become 
the  Actuary  to 
the  joint  Com- 
panies, volunta- 
rily resigned  the 
appointment  he 
had  held  for  so 
many  years  with 
such  great  credit 
to  himself,  and 
in  the  same  year 
(1864)  he  was 
offered  and  ac- 
cepted the  posi 
tion  he  fills  at 
present,  holding 
at  the  same  time 

also  the  offices  of  Fredbrick  H 

Consulting  Actu- 
ary to  the  Clergy  Mutual  Assurance    Company, 
to  the  Equitable  Reversionary  Interest   Society, 
and  also  to  several  Railway  and  other  Superan- 
nuation Funds. 

Mr.  Hendriks  is  very  nearly  the  Senior  Member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Society 
and  also  of  the  Actuaries'  Club.  He  is  a  Fellow 
— under  its  Charter — of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries. 
In  addition,   he  is  an  Honorary  Member  of  the 


Economic  Society  of   Madrid,  and  also    of    the 
International  Statistical  Institute. 

To  the  Transactions  of  all  these  learned  Societies, 
as  well  as  to  the  press,  Mr.  Frederick  Hendriks 
has  been  a  frequent,  valuable,  and  voluminous 
contributor  on  subjects  connected  with  the 
Science  and  Practice  of  Insurance,  Creneral 
Statistics,  International  Coinage,  and  also  Political 
Economy. 

He  has  also 
given  evidence 
before  several 
Royal  Commis- 
sions both  at 
home  and  abroad. 
It  was  as  some 
recognition  of 
this  that  the  late 
King  of  Sweden 
voluntarily  con- 
ferred on  him 
the  Honour  of 
Knighthood  of  the 
Order  of  Vasa ; 
and  in  France  he 
took  the  second 
place  among  the 
candidates  nomi 
nated  for  the 
Corresponding 
Membership  of 
the  Institute  of 
Ji'rance.  His  life 
may,  therefore,  be 
JMstly  said  to  be 
full  of  honours. 

]  t  may  be  noted 
that  he  is  an  elder 
brother  of  Mr. 
Augustus  Hen- 
driks, F.LA.,  of 
ENDRIK8,  F.LA.  the  London  Office 

of    the    Liverpool 
i  and  London  and  Glolje  Insurance  Company. 

A  career  so  distinguished  marks  him  as 
one  of  the  most  prominent  Insurance  men  of 
i  the  world.  He  has  the  esteem  of  all  his  col- 
leagues, as  well  as  of  all  who  have  had  the  honour 
as  well  as  pleasure  of  serving  under  or  with 
him.

Hendriks,  Augustus,  [F.I. A.,  F.S.S.,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  and  the 
Actuary  and  Resident  Secretary  in  London  of  the 
Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe  Assurance 
Company,  was  born  on  the  12th  of  March,  1834. 
In  1852,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  old  Globe 
Insurance  Company,  with  whom  he  remained 
until  the  completion  of  the  amalgamation  of  that 
Office  with  the  Liverpool  and  London  in  1864, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Actuary 
to  the  combined  Companies,  which  appointment 
(to  which  had  been  added  that  of  Resident 
Secretary  in  London)  he  continues  to  hold.  The 
value  of  the  services  he  has  rendered  were 
acknowledged  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Company 
at  the  last  annual  general  meeting  of  the  share- 


holders, by  Ills  saying  that  Mr.  Hendriks'  work 
had  been  given  throughout  with  "good  judgment 
and  steady  quiet  persevering  industry."

Henshaw,  E.  S.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Builders' 
Accident  Insurance  Company,  Limited,  is  also 
the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Association  of  Master 
Builders  in  London.  The  latter  body  founded 
the  Accident  Company  in  1881,  and  appointed 
Mr.  Henshaw  to  the  position  he  has  held  to  the 
present  day. 
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Hewat,  Archibald,  P.F.A.,  F.I.A.,  Secretary 
of  the  Edinburgh  Life  Assurance  Office,  having 
served   his  apprenticeship  and  clerkship  in  the 
Head  Offices  of  the  Scottish  Equitable,  and  of  the 
Standard  respectively,  has  passed  the  rest  of  his 
Insurance  career  in  the  service  of  that  Company, 
having  become  its  Resident  Secretary  in  Glasgow 
at  an  unusually  early  age,  his  success  there  resulting 
in     his    promotion 
to  the  post   which 
he  now  holds.    Mr.

Extraordinary  Member ;  the  Institute  of  Bankers 
in  Scotland;  and  of  Accountants  in  Glasgow,  of 
which  latter  he  is  an  Honorary  Member;  and 
the  Philosophical  Society  of  Glasgow,  of  which  he 


was  an  Auditor  and  Member  of  Council  (Social 
Economy  Section),  to  all  of  which  he  has  delivered 
lectures.  Also  the  Scottish  Women's  Benefit  and 
several  other  Friendly  Societies,  all  of  which  he 
has  aided  in  every  way  in  his  power,  and  not  least 
by  his  agreeable  presence  and  kindly  advice  at 
their  meetings.  He  has  held  the  post  of  Public 
Valuer,  by  appointment,  of  the  Lords  of  ELM.'8 

Treasury.  He  is  a 
Fellow,  by  Exam- 
ination,  and  has 
been  a  Member  of 
Council,  of  the 
Faculty  of  Actu- 
aries in  Scotland  ;

Provost  of  Edinburgh. 
President  of  the  Edinburgh  Peeblesshire  Society 
of  which  his  grandfather,  the  Rev.  William  Mar- 
shall, of  Manor,  was  the  founder,  and  which  is  the 
oldest  but  one  of  the  Edinburgh  clubs.  Mr. 
Hewat  is  married  to  the  only  daughter  of  the  late 
Andrew  Fergus,  M.D.,  M.R.C.S.,  Eng.,  a  distin- 
guished member  of  the  medical  profession. 
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Hobson,    Henry     Gamble,    the     present 

Manager  and  Official  Actuary  of  the  Star  Life 
Assurance  Society,  of  Moorgate  Street^  London, 
was  bom  in  the  Oounty  of  Suffolk,  in  the  year 
1845.  He  received  the  first  part  of  his  education 
at  King's  College,  London,  whence  after  a  success- 
ful record  he  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination 
of  the  London  University,  from  which  in  due  course 
of  time  he  graduated,  and  obtained  a  first-class 
certificate  in 
Mathematics  from 
New  College. 

He  entered  the 
service  of  the  Star 
Life  Office  in 
1 864,  being  ap- 
pointed  to  the 
position  of  Assist- 
ant-Secretary un- 
der his  father,  the 
late  Mr.  Jesse 
Hobson,  who  at 
that  time  was  ful- 
filling the  duties 
of  Secretary  of  the 
Institution.  Mr. 
Jesse  Hobson,  it 
may  be  noted, 
was  the  second 
gentleman  to  fill 
the  post  of  Sec- 
retary in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Star 
Life  Office.

Henry  Gamble 
Hobson  was  push- 
ing his  way  and 
gaining  very  val- 
uable experience. 

His  original  appointment  of  Assistant-Secre- 
tary he  retained,  and  in  addition  was,  iji  suc- 
cessive order,  given  the  responsible  duties  of 
Chief  Clerk,  and  further  of  Official  Actuary, 
and  while  acting  in  the  latter  capacity,  gave 
very  valuable  assistance  in  every  way  to 
the  Actuarial  organisation  of  the  Office.  For 
the  last  four  quinquennial  valuations  he 
has     been    practically    responsible,     and     each

Mr.  Henry  G. 
Hobson  was 
by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the 
Board  of  Direc- 
tors, chosen  to  suc- 
ceed him,  and  he 
then  took  up  the 
duties  of  the  posi- 
tion he  holds  to- 
day. 

Wlien  Mr.  Hob- 
son    took    charge 
of   the   Actuarial 
business     of     the 
Society,  the  affairs 
of  the  Office  were 
at  a  fairly  steady 
ratio.         What 
he   has    done    to 
improve    on    this 
is   shown  by   the 
figures    of    the 
last     two      valu- 
ations: -in  18^3, 
the     number     of 
policies   in    force 
for  valuation  pur- 
poses was  25,014, 
and    at     Decem- 
ber   3l8t,     1888, 
the  corresponding 
number  of  policies 
was30,918,agreat 
increase,   and   an 
increase    that     is    likely     to     tell    largely    in 
the  future    growth    of    the   Society    in    funds, 
etc. ;    whilst   the    new  business    has   leaped   up 
from    £863,415    in     1889,    to    £1,706,000     in 
1891.       The     last    valuation    as    well     as    the 
previous  one  was  made  on  the  basis  of  31  per 
cent,    assumed   (Institute    of    Actuaries  H.M.).

Fellow  of    the 
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Edgar    Horne. 


Horne,  Edgar,  the  Chairman  of  the  Prudential 
Assurance  Company  Limited,  was  born  in 
Clapham,  near  London,  in  the  year  1 820,  and  was 
unanimot^sly  electeil  to  his  present  position  in 
1875. 

From  its  formation  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  this  Institution  which  has 
now  grown  to  such  enormous  proportions,  and  he 
may  be  fairlysaid  to  have  watched  over  and  assisted 
to  guide  its  best  interests  from  the  start  and  its 
early  years  of  struggles.  He  is  thus  able  to 
fully  realise  how  very  often  small  beginnings 
rightly  managed  lead  to  great  endings. 

Mr.  Horne  is  the  senior  partner  in  the  well- 
known  lirm  of  Home,  Son,  and  Eversfield,  of 
Parliament  Street,  Westminster,  the  Government 
Auctioneers  and  Surveyors. 

In  municipal  life  Mr.  Horne  has  for  many  years 
held  a  very  prominent  position.  He  has  held 
many  civil  offices,  and  is  a  member  of  the   West- 


minster Court  of  Burgesses,  and  in  addition  to 
this  he  holds  several  parochial  appointments  both 
in  St.  Margaret's  and  in  Bloomsbury. 

He  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  most  able 
man  of  business,  and  beyond  question  has  been 
a  very  great  and  powerful  factor  in  the  rise  and

Hughes,     William,    F.I.A,,    one    of    the 

Managers  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company, 
Limited,  was  bom  in  London,  on  the  12  th  of 
December,  1839.  His  Insurance  career  com- 
menced in  the  year  1858,  when  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Consolidated  Insurance  Company  as 
Clerk,  and  in  the  employ  of  that  Corporation  he 
remained  until  1865,  when  it  was  absorbed  by  the 
Prudential  Office,  and  Mr.  Hughes  was  one  of  the 
officials  tajcen  over  with  the  business,  so  that 
practically  it  may  be  said  that  the  whole  of  his 
Insurance  Life  has  been  spent  in  one  office.  In 
1871,  he  passed  the  final  examination  of  the 
Institute  of  Actuaries,  and  in  the  same  year  he 
was  admitted  to  a  Fellowship.

Samuel  Hunter,  A.  I.  A. 


Hunter,  Samuel,  A.LA.,  Actuary  and  Super- 
intendent of  the  Life  Department  of  the  Patriotic 
Assurance  Company,  has  occupied  that  post  since 
1879,  previously  to  which  he  was  for  fifteen  years 
connected  with  the  Scottish  Widows*  Fund.  He 
is  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  by 
Examination.  Mr.  Hunter  has  a  high  reputation 
in  the  scientific  world  as  an  astronomer,  having, 
previous  to  his  connection  with  the  Insurance 
profession,  been  Assistant  to  the  late  Earl  of 
Rosse.  He  was  afterwards  selected  by  the  late 
Astronomer  Royal,  Sir  G.  B.  Airy,  to  take  charge 
of  the  Suez  Station  for  the  observation  of  the 
Transit  of  Venus,  in  1874.  Several  of  his 
drawings  of  Nebulae  are  published  in  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  Royal  Society,  amongst  others  the 
"Great  Nebula  of  Orion,"  A  series  of  his

Hunt,    R.    Aldingrton,    FLA.,    F.S.S.,    the 

General  Manager  of  the  Wesleyan  and  General 
AjMurance  Society,  of  Birmingham,  was  born 
in  the  year  1842,  and  is  consequently  now^in  his 
forty-ninth  year. 

His  first  connection  with  the  Insurance  world 
was  made  through  the  Ofiice  of  which  he  is  now, 
and  has  been  for  several  years,  the  ofHcial  head 
and  guiding  spirit.  This  was  in  the  year  1857, 
when  he  was  but  fifteen  years  of  age.  He  worked 
his  way  assiduously  through  every  department, 
and  acquired  a  thorough  practical  acquaintance 
with  the  intricate  details  of  the  working  and  the 
organisation  of  a  large  Industrial  Assurance 
Office.  In  the  practical  work  he  proved  his 
ability  very  early,  and  his  power  of  knowledge  of 
the  theoretical  side  of  the  science  of  Life  Insur- 
ance, is  shown  by  his  gaining  the  Associateship 
of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  and  a  Fellowship  of 
(he  Statistical  Society  of  London. 


In  the  year  1S71,  he  was  appointed  to  be  the 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  for  which  his  knowledge 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Office  peculiarly  fitted  him, 
and  the  duties  of  this  post  he  discharged  with 
much  credit  to  himself,  and  advantage  to  the 
Society  for  nearly  twelve  years.  In  1883,  Mr, 
Lewis,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Society,, 
retired,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  unani- 
mously chose  Mr.  Hunt  to  fill  that  important 
position.  He  accepted  that  offer,  and  his  career 
since  is  too  well-known  to  need  recapitulation 
here,  since  it  would  be  but  re-writing  the  history 
of  the  most  flourishing  part  of  the  career  of 
the  Wesleyan  and  General  Life  Assurance 
Society. 

Mr.  Hunt  is  one  of  the  best-known  and  most 
respected  of  Industrial  Insurance  ofiSicials  in  the 
country,  and  his  popularity  among  the  Agents  of 
the  organisation  he  rules  is  remarkable.  "

Hug^heS,  John,  of  the  Underwriting  Staff  of 
che  Reliance  Marine  Insurance  Company,  first 
commenced  business  in  the  office  of  Messrs.  Price 
and  Cox,  Underwriters,  of  Liverpool.  On  that  firm, 
in  1864,  deciding  to  turn  its  private  business  into 
a  Limited  Company,  the  Maritime  Insurance 
Company  was  formed,  and  Mr.  Hughes  entered  the 
service  of  the  Company,  thus  becoming  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  various  details  of  the  business. 
In  1 886  he  was  promoted  to  be  Underwriter,  in 
which  capacity  his  ability,  energy,  and  tact  did 
much  to  enhance  the  importance  of  the  Maritime

Insurance  Company.  He  resigned  his  position  in 
1891,  to  take  up  that  which  he  occupies  at  present 
with  the  Reliance  Marine.

Jackson,  Arthur,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
English  and  Scottish  Law  Life  Assurance  Associa- 
lion,  of  12,  Waterloo  Place,  London,  was  born  at 
Wisbeach,  Cambridgeshire,  in  the  year  1839.  He 
is  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Jackson,  a  very 
well-known  solicitor  of  that  town. 

It  was  originally  intended  that  Mr.  Jackson 
should  follow  his  father's  profession  ;  consequently 
his  education  was  shaped  to  that  end,  and  at 
the  Final  Examination  for  Solicitors  in  Michael- 
mas term,  I860,  he  appeared  in  the  list  as  Second 
Prizeman. 

After  being  admitted,  he  joined  the  firm  of 
Charles  Druce  and  Sons,  Solicitors,  of  Billiter 
Square,  London,  E.C.,  afterwards  Druces,  Jackson 
and  Attlee.     As  a  partner  he  remained  with  this 


firm  from  the  year  1863  to  1883,  in  which  latter 
year  he  retired  from  practice. 

He  then  turned  his  attention  to  the  higher 
branch  of  the  legal  profession,  and  four  years 
later  (in  1887),  he  was  called  to  the  Bar  by  the 
Honourable  Society  of  Lincoln's  Inn. 

In  the  month  of  March,  1888,  Mr.  Jackson  first

Jeens.  OctaviUS  Brown,  is  the  late  Manager 
of  the  Mutual  Accident  Association  Limited, 
now  Manager  of  the  Accident  Department  of 
Palatine  Insurance  Company  Limited. 

In  1872,  upon  the  death  of  his  brother,  the  late 
T.  E.  Jeens,  he  succeeded  him  as  District  Agent 
and  Surveyor  at  Gloucester  to  the  Liverpool  and 
London  and  Glob©  Insurance  Company,  which 
appointment  he  held  until  the  end  of  1877. 
Early  in  1878,  he  became  attached  to  the  London 
Office  of  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Corporation 
shortly  after  its  advent  to  the  Metropolis,  where  he 
took  an  active  part  in  securing  its  present  valuable 
connection.  In  1881,  after  the  passing  of  the 
Employers'  Liability  Act  1880,  the  Directors  and 
Manager  (Mr.  J.  N.  Lane)  of  the  Mutual  Fire 
decided  to  establish  the  Mutual  Accident 
Association,  with  its  Head  Office  at  Manchester ; 
and  Mr.  Jeens  was  selected  to  be  its  Manager 
and  Secretary,  a  post  which  he  held  until  that 
Company  (following  the  example  of  its  parent,  the 
Mutual  Fire)  became  merged  into  The  Palatine 
Insurance  Company,  of  32,  Brown  Street,  Man- 
chester, and  where  he  is  now  to  be  found  in  charge 
of  its  Accident  and  Guarantee  Department. 


Mr.  Jeens  ranks  as  one  of  the  foremost  Accident 
Insurance  Officials  in  this  country,  of  which 
business  he  has  an  experience  extending  over  a 
number  of  years.

His  business  career  commenced  in  the  offices  of 
Messrs.  Dumas  and  Wylie,  an  establishment  which 
has  earned  for  itself  the  self  -  explanatory 
soubriquet  of  "  the  cradle  of  Underwriters."  On 
the  staff  of  this  firm  he  remained  for  thirteen 
years,  resigning  his  position  then  to  take  up  the 
appointment  of  Deputy  -  Underwriter  to  the 
National  Marine  Insurance  Company  of  London. 
This  post  he  held  for  five  years,  vacating  it  on 
accepting  the  offer  of  his  present  position  with 
the  Commercial  Union,

Jones,  E.  D.,  Director-General  of  the  British 
Department  of  the  Mutual  Reserve  Fund  Life 
Association  of  New  York,  has  devoted  the  most 
part  of  his  life  to  banking,  but  was  induced  by 
Mr.  Brest  Harper,  of  the  Mutual  Reserve  Fund,  to 
identify  himself  with  that  undertaking  in  the 
earlier  years  of  its  existence.  In  1887,  on  the 
decision  of  the  Directors  of  the  Association  to 
carry  its  business  into  the  United  Kingdom,  Mr. 
Jones  was  amongst  those  selected  to  carry  out  this

Lemon  was  previously  the  London  Secretary 
of  the  City  of  Glasgow  Life  Assurance  Company, 
and  has  had  a  thorough  training  in  Insurance 
matters.  He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries. 
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Georoe  King,  F.I. A. 


King,  George,  F.I. A,  Actuary  and  Principal 
Officer  in  the  Life  Department  of  the  Atlas 
Assurance  Company,  began  his  commercial 
life  in  the  office  of  a  large  East  India  firm. 
J.eaving  Commerce  for  Insurance  in  1870,  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  British  Imperial  In- 
surance Company,  as  Agency  Inspector  at  its 
London  Office.  From  this,  in  1871,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  be  Secretary  to  the  London  Board  of 
that  Office.  It  is  on  record  that  in  both  these 
appointments  he  rapidly  acquired  an  extensive 
experience  of  the  practical  side  of  the  Insurance 
work,  and  gave  evidence  of  his  business  aptitude 
by  the  valuable  assistance  he  gave  to  his  Company 
in  enlarging  their  connections.  In  1874,  he 
accepted  the  position  of  Actuarial  Assistant  in 
the  Head  Office  of  the  Alliance  Assurance  Com- 
pany, and  remained  with  them  in  that  capacity 
till  1883,  when  he  was  selected  as  the  Secretary 
to  the  Glasgow  and  London  Office,  which  appoint- 
ment he  accepted.

He  was  formerly  lecturer  at  the  Institute  on  the 
"Science  of  Life  Contingencies/*  and  the  Council 
showed  still  further  appreciation  of  his  abilities  by 
deputing  him  to  write  its  text  book  on  "  I  ife 
Annuities  and  Assurances,  and  their  practical 
Application,'*  which  was  afterwards  published  by 
the  Institute.  In  addition  to  this,  Mr.  King 
wrote  and  published  a  volume  which  has  become 
a  standard  work,  on  **The  Theory  of  Finance" 
Besides  these  he  is  the  author  of  many  contribu- 
tions to  Actuarial  literature,  which  have  been 
always  recognised  as  being  of  the  greatest  value 
to  students  and  members  of  the  profession.  The 
effect  of  his  work  on  the  business  of  the  Atlas 
has  been  very  marked;  it  will  be  remembered 
that  in  1 889  the  Directors,  on  his  advice,  resolved 
to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  assumed  in  the 
valuations  of  the  Life  business  of  the  Company  to 
the  unprecedented  low  figure  of  2i  per  cent.,  thus 
enabling  the  Office  to  claim  the  proud  position 
of  being  one  of  the  "strongest  Life  Companies

thirty  years  transacted  an  important  share  of  the 
insurance  business  of  the  East  of  Scotland.  Under 
Mr.  Kyd's  charge  the  success  of  the  branch  was 
farther  developed,  until,  in  1885,  he  was  trans- 
lated to  -A  berdeen,  the  birthplace  of  the  Company, 
and  one  of  its  Head  Offices.  Mr.  Kyd  is  a  Fellow 
of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  as  well  as  of 
the  Faculty  in  Scotland.  In  1890.  he  prepared  a 
lecture  by  request  of  the  Actuarial  Society  of 
Edinburgh,  choosing  the  subject  of  "  Taxes  on 
Production  and  Trade."  This  title  savours  quite 
as  much  of  political  controversy  as  of  insurance 
theory.  Mr.  Kyd,  however,  interests  himself  in 
things  outside  of  the  strict  lines  of  the  profession.

Mr.  Lawson  began  his  Insurance 
career  in  the  Scotch  Branch  of  the  Reliance 
Mutual  Life  Assurance  Society  in  1875,  leavin 
that  Society  in  1878  to  join  the  Head  Office  staff

Laingr,  Claud  George,  FLA.,  the  Manager 

and  Secretary  of  the  Marine  and  General  Mutual 
Liife  Assurance  Society  of  London,  was  bom  in 
Fifeshire,  in  the  year  1834. 

After  receiving  a  sound  commercial  and  business 
education  he  entered  the  Insurance  world  in  1856, 
and  made  his  first  entry  into  Actuarial  circles  in 
1857,  when  he  joined  the  Institute  of  Actuaries, 
receiving  the  Fellowship  of  that  influential  incor- 
porated body  in  the  year  1860. 

His  knowledge  of  Life  Insurance  business  both 
theoretically  and  practically  has  been  gained  by 


actual  and  varied  experience,  and  he  early  made  a 
reputation  for  himself  both  for  practical  knowledge 
and  ability.  So  much  so,  that  in  the  year  1867, 
he  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Maiine  and  General  Mutual  Life  OflBLce  to  fill  the 
position  of  Actuary  to  that  Society,  and  thirteen:

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Lane,  J.  N,  is  the  GeQeral  Manager  of  the  Pala- 
tine Fire  Insurance  Company  at  Manchester,  into 
which  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Corporation  has 
recently  been  merged.     Mr.  Lane  has  all  through 
his  business  life  been  engaged  in  Insurance  work. 
He  was  born  in  1841,  and  when  only  eighteen 
years  old,  a  very  early  age  for  a  man  to  be  entrusted 
with  such  a  responsible  post,    was  appointed  as 
Chief  Clerk  and  Surveyor  to  the  Royal  Insurance 
Company  at  their  Branch  at  Bristol,  having  previ-

tionary period  in  the

the  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance   Corporation 
at   Manchester,   Mr.

pointed  him   out   to 
the     Directors       of 

that  Corporation  for  selection  as  his  successor 
in  that  post.  The  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Cor- 
poration had  been  founded  in  1 870  strictly  as  a 
Mutual  Society,  with  a  large  guaranteed  fund,  and 
owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  which  it 
was  promoted  to  serve,  it  had  speedily  secured  an 
important  footing  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  so 
that  Mr.  Lane  undertook  no  sinecure  when  he 
entered  upon  its  management ;  but  so  competent 
has     he     proved     himself    that    the    record    of 


the  Corporation,  handed  over  to  him  as  one 
of  almost  unbroken  prosperity,  has  in  no  way  been 
depreciated  while  under  his  charge.  Mr.  Lane's 
success  as  a  Manager  may  indeed  be  said  truly  to 
have  been  most  remarkable,  and  by  the  unflagging 
energy  and  exceptional  ability  with  which  he 
has  still  further  developed  the  business  of  the 
Corporation  from  what  he  found  it  to  its  present 
condition  of  magnitude  and  solidity,  he  has  not 
only  earned  the  lasting  gratitude  of  his  employers, 

but  has  also  the  grati- 
fication of  feeling 
that  he  has  acquired 
for  himself  a  repu- 
tation surpassed  by 
very  few  of  the  liv- 
ing members  of  the 
Insurance  profession. 
The  Corporation,  it 
is  true,  had  done 
well  on  the  lines  on

tically dated  from 
his  appointment;  and 
as  he  is  still  in  the 
prime  of  life  it  would 
hardly  be  safe  here 
to  predict  the  po- 
sition which  the  office 
may  attain  to  in  the 
course  of  the  next 
ten  years.  From  the 
Mutual  sprang  two 
off'-shoots,  the  Un- 
ited Fire  Re-insur- 
ance Company  in  the 
year  1877,  and  the 
Palatine  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  in 
Lank.  1886,   both   founded 

for  the  purpose  of 
re-insuring  the  sur- 
pluses of  the  Mutual.  Eventually,  as  stated 
above,  the  business  of  the  Mutual  Fire  was 
merged  into  that  of  the  Palatine,  and  as  the 
Dnited  obtained  powers  to  issue  fresh  policies, 
Mr.  Lane  now  acts  as  General  Manager  for  the 
last  of  these  Companies,  which  conduct  their 
fire  operations  in  partnership.  In  1881,  Mr. 
Ijane  assist^  in  the  formation  of  the  Mutual 
Accident  Association,  wnich  has  now  become  the 
Accident  Department  of  the  Palatine.

Lancaster,  William  John,  F.I.A.,  the  Secre 

tary  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  of 
Holborn  Bars,  London,  W.C.,  was  born  in  the 
old-fashioned  town  of  Lynn,  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  in  the  year  1841.  For  over  thirty-three 
years  Mr.  Lancaster  has  been  in  the  service  of 
the  office  in  which  he  now  holds  so  high  and 
distinguished  a  position ;  in  fact,  the  whole  of  his 
business  life  has  been  spent  there. 

In  1858  he  first  joined  the  staff,  and  had 
worked  his  way  assiduously  through  various 
departments,  gaining  the  increased  confidence  of 
his  superiors  after  every  promotion,  when  Mr. 
Harben  retired  from  the  position  of  Secretary  to 
the  Company  in  1873.      To  succeed  Mr.  Harben 


in  that  capacity  was  a  task  from  which  any  man 
might  well  shrink,  but  Mr.  Lancaster  accepted  the 
post  and  all  its  responsibilities ;  and,  in  the  opinion 
of  all  best  capable  of  judging,  has  acquitted  him- 
self in  a  very  brilliant  manner. 

During  the  period  that  he  has  held  his  present 
office  the  growth  of  the  Prudential  has  been  of  a 
most  phenomenal  character,  as  all  the  world  of 
Insurance  knows,  and  its  limit  is  apparently  by 
no  means  yet  reached.  To  this  result  Mr. 
lAncastor  has  contributed  in  no  small  measure, 
and  enjoying  the  full  confidence  of  his  confreres 
and  also  of  every  one  of  his  subordinates  as  he 
does,  each  year  should  see  substantial  additions  to 
a  record  already  so  high.

LaWriOi  David,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Fire  Insurance  Association  Limited,  of  London, 
has  had  a  wide  and  varied  experience  in  the 
Insurance  profession.  In  1 860  he  commenced  his 
career  in  a  Branch  Office  in  Gl'isgow — his  native 
city.  In  January,  1866,  when  the  Scottish 
Imperial  Insurance  Company  was  started  he 
joined  its  forces  and  six  years  later  (namely,  in 
1872,)  he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Secretary 
of  the  Company.  This  appointment  he  held 
with  credit  and  success  until  the  amalgamation  of 
that  office  with  the  Alliance  in  February,  1883. 
On  the  completion  of  that  arrangement  Mr. 
Lawrie  was  removed  to  Edinburgh,  as  Manager  of 
the  Insurance  Company  of  Scotland.  This  office 
had  also  been  absorbed  by  the  Alliance  many 
years  previous  to  this  date  but  it  still  continued 
to  do  and  carry  on  business  under  its  own  style 
and  title.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1 887,  the 
Directors  of  the  Alliance  finally  decided  to  open 
a  Bi-anch  in  the  United  States,  and  Mr.  Lawrie 


was  sent  by  them  to  America  to  make  all  the 
necessary  arrangements,  with  the  idea  that  he 
should  remain  there  in  charge  and  supervise  the 
business.  However,  the  Board  did  not  consider 
the  prospects  of  the  business  to  be  done  as  being 
sufficiently  promising  or  encouraging  after  the 
receipt  of  further  reports,  and  the  idea  fell  through 
for  a  time.  Mr.  lawrie,  however,  remained  for 
some  months  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
spending  the  time  in  travelling  from  centre  to 
centre  studying  the  methods  and  systems  of 
American  underwriting,  and  the  knowledge  thus 
gained  has  been  of  great  value  to  him.  On  his 
return  to  England,  the  Board  of  Management 
of  the  Fire  Insurance  Association  offered  him  his 
present  appointment,  which  he  accepted,  and 
commenced  his  duties  on  July  Ist,  1887.  What 
the  Company  was  then  is  only  too  well  remembered 
in  the  Insurance  World  ;  what  it  is  now  is 
equally  well-known,  and  to  Mr.  Lawrie  must  be 
given  the  credit  for  this  result. 
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Lewis,    Robert,    the    Chief     Secretary    and 
Manager   of  the  Alliance   Ajssurance   Company, 
was  bom  in  Denbighshire  in  the  year  1835.     His 
father    was    a    small    farmer    in    that    county. 
His  first  connection  with   Insurance  was  made  at 
the  age  of  eighteen,  when  he  entered  the  Office 
of  the  Provincial 
Insurance      Com- 
pany at  its  Head 
Office    at    Wrex- 
ham.    This  Com- 
pany    had     then 
only  been   estab- 
lished  two  years. 
In  1862,    he  was 
appointed  by  the 
Alliance      Assur- 
ance Company  to 
the    position     of 
Inspector      of 
Agents.    While 
holding  this  office 
he  negotiated  the 
transfer     of     the 
business     of     the 
Sheffield  and  Bir- 
mingham District 
Fire     Offices     to 
the  Alliance,  and 
afterwards  also 
the  Fire  business 
of  his  old  Office— 
the  Provincial. 
From  these  trans- 
actions    it     will 
be  seen   that   he 
had    thus     early 
gained    the    con- 
fidence   of    his 

Directors,  and  this  was  no  doubt  further 
strengthened  by  the  manner  in  which  he  estab- 
lished the  important  branches  of  his  Company  in 
Liverpool  and  Manchester.  After  founding  these 
he  acted  as  Manager  of  them  until  June,  1866.

A  success- 
ful Manager  needs  g(X>d  general  knowledge,  con- 
centration of  thoughts  over  details,  and  deter- 
mination to  go  through  well-nigh  endless 
drudgery."

Leys,  Maclftren,  the  Secretary  of  the  Scottish 
Temperance  Life  Assurance  Company,  Limited, 
dates  the  commencement  of  his  Insurance  ex- 
perience at  the  same  period  as  the  formation  of  this 
Company.  He  began  as  an  Agent,  in  which  capa- 
city, however,  he  acted  for  only  a  few  months,  at 
the  end  of  which  he  was  offered  an  appointment  as 
Inspector  of  Agents.  This  he  accepted,  to  be  shortly 
again  promoted  to  the  position  of  Chief  Inspector, 
in  the  fulfilment  of  the  duties  of  which  post  he 
effected  excellent  service  to  his  Company.

Low,  Georgre  Hacritchie,  F.R.S.E.,  F.F.A., 

is  the  Manager  of  the  Edinburgh  Life  Assurance 
Company,  which  position  he  has  held  since  1883, 
previous  to  which  he  occupied  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary. Mr.  Low  began  his  Insurance  career  by 
entering, in  1863, the  Edinburgh  Officeof  the  English 
and  Scottish  Law  Life  Assurance  Association.  In 
1875  he  entered  the  Head  Office  of  the  Edinburgh 
Life  as  Assistant  Actuary,  and  became  Actuary 
and  Secretary,  and  latterly  Manager. 


He  is  a  Fellow  and  Member  of  Council  of  the 
Faculty  of  Actuaries,  and  was  Honorary  President 
of  the  Actuarial  Society  of  Edinburgh  in  the  session 
1883-4.  He  is  the  Author  of  the  article  on 
Insurance  (1  ife)  in  the  latest  edition  of  the 
Encyclopiedia  Britannica.  He  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  (F.R.S.E.),  and  a 
Member  of  the  Royal  Company  of  Archers 
(Queen's  Bodyguard  for  Scotland). 
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Lusk,  Sir  Andrew,  Bart,  Chairman  of  the 

Board    of  Directors    of  the    General    Insurance 
Company,  and  also  of  the  Imperial  Bank,  is  an 
example  of  what  indomitable    energy,  combined 
with   integrity  and    business  skill,    can   achieve. 
Without  any    advantage    in    the   way   of   birth, 
fortune,  or   education,   he    raised    himself  to  the 
highest  position   in  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of    London,     and 
holds  a  yet  higher 
position     in     the 
goodwill    and   es- 
teem of  his  fellow- 
citizens.        His 
father  was  a  small 
farmer      in      the 
County    of     Ayr- 
shire,      Scotland, 
where  he  was  born 
in  1811.    His  f am- 
ily     is     able      to 
trace  their  descent 
back  to  the  time 
of   the  Covenant- 
ers,    when    their 
ancestor  was    one 
of  the  most   pro- 
minent   members 
of  that  body,  and 
a    sufferer  at  the 
hands  of  the  great 
Claverhouse.    The 
days   of   his  boy- 
hood were  princ- 
ipally spent  at  the 
plough,     but     he 
eventually    found 
employment   in 
Greenock,    and 
while     there     set 
himself  diligently 
to    work    to    im- 
prove   his  educa- 
tion,    with     so 
much  success  that 
he  in  a  few  years 
decided   to    enter 
the  field  of  liter- 
ature,   for    which  Sir  Andrew 
he  found  he  had 
a  natural  inclina- 
tion and  bent.  But 

as  so  many  have  done  before  and  since,  he  found  the 
field  a  very  rocky  one  to  cultivate  and  success  very 
hard  to  obtain,  and  after  a  fair  trial  he  resolved 
to  devote  his  energies  to  commerce  instead. 
Consequently,  we  find  him  next  removed  to  the 
great  city  with  the  municipal  life  of  which  his 
later  years  have  been  so  intimately  connected,  and 
establishing  himself  as   a  dealer  in  ships'  stores 


and  ship  wares  in  Fenchurch  Street.  In  1848 
he  married  Miss  Eliza  Potter,  of  Grahamstown, 
Falkirk.  His  business  flourished  and  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  seven  years  later  (in 
1855)  he  made  his  first  entry  into  Municipal 
life,  being  in  that  year  chosen  by  his  fellow- 
citizens  of  the  ward  of  Aldgate,  in  which  his 
business  was  situated,  to  represent  them  on  the 

Common  Council. 
Here    he    contin- 
ued to   make   his 
mark,  and  in  1861 
he  served  the  hon- 
ourable   office    of 
Sherifl*,     and     in 
1863     he     was 
chosen   as   Alder- 
man.     Here,     in 
the  same  way,  his 
energy   and  abili- 
ties  combined   to 
yet    increase    his 
influence  and  po- 
sition and  to  gain 
him  still  more  of 
the  confidence  of 
those  among  whom 
his  life  was  spent, 
so  much   so   that 
in    1865,  the  Bor- 
ough of  Finsbury 
sent    him   as    its 
Representative  in 
the    Councils     of 
the  Nation  at  the 
House     of     Com- 
mons.    His  career 
here  was  marked 
with   the   persist- 
ence and    ability 
with  which  he  de- 
fended and  upheld 
the  rights  of  the 
Ancient     Corpor- 
ation with  which 
he  was  so  closely 
connected.    Eight 
years   later   he 
Lusk,  Bart,  reached  the  sum- 

mit of  the  Lon- 
don citizen's  am- 
bition and  became 
Ix)rd  Mayor,  receiving  in  the  same  year  the 
distinguished  honour  of  a  Baronetcy.  The 
text  selected  by  the  clergyman  who  preached 
before  the  Common  Council  and  Corporation  on 
the  occasion  of  his  election  as  Lord  Mayor 
was  singularly  appropriate  to  the  career  of  this 
worthy  citizen,  being — "  Seest  thou  a  man  diligent 
in  his  business,  he  shall  stand  before  kings.''

Loekhart,  W.  Castleton,  the  present  Under- 
i^riter  of  The  Straits  Insurance  Company  Limited, 
commenced  his  business  career  in  the  office  of  a 
Ship  and  Insurance  broker  which  he  left  to  join 
the  staff  of  the  Consolidated  Marine,  in  which 
office  he  remained  for  over  five  years,  gaining 
fundamental  knowledge  of  Insurance  matters, 
Policies  and  Clauses. 

Backed  up  by  the  excellent  recommendations 
of  the  Underwriter  of  the  Consolidated  Marine,  he 
obtained  the  position  of  **  Deputy  '*  to  the  Straits 
Company  in  June,  1884,  immediately  after  the 
Company  started  in  London.

Life  before  Mr.  David  ^laclagan,  and  he  is  nephew 
of  Mr.  Finlay,  of  the  Scottish  Equitable.  Prior 
to  his  appointment  to  his  present  post  with  the 
North  British  and  Mercantile,  Mr.  Philip  Maclagan 
acted  as  Manager  in  Edinburgh  to  the  Insurance 
Company  of  Scotland  (The  Alliance),  and  before 
that  as  Assistant  Secretary  in  the  Head  Office  of 
the  Edinburgh  Life.

Maelean,  J.  Grant,  Stock  and  Share  Broker, 
Stirling,  who,  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
has  carried  on  business  at  bis  present  address 
in  conjunction  with  his  step-son,  Mr.  Hugh 
Henderson,  has  certainly  been  the  medium  of 
bringing  before  the  public  the  real  merit  of  well- 
selected  Insurance  Companies'  shares  as  sound 
investments  in  a  way  not  previously  thought  of.

Besides,  a  long 
experience  and  care  in  dealing  in  all  parts  of  the 
Kingdom  have  enabled  him  to  form  a  connection 
of  many  thousands  among  the  leading  investors 
and  dealers  in  these  securities,  which  is  of  great 
service  to  his  clients  and  correspondents.  The 
tables  of  highest  and  lowest  prices  for  each  month, 
prepared  by  Mr.  Henderson,  are  well  known  to 
the  readers  of  the  IncUx  and  the  other  Insurance 
papers,  besides  the  weekly  reports  and  special 
reports  of  prices  which  appear  in  the  Insurance 
Press  generally.  Another  very  interesting  publica- 
tion is  the  highest  and  lowest  prices  of  Insurance 
Companies'  shares  for  each  year,  a  work  that 
involves  constant  watching  of  the  markets  and 
other  special  sources  of  information  wiih  great 
care     in    preparation    to   ensure    accuracy    and 


iUthough  Mr.  Maclean  transacts  all  kinds  of 
stock  broking  business,  it  will  be  evident  from  our 
remarks  that  it  is  more  to  investors,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  mere  speculators  or  operators,  that 
he  introduces  these  Insurance  Companies'  shares 
and  endeavours  to  keep  them  posted  with  all  the 
latest  movements.

Manly,  Henry  William,  F.I.A.,  the  Actuary 

and  Chief  Officer  of  the  Mutual  Life  Assurance 
Society  of  London,  was  born  in  London  in  the 
year  1843. 

After  receiving  a  private  education,  he  com- 
menced his  Insurance  career  in  the  London  Office 
of  the  Standard  life.  His  first  connection  with 
the  Actuarial  world  was  made  when  he  joined  the 
Institute  of  Actuaries  in  1853,  and  after  success- 
fully passing  the  various  examinations  was  elected 
to  the  full  Fellowship  of   the  Institute  in  1861. 


lie  has  held  several  very  high  appointments  in 
the  Life  Insurance  world  of  London,  and  has 
always  held  a  very  prominent  position  in  the 
Actuarial  circles  of  the  Metropolis.  Of  the  Insti- 
tute he  has  filled  the  offices  of  Vice-President 
and  member  of  the  Council ;  while  his  contribu- 
tions to  the  literature  of  his  profession  have  been 
numerous  and  valuable ;  both  to  the  Journal  and 
Transactions  he  has  sent  several  papers  that 
rank  as  standard  authorities  still  on  the  subjects 
of  which  they  treat.

Manilt  Henry,  the  present  Secretary  of  the 
Commercial  Union  Fire  and  Life  Assurance 
Company  of  London,  has  been  employed  on  the 
staff  of  that  Corporation  for  the  whole  period  since

Mann,  Thomas  W.,  is  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hartlepools  Steamship  Mutual  Insurance  Associa- 
tion. Mr.  Mann  is  a  native  of  Hull,  where  he 
was  born  in  the  year  1854,  and  received  his 
education  at  North  Shields,  at  which  original  home 
of  the  Ship  Clubs  it  is  not  surprising  that  he 
early  imbibed  a  taste  for  Marine  Insurance  and 
heard  the  question  of  Mutual  Protection  fre- 
quently discussed.  He  entered  the  office  of  Mr. 
G.  J.  H.  Hogg  in  1876,  where  he  remained  for 
twelve  years,  at  the  end  of  which  period  (in  1889;

The  Associa- 
tion is  mainly  composed  of  the  best  Hartlepool 
steamers,  though  it  is  open  to  all  100  Al  or 
Al*l  Welldeck  Steamers,  having  been  founded 
to  prove  the  erroneousness  of  the  supposition  that 
that  type  of  steamer  is  unsafe ;  and  Mr.  Mann, 
through  his  ability,  energy  and  popularity,  has 
done  much  since  his  appointment  to  increase  both 
the  magnitude  and  prosperity  of  his  Club. 


Thomas  Septimus  Marks. 

Marks,  Thomas  Septimus,  the  present  Super- 
intendent of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  Liver- 
pool and  I  ondon  and  Globe  Insurance  Company 
at  its  London  Office,  was  born  in  London  in  the 
year  1831,  and  commenced  his  commercial  career  in 
his  sixteenth  year,  when  he  was  appointed  to  a 
clerkship  in  the  Customs  Department  of  the 
London  Dock  Company.  This  he  left  in  the 
following  year  to  enter  the  profession  of  his  life, 
joining  the  stafi  of  the  London  Assurance  Corpora- 
tion, and  remaining  in  their  service  until  after 
the  great  fire  at  Cotton's  Wharf  in  the  year  1861. 
He  was  at  that  time  appointed  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
Royal  Insurance  Company  at  its  London  Office, 
succeeding  Mr.  Whiting  in  the  post  which  he  had 
resigned  to  take  the  management  of  the  then 
newly-formed  Mercantile  Insurance  Company,  now 
the  North  British  and  Mercantile.  Seven  years 
later  (in  1 868)  he  was  promoted  by  the  Directors 
of  the  Royal  to  be  their  Assistant  Secretary  in 
London,  and  three  years  later  still,  early  in  167 1, 
he  resigned  this  post  to  accept  the  appointment  he 
at  pi*esent  holds.  Mr.  Marks  has  had  a  large 
family,  and  his  second  son  (Mr.  G.  H.  Marks)  is 
the  Manager  in  New  York  of  the  London  Assur- 
ance Corporation,  three  of  his  other  sons 
at  present  holding  various  junior  positions  in 
different  Insurance  Offices.

Hannering,  E.  H.,  holds  the  responsible 
position  of  Secretary  to  the  Sun  Fire  OflSce,  to 
which  he  was  appointed  in  the  year  1 882. 

Mr.  Manneriug's  career  in  Fire  Underwriting 
has  been  a  long  and  varied  one,  he  having  passed 
through  every  grade  of  the  business  and  acquired  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  working  of  every 
department,  gaining  thereby  an  experience  his 
business  capabilities  have  enabled  him  to  use  to  its 
fullest  value  and  extent  with  the  most  satisfactory 
results  to  his  Office. 

When  scarcely  sixteen  years  of  age  he  made  his 
start  in  the  Insurance  profession  in  the  Office  of  the 
General  Insurance  Company,  which  then  bore  the 
name  of  the  Protestant  Dissenters  and  General 
Insurance  Company.  He  only  remained  in  the 
service  of  tliis  office  for  two  years,  leaving  it  then 
on  being  appointed  to  a  Junior  Clerkship  in  the 
Office  of  the  Globe,  on  the  staff  of  which  Company 
he  remained  until  the  year  1858.

Four  years  previous  to  this,  Mr.  Mannering 

received  a  gratifying  proof  of  the  esteem  in  which 

he  is  held  by  the  leading  underwriters  of  the  City 

of   London^  being   on  the  death  of  Mr.  G.    W. 

Lovell,     in    the    year    1878,     elected     to     the 

Chairmanship  of  the  London  Salvage  Corps.

Hanneriiigr,  George  Willsher,  is  the  Assis- 
tant Secretary  of  the  London  and  Lancashire 
Life  Assurance  Company.  His  early  business 
career  was  connected  with  Banking,  first  in  the 
provinces  and  afterwards  in  London,  where  he 
gained  considerable  experience  in  financial 
matters.  In  1866,  when  he  was  twenty  two  years 
of  age,  he  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Assis- 
tant Accountant  in  the  London  Office  of  the 
I^ondon  and  Lancashire  Fire  Insurance  Company 
and  the  London  and  Lancashire  Life  Assurance 
Company,  and  a  few  years  afterwards  was  made 
Chief  Accountant.  In  1879  he  received  his  present 
appointment  of  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  London 
and  Lancashire  Life  Office,  and  has  since  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  afiBeiirs  of  the  Company. 


Marshall,  Thomas,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hearts  of  Oak  Benefit  Society  of  London,  was 
born  on  the  21st  of  August,  1830.  In  1859  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Secretaryship  of  the  Man- 
chester Mechanics'  Institution,  which  he  held 
until  July,  1865,  when  he  was  offered  and  accepted 
his  present  position.  At  that  time  the  Hearts  of 
Oak  Society  had  about  ten  thousand  members  and 
a  reserve  fund  of  about  thirty  thousand  pounds. 
Its  offices  then  were  on  a  very  small  scale,  and 
were  located  in  Greek  Street,  Soho.  Under  Mr. 
Marshall's  management  the  Society  soon  began  to 
grow  rapidly,  and  in  1875  it  was  compelled  to 
move  its  Head  Offices  to  much  larger  premises  in 
Charlotte  Street,  Fitzroy  Square,  and  these  again 
had  to  be  much  enlarged  in  1889,  at  which  date 
the  Society  numbered  over  one  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand  members  with  a  Reserve  Fund  of  nearly 
a  million  and  a-quarter  sterling. 
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Martin,  Martin  Luther,  J.P.,  the  Manager 

and  Founder  of  the  Scottish   Accident  Insurance 
Company  of  Edinburgh,  was  born  in  the  month 
of  November,   1848,    at    Strathmiglo,    Fifeshire, 
N.B.      After    receiving   a   thorough   commercial 
education,  he  commenced  his  business  career  in 
the  Branch  Office  of  the  Union  Bank  of  Scotland 
at    the     town     of 
Auchtermuchty   in 
186  2.      The     in- 
tricacies of    bank- 
ing doubtless  prov- 
ed    a    very    valu- 
able expeiience  to 
the    future   Insur- 
anceManager, 
both  i9i^   to    know- 
ledge    of    finance, 
associations    made, 
accountancy,  &c. 

With  the  Bank 
he  remained  until 
1870,  when  he  re- 
signed his  position 
with  it  to  enter 
the  Insurance 
World.  In  that 
year,  which  wit 
nessed  the  outbreak 
of  the  great  war 
between  Germany 
and  France,  he 
joined  the  staff  of 
the  Reliance  Life 
Insurance  Com- 
pany of  King  Will- 
iam Street,  London, 
at  its  Glasgow 
Branch  Office.  He 
did  not  hold  this 
position  long,  re- 
signing it  in    the 

same  year  to  take  up  a  higher  appointment  in 
the  service  of  the  Life  Association  of  Scotland 
With  this  Corporation  he  remained  for  over  two 
years,  leaving  it  in  the  year  1873,  on  being 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Resident  Secretary 
for  Newcastle-on-Tyne  and  District  of  the 
Scottish  Commercial  Insurance  Company. 


Martin    L.  Ma  nix,  J.  P. 


All  these  years  he  was  developing  his  powers 
of  organisation  and  concentration,  and  gaining 
experience  in  each,  and  these  finally  cuhninated, 
in  1876,  in  the  establishment  of  the  Scottish 
Accident  Insurance  Company  (Limited),  an  offioe 
which  from  the  first  held  a  most  prominent,  if 
not  the  leading,  position  among  Accident  Insurance 

Corporations  of  its 
country. 

Mr.  Martin  has 
been  largely  in- 
strumental in  put- 
ting into  practical 
working  order  very 
many  reforms  in 
Accident  Insur- 
ance^ not  only 
in  new  ideas,  but 
also  in  ameliora- 
tion of  restrictions, 
conditions,  and 
again  in  facilities 
to  agents  to  secure 
business,  the  fruit 
of  all  of  which 
is  shown  by  the  last 
published  figures  of 
the  Office.  Many, 
if  not  all,  of  the 
features  he  has 
initiated  have  be- 
come very  popular, 
and  if  imitation 
is  the  sincerest 
form  of  flattery,  as 
an  old  adage  de- 
clares it  is,  then 
Mr.  Martin  should 
be  a  very  proud 
man,  for  they 
have  all  been 
very  extensively 
copied. 

In  1 886  Mr.  Martin  [was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Edinburgh  Exhibi- 
tion, and  this  distinction  should  go  far  to  show 
the  esteem  in  which  his  ability  and  energy  are 
held  by  his  fellow-citizens  of  [the  historical  City 
of  Edinburgh. 
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Martin,  T.  Jacques,  F.I.A.,  F.S.S.,  is  the 

Managing  Director  of  the  Colonial  Mutual  Life 
Assurance  Society,  Limited,  of  which  office  he  was 
practically  the  founder,  and  of  which  he  has  been 
the  guiding  spirit  for  many  years. 

He  was  born  in  Liverpool,  England,  and  his 
early  boyhood  was  spent  on  the  banks  of  the 
Mersey,  but  in  his  youth  his  parents  emigrated  to 
the  Antipodes. 

His  natural 
bent  towards  In- 
surance  soon 
showed  itself,  and 
at  a  comparative- 
ly early  age  he 
began  his  career 
in  the  profession 
in  which  he  is 
such  a  prominent 
figure.  His  first 
connection  with 
it  was  made  when 
he  entered  the 
Head  Australian 
Branch  Office  of 
the  Northern  of 
Aberdeen  at  Mel- 
bourne. He  re- 
mained here  some 
time,  resigning 
then  to  join  the 
staff  of  a  local 
office,  the  Aus- 
tralasian Fire 
and  Life  Insur- 
ance Company. 

In  the  year 
1869  he  started 
out  to  commence 
business  on  his 
own  account. 
He  still  retained 
a  connection, 
however,  with 
the  Australasian 
Company,  which 
had  just  then 
made!a  departure 
by  adding  a  Mar- 
ine Insurance  De- 
partmentyto  the 
other  branches 
of  business  it  still 

carried  on,  Mr.  Martin  styled  his  firm  "  T.  Jacques 
Martin  and  Co.,''  and  under  this  trade  name  both  at 
Melbourne  and  at  Ballarat  a  very  prosperous  bus- 
iness was  carried  on  for  many  years.  Five  or  six  years 
ago  the  firm  was  so  prosperous  that  it  was  formed  into 
a  Limited  Liability  Corporation  under  the  same 
name  and  title,  with  chief  offices  in  the  four  great 
Australian  centres  of  trade — Melbourne,  Sydney, 


Adelaide,  and  Brisbane.  Mr.  Martin  retains  a 
very  large  interest  in  the  Company,  and  holds 
the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  year  1874  saw  the  crowning  work  of  Mr.  Mar- 
tin's life,  the  formation,  foundation,  and  organis- 
ation of  the  Colonial  Mutual  Life  Office,  a  Company 
whose  record  for  progress  is  unexampled  in  the  his- 
tory of  Life  As- 
surance. 

Mr.  Martin  is 
a  man  of  untir- 
ing energy,  and 
he  has  personally 
supervised  the  es 
tablishment,  ex- 
tension, and  or- 
ganisation of  the 
business  through- 
out the  whole  of 
the  Australian 
Colonies,  New 
Zealand,  Cape 
Colony,  and  Nat- 
al. It  was  also  at 
his  initiation  the 
British  Depart- 
ment which  has 
grown  to  be  so 
important  a 
Branch  was  star- 
ted. The  nucleus 
of  the  idea  was 
first  seen  when 
Messrs.  Dalgety 
and  Co.  were 
authorised  to  col- 
lect and  receive 
premiumsinEng- 
land,andinl881, 
when  Mr.  Martin 
visited  England, 
belaid  the  found- 
ation for  the 
work  he  complet- 
ed in  1 886,  when 
the  Branch  for 
Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  was 
opened  in  the 
Company's  own 
building  in  the 
Poultry,  London. 
Mr  Martin  combines  a  thorough  practical 
business  capacity  with  a  complete  knowledge  of 
the  technique  of  his  profession.  He  is  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Colonial  Mutual  Fire  and  Marine 
Insurance  Company,  which  he  also  founded,  and  is 
the  Consul  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Portugal 
for  a  number  of  the  Australian  Colonies,  and  also 
holds  several  other  important  local  offices. 


T.  Jacques  Martin,  F.I.A.,  F.S.S. 
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W.  D.   ^Iassy. 


Massy,  William  DlUon,  the  Joint  Secretary 
of  the  Railway  Passengers'  Assurance  Company 
of  London,  was  bom  in  the  ancient  and  historic 
City  of  Bath  in  the  year  1837,  and  is  the  only 
surviving  son  of  the  late  Hugh  Massy,  a  very  well- 
known  surgeon  of  that  city. 

He  was  educated  at  Christ's  Hospital,  London 
(the  school  that  has  turned  out  so  many  good  men 
in  commerce  and  finance),  and  after  leaving  this 
spent  some  two  years  in  Egypt.  Returning  to 
England  he  commenced  his  Insurance  career  in 
the  service  of  the  Railway  Passengers'  Assurance 
Company. 


This  was  in  the  year  1 860,  and  it  was  in  the 
*' Claim  Department,"  with  which  he  has  since 
been  almost  exclusively  identified.  He  rapidly 
mastered  all  the  details  connected  therewith,  so 
quickly,  indeed,  that  he  was  very  soon  promoted  to 
the  head-  of  it ;  and  since  the  first  day  he  took 
charge  of  it  very  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  claims  have  passed  through  his  hands. 
This  would  go  far  to  show  that  his  experience  in 
this  respect  has  been  a  wide  one,  if  not  unique, 
and  the  importance  of  a  gentleman  with  such  an 
experience  to  an  Accident  Insurance  Company 
needs  no  expounding.

McBrldO)  J.  Corbet,  the  Manager  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Globe  Accident  Insurance  Company 
at  Manchester,  was  born  in  1861,  and  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  migrated  to  London,  where  he  remained 
for  four  years,  three  of  which  were  spent  in  the 
service  of  the  Standard  Life  Assurance  Company, 
and  the  rest  of  the  time  in  a  Stockbroker's  office.

HcCulloCh,  W.  McGavin,  Local  Manager  of 
the  Glasgow  Branch  of  the  Union  Assurance 
Society,  has  held  this  post  now  for  nearly  twenty 
years,  during  which  period  he  has  built  up  a  suc- 
cessful business  for  the  Society.  Mr.  McCulloch 
deservedly  stands  high  in  the  regard  and  esteem 
of  his  fellow-citizens,  both  within  and  without  the 
Insurance  circle ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  his 
success  in  business  is  to  be  attributed  equally  to 
his  geniality  and  private  worth  on  the  one  hand, 
and  his  ability  and  tact  on  the  other.  Like  many 
others,  he  was  unfortunately  involved  in  the 
disastrous  failure  of  the  City  of  Glasgow  Bank,  as 
trustee  for  one  of  its  shareholders.  Heavy  as  the 
blow  was,  however,  it  failed  to  undermine  the 
indomitable  courage  and  perseverance  of  Mr. 
McCulloch,  who  struggled  bravely  through  the 
difficulties  with  which  he  found  himself  sur- 
rounded, meeting  with  warm  sympathy  and  assis- 
tance from  his  friends.  He  has  well  earned  the 
success  which  has  since  attended  his  efforts,  and 
which  has,  besides  in  a  great  measure  compensating 
him  for  his  own  severe  losses,  firmly  established  at 
the  same  time  the  business  of  the  Society  with 
which  he  Ls  associated.  Mr.  McCulloch  is  also 
connected witl\  the  Caledonian  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company,  Limited,  a  well-known  local  institu- 
tion of  eminence,  established  under  his  auspices 
and  those  of  other  well-known  local  gentlemen  in 
1871. 
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J.  M.  McCaxdlish,   F.R.S.,  F.F.A. 


HcCandlish,  John  HacGregor,  F.R.S.,  J.P., 

F.F.Am  late  Actuary  and  General  Mana^^er  of  the 
Scottish  Union  and  National  Insurance  Company, 
was  bom  in  Edinburgh,  in  1821,  where  his  father 
was  Receiver-General  of  Taxes  for  Scotland. 
He  received  his  education  at  the  University  of 
his  native  City,  and  succeeded  in  gaining  the  prize 
for  Civil  ]jaw.  At  this  period  of  his  life  he 
evidently  had  the  intention  of  adopting  Law  for 
the  business  of  his  life,  for  in  1845  he  became  a 
Writer  to  the  Signet,  but  in  1846  he  abandoned  the 
legal  profession  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the 
Scottish  National  Insurance  Company,  and  in 
1853  he  succeeded  to  its  management.  From 
then  to  the  year  1877, his  whole  energy  was  devoted 
to  the  development  and  success  of  that  Office. 
In  that  year  (1877)  he  became  also  the  ^fanager 
of  the  Scottish  Union  Insurance  Company,  in  view 
of  an  amalgamation  between  the  two  Offices,  and 
in  the  following  year,  when  the  amalgamation  was 
completed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  he  was  appointed 
General  Manager  and    Actuary   of  the  combined 


Corporations  He  resigned  that  appointment  in 
1890,  and  retired  from  active  business,  after  a 
service  of  more  than  forty -four  years.  For  many 
years  he  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Scottish  Fire  Offices,  and  from  1883  to  1886 
was  Chairman  of  the  Associated  Scottish  Life 
Offices.  He  w«as  one  of  the  original  Fellows  of 
the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  but  i-esigned  his  con- 
nection with  that  body  on  the  formation  of 
the  Faculty  of  Actuaries  in  Scotland,  of  which  he 
was  the  first  Honorary  Secretary ;  he  was  after- 
wards its  first  Chairman,  and  when  that  body 
resolved  to  have  a  President  he  was  unanimously 
elected  to  that  office,  and  twice  had  the  honour 
of  being  re-elected  to  that  position. 

To  Insurance  Literature  Mr.  MoCandlish  has 
made  many  valuable  contributions,  among 
them  being  the  article  on  Fire  Insurance  in  the 
last  edition  of  the  "Encyclopaedia  Britannica," 
and  also  "  The  Economic  Condition  of  Insurance," 
which  was  an  address  delivered  to  the  Insurance 
and  Actuarial  Society  of  Glasgow,  in  1887.

HcLaPeil)  John  H. ,  is  the  General  Manager  of 
the  Royal  Insurance  Company.  Mr.  ^FcLaren 
began  his  Insurance  career  in  the  Head  Office  of 
the  Scottish  Union  at  Edinburgh,  from  which  office 
he  removed  to  Manchester  to  take  up  the  appoint- 
ment which  had  been  offered  him  of  Fire  Superin- 
tendent to  the  Lancashire  Insurance  Company 
when  that  Company  was  first  established  in  1852. 
He  was  next  promoted  to  the  more  important  post 
of  Secretary  to  the  London  Branch  of  the  same 
Company,  but  not  very  long  afterwards  the 
business  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company  had 
increased  to  such  an  extent  that  Mr.  Percy  Dove, 
the  then  General  Manager,  found  it  necessary  to 
secure  the  services  of  an  experienced  and  reliable 


lieutenant,  and  Mr.  McLaren  was  accordingly 
selected  to  be  his  Assistant-Secretary,  resigning 
his  appointment  with  the  Lancashire  for  that  pur- 
pose. From  Assistant-Secretary  he  was  subse- 
quently promoted  to  be  Sub-Manager,  and  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  Dove,  in  1868,  Mr.  McLaren,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  succeeded  to  the  General  Man- 
agership, which  he  has  held  ever  since.  During 
the  period  for  which  he  has  acted  as  Chief  Officer 
the  progress  of  the  Royal  has  been  one  of 
uninterrupted  continuity,  the  result  almost  solely 
of  push  and  skill  on  the  part  of  himself,  an 
example  being  thus  also  set  to  those  under  his 
authority  in  the  Company,

HcCankie,  James,  is  Managing  Director  of 
the  Scottish  Live  Stock  Insurance  Company,  and 
District  Manager  for  the  Eist  of  Scotland  for  the 
Employers'  Insurance  Company  of  Great  Britain. 
Mr.  McCankie  is  well  known  in  Scotland  as  being 
specially  conversant  with  the  Insurance  of  all 
kinds  of  Live  Stock,  and  has  had  a  long  experi- 
ence in  this  and  all  kinds  of  Accident  Insurance 
Business,  having  been  formerly  Manager  of  the 
Edinburgh  Employers*  Liability  and  General 
Assurance  Company,  which  Company  he  did  his 
best  to  save  from  its  unfortunate  collapse  both  by 
personal  energy  and  advice,  only  resigning  when 
he  saw  that  other  and  more  unfortunate  counsels 
were  prevailing  in  its  ranks. 

He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Society 
and  a  Member  of  the  Scottish  Institute  of 
Accountants,  and  is  a  gentleman  universally 
esteemed  by  all  who  know  him,  both  inside  and 
outside  of  his  profession. 


HcDougrall,  Neil,  Managing  Director  of  the 
British  Steam  Users*  Insurance  Society,  Limited, 
Manchester,  was  eclucated  and  served  his  appren- 
ticeship as  a  mechanical  engineer  in  Yorkshire. 
He  then  entered  the  service  of  the  Admiralty  at 
Portsmouth  Dockyard,  and  was  shortly  after- 
wards promoted  to  the  Admiralty  Offices  at 
Whitehall.  He  gained  the  prize  of  the  Naval 
Professional  Association  for  the  best  essay  on 
"Simple  and  Compound  Engines  as  applied  to 
Ships  of  War.**  He  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Inspecting  Officer  at  the  Admiralty. 
This  position  he  resigned  in  1879  to  take  the

Hacfarlane,  D.,  Manager  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  the  Lancashire  Insurance  Company  at 
Manchester,  enjoys  the  proud  record  of  having 
spent  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  the  service 
of  one  Company,  that  for  which  he  at  present 
acta.  He  was  for  the  first  five  years  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  "Lancashire"  in  the  Head 
Office  of  the  Company,  whence  he  was  promoted 
to  the  Resident  Secretaryship  at  Leeds,  and  re- 
mained there  for  seventeen  years,  raising  his 
office  to  the  position  of  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful Branch  Offices  in  the  district.

Mills,  Daniel  Yamton,  A.L  A.,  is  the  Assistant 

Secretary  of  the  Scottish  Equitable  Life  Assurance 
Society  at  its  headquarters  at  St.  Andrew  Square, 
Edinburgh.  Mr.  Mills  was  appointed  to  his 
present  post  in  August,  1891,  having  immediately 
previous  to  that  engagement  held  the  position  of 
Branch  Manager  to  the  Clerical,  Medical,  and 
General  Life  Office  at  Manchester,  the  only 
Branch  of  that  office  out  of  London,  having  been 
appointed  in  1 888.  Before  that  he  was  Agency 
Manager  to  the  University  Life  Office,  and  before

Mitchell,  R.  Kennedy,  Manager  of  the  Lanca- 
shire and  Yorkshire  Accident  Insurance  Company, 
is  a  native  of  Glasgow,  where  he  was  born  in  1857. 
Having  received  his  education   in  Edinburgh,  he 
commenced   life  in  the  Royal  Bank  of  Scotland 
in  their  branch  at  Grant  on,  but  after  three  years' 
service,  banking  proving  uncongenial  to  his  tastes 
through  offering  neither  rapid  promotion  nor  any 
^reat  scope  to  his  ambition,  he  abandoned  that 
profession,  and   returned  to  Glasgow.     There  he 
entered  the   service   of   a  firm  of  dyers,  but  that 
engagement  was  terminated  in  three  years  by  the 
collapse  of  the  business  ;  and  it  was  then  that  Mr.

MonilaWS,  W.  M.,  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Scottish  Provident  Institution,  Edinburgh,  is  the 
youngest  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Monilaws,  of 
Peebles,  N.B.,  where  he  was  born  in  June,  1857. 
Mr.  Monilaws' Insurance  experience  has  been  gained 
almost  entirely  in  the  service  of  the  Scottish 
Widows'  Fund  Life  Assurance  Society,  he  having 
entered  it  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  in  1872,  at  the 
Branch  Office  at  Glasgow.  His  progress  .was  so 
rapid  that  only  four  years  later  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Dundee  Branch  in  the  capacity  of  Cashier, 
and  two  years  afterwards,  in  1878,  he  was  again 
transferred,  this  time  to  the  Head  Office  Actuarial 
Department.  His  abilities  in  this  Department 
won  the  confidence  of  his  superiors  to  such  an 
extent  that  during  the  illness  of  the  Resident 
Secretary  at  the  Newcastle  Branch  at  intervals  in 
1880  and  1881  he  was  selected  to  supply  his 
place.  He  was  then  moved  to  Leeds  in  1882, 
and,  after  acquiring  a  good  deal  of  Agency 
experience  there,  was  appointed  in  the  December 
of  that  year  Inspector  of  Agents  at  the  Society's 
Liverpool  Branch,  which  office  he  held  till  1885, 
when  he  returned  to  Leeds  to  take  up  a  similar 
appointment  to  that  which  he  had  held  at  Liver- 
pool.

Mr.  Miller  became  associated  with 
Club  Insurance  under  the  able  guidance  of  the 
late  Mr.  Joseph  Carr,  who  died  in  1865,  when  Mr.

and  including 
the  Freight  and 
Protecting  Clubs, 
of  which  Mr. 
Miller  was  also 
Manager,  the 
aggregate  c  a  p  i  - 
tals  amounted  to 
a  b  ou  t  thirteen 
millions,  and  al- 
though  several 
Itichmonds  came 
into  the  field  the 
parent  club  held 
its  position  and 
always  continued 
a  Samson.  As 
time  advanced 
Mr.  Miller 
thought  a  change 
would  be  of  ad- 
vantage to  him- 
self, more  par- 
ticularly in  the 
matter  of  health,

a  secretarvship  of  twenty  years,  and  to  express  their 
sense  of  tne  regret  they  feel  at  the  withdrawal  of  bia 
great  and  varira  expenence  and  sound  judfi^ment  from 
toeir  deliberations ;  at  the  same  time  they  heartily  and 
cordially  wish  him  success  in  his  new  and  wider  sphere 
of  labour  in  the  metropolis,  and  hop>e  that  the  change 
may  be  beneficial  to  hun  in  health,  in  business,  and  in 
every  other  department  of  his  public  and  private  life." 

Mr.  Miller  since  he  came  to  London 
has  been  and  is  now  Joint  Manager  of 
the  United  Kingdom  Mutual  Steam  Ship 
Assurance      Association      Limited,      which,     at 

the  time  he 
joined  in  the 
management, 
was  composed  of 
three  classes,  viz., 
•*  Insurance  on 
Hulls  of  Steam- 
ers," "Insurance 
on  Freight,"  and 
"  Protecting,"  to 
which  has  been 
added  *^  Indem- 
nity." The  use- 
fulness of  the  two 
latter  clubs  has 
been  demonstra- 
ted frequently  in 
resisting  spu  rious 
and  improper 
claims  of  shippers 
and  receivers  of 
cargoes.  In  fact, 
without  the  aid 
of  Protecting  and 
Indemnity  Asso- 
ciations no  indi- 
vidual shipowner 
could  safely  carry 
on  his  business, 
as  it  is  only  by 
co-operation  that 
abuses  such  as  so 
frequently  occur 
can  be  remedied. 
Mr.  Miller  is 
well  known  in 
Marine  Insur- 
ance and  shipping 
circles.   He  is  at 


and  having  the  offer  of  Joint  Management 
of  the  United  Kingdom  Clubs,  he  determined  to 
accept  the  appointment  offered  to  him ;  and  in 
January,  1886,  he  left  Newcastle  for  London. 
Before  severing  himself  from  his  old  office  a

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Miller,  F.  Norie,  Manager  of  the  General 
Accident  Assurance  Corporation  of  Perth,  com- 
menced his  career  in  the  Insurance  profession  in 
the  service  of  the  London  and  Lancashire  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  entering  the  London  Office 
of  that  Company.  Leaving  that  Office  in  March, 
1880,  he  transferred  his  services  to  the  Ocean 
Accident  Com- 
pany at  its  Head 
Office  also  in 
London.  When 
the  Employers' 
Liability  Assur- 
ance Corpora- 
tion was  estab- 
lished.

Milne,  C  Williamson,  the  General  Manager 
and  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Security  Company 
Limited,  was  born  in  the  year  1862.  His  first 
business  experience  was  gained  in  the  Office  of  the 
great  Transatlantic  Steamship  Companies  in  Glas- 
gow, but  soon  evincing  a  pencluint  for  a  more  active 
career  he  very  naturally  drifted  into  the  Insurance 
world.  His  first  appointment  was  that  of  Secretary 
for  Scotland  of  the  English  and  Scottish  Boiler 
Insurance  Company,  and  in  a  very  short  time, 
through  his  indefatigable  energy,  he  established  a 
record  over  the  achievements  of  his  more  expe- 
rienced predecessors  in  office.  Such  an  appoint- 
ment, however,  could  only  be  regarded  as  a 
stepping-stone  to  something  better,  and  accordingly 
in  1885  he  established,  under  the  auspices  of  a  very 
influential  and  representative  board,  the  Mercantile 
Accident  and  Guarantee  Insurance  Company,

Although 
the  idea  had  previously  been  canvassed  it  had  failed 
to  secure  any  support,  but  through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Milne  the  new  departure  has  made  rapid  strides, 
and  seems  destined  to  rank  as  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  useful  of  recent  applications  of  the 
principle  of  Insurance.  London  being  factfe pj-ificeps 
the  field  for  developing  Burglary  Insurance  with 
succesSjMr.  Milne,  towards  the  end  of  1889,  started 
The  Security  Company  there  with  Mr.  Howard 
Vincent,  the  well-known  M.P.,  as  Chairman, 
and  Sir  George  Hayter  Chubb  as  Deputy 
Chairman.  Mr.  Milne  has  a  considerable 
reputation  for  organising  capacity,  and  his  suavity 
of  manner  goes  a  long  way  in  the  manage- 
ment  of  the  large  army  of  representatives  he  has 
secured  for  his  Company  in  every  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom.

MoFant,   George   Christophep    Assistant 

Manager  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  Commercial 
Union  Assurance  Company  Limited,  has  had  a  wide 
and  varied  experience  of  the  Insurance  business. 
He  commenced  his  career  in  it  by  entering  the 
Head  Office  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company  in 
Liverpool  (in  1 867),  then  under  the  management 
of  the  late  Percy  M.  Dove.  Here  he  remained  till 
the  year  1869,  when  he  came  to  London  to  take  a 
responsible  position  in  the  office  of  the  Northern 
Assurance  Company.

In  1890,  Mr.  Mitcalfe  resigned  his 
post  as  Joint  Secretary  to  the  North  of 
England  Protecting  and  Indemnity  Associa- 
tion, taking  up  in  its  stead  that  which 
he  now  holds  of  Consulting  Secretary, 
and  in  1891  he  was,  on  the  death 
of  the  late  Chairman  of  the  Northern 
Maritime  Assurance  Company,  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.

Moffat,  James  B.,  the  General  Manager  and 
Secretary  of  the  Manchester  Fire  Assurance 
Company,  has  had  a  long  experience  in  Fire 
Insurance  business,  having  entered  the  service  of 
the  Scottish  Union  at  Edinburgh  many  years  ago. 
Subsequently  he  became  connected  with  the 
Northern,  with  which  Company  he  remained 
fourteen  years,  first  in  its  London  Office  and 
afterwards  as  its  Local  Secretary  at  Liverpool,  a 
position  which  he  vacated  in  January,  1879,  to 
become  Sub-Manager  of  the  London  and  Lanca- 


shire Fire  Insurance  Company,  In  1889  he  was 
offered  and  accepted  his  present  position,  and 
under  his  able  management  the  Manchester  Fire 
Office  has  taken  its  proper  position  as  the  leading 
Company,  and  bids  fair  to  become  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  prosperous  British  Fire  Insurance 
Companies.

Previous  to  holding  that  ap- 
pointment Mr.  Muir  for  a  j>eriod  of  14  years  acted 
as  Manager  for  Scotland  and  Ireland  for  the  Lon- 
don and  Staffordshire  Fire  Insurance  Company,  and 
on  the  retirement  of  the  then  General  Manager  of 
that  Company,  was  solicited  by  the  Directors  unani- 
mously to  accept  the  General  Managership  on 
account  of  his  long  and  varied  Fire  Experience  of 
Home  and  Foreign  Business.  He  continued

Munkittrick,  Alexander  (junior),  the  Mana- 
ger for  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  of  the  Equitable 
Life  Assurance  Society  of  New  York,  was  born 
in  the  United  States,  and  for  eleven  years  he  has 


been  connected  with  the  Branch  of  the  Society  of 
which  he  is  now  the  official  head  in  this  country. 
He  was  promoted  to  his  present  important  position 
on  July  1st,  1889.

Horttmer,  Thomas  S.,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Western  Provident  Association  at  Exeter,  though 
well  known  in  the  Insurance  world  as  the  manag- 
ing spirit  of  an  important  Association,  has  not  had 
a  very  varied  Insurance  career,  having  been 
brought  up  solely  in  the  work  of  the  Western 
Provident  Association,  namely,  Life  and  Old 
Age  and  Sick  Pay  Assurance.  He  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  William  Mortimer,  J. P.,  who,  with  Mr. 
Charles  Hill,  founded  the  Association  in  May,  1848, 
and  conducted  it  through  the  perils  of  its  first  year 
of  existence,  and  on  his  death  Mr.  Thomas  Mortimer 
succeeded  him. 

Murray,  Alfred  S.,  the  Manager  of  the  Straits 
Insurance  Companies,  Limited,  and  of  the  Straits 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  Limited,  is  another 
example  of  a  gentleman  abandoning  commercial 
life  for  an  Insurance  career. 

His  first  experience  of  business  life  was  gained 
in  the  office  of  a  Scotch  bank,  and  subsequently 
in  a  Ship  Insurance  Broker's  Office.

He  joined  the  Head  Office 
staff  of  the  Marine  and  General  Mutual  Life 
Assurance  Society  and  remained  with  that 
Company  until  appointed  Chief  Clerk  to  the 
London  Amicable  Assurance  Society,  Limited,  at 
the  date  of  its  commencing  business  in  November, 

1887.    He  was  appointed  Actuary  to  the  Society 

at  the  beginning  of  1890. 


Newbatt,  Bei^amin,  F.I.A.,  F.S.S.,  F.R.6.S., 

the  Actuary  of  the  Clerical,  Medical,  and  General 
Assurance  Company,  was  born  in  1834.  He 
commenced  his  Insurance  career  in  the  Office  of 
the  Company  of  which  he  is  the  present  chief 
Officer  in  1854.  Ten  years  later  (1864)  he  was 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Actuary 
which  post  he  filled  until  1882,  when  he  was 
selected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  occupy  his 
present  position. 

Mr.  Newbatt  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  in  1869. 
In  1871,  he  retired  from  that  body  altogether,  but 
rejoined  its  Council  in  1886,  when  he  was  elected 
a  Vice-president  of  the  Institute.  When  the  Life 
Offices  Association  was  established  in  1889,  Mr.

Nicholson,  Samuel  T.,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hull  and  Eastern  Counties  Mutual  Plate  Glass 
Insurance  Company,  is  a  noted  man  in  his  own 
county  and  those  adjoining,  for,  besides  holding 
the  above  post,  he  has  the  credit  of  having  been 
the  promoter  or  founder  of  the  Eastern  Counties 
Insurance  Company,  in  which  he  still  takes  con- 
siderable interest,  whilst  that  immediately  under 
his  personal  control,  has,  thanks  to  his  supervision, 
made  great  progress  and  become  exceedingly  pop- 
ular in  the  district. 


Noad,  Thomas  W.,  is  the  Manager  of  the 
Standard  Mutual  Steamship  Associations,  and  is 
a  Member  of  the  firm  of  Charles  Taylor  and  Com- 
pany, of  London. 

Mr.  Noad,  who  succeeds  his  father  in  the 
position  he  now  fills,  commenced  his  business 
career  in  the  employ  of  a  well-known  London 
Marine  Insurance  firm,  who  were  also  the 
London  Agents  of  a  Liverpool  Marine  Insurance 
Company,  and  he  had  thus  exceptional  opportuni- 
ties of  gaining  a  thorough  insight  into  both  the 
scientific  and  practical  sides  of  the  business  of 
Marine  Underwriting.  With  this  firm  he  re- 
mained for  some  years,  during  the  last  few  of 
which  he  did  their  work  in  Lloyd's  room. 

After  resigning  his  position  with  them  he

Oversbyy  W.  T.,  Manager  of  the  General 
Agency  Department  of  the  Pioneer  Life 
Insurance  Company,  Limited,  Liverpool,  was 
bom  at  Livesey  Hall,  Blackburn,  Lancashire, 
February  27th,  1856.  After  receiving  a  fair 
commercial  training,  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
Poor  Law  under  the  Local  Government  Board  at 
liverpool,  where,  by  dint  of  perseverance  and 
attention  to  duty,  he  was  promoted  on  several 
occasions,  and  in  1888  was  appointed  Assistant-

Owen,  E.  Rogrer,  is  the  Fire  Manager  of  the 
Commercial  Union  Assurance  Company  at  their 
Head  Office.  Previous  to  joining  the  Commercial 
Union,  Mr.  Roger  Owen  was  for  a  period  of 
twenty  years  in  the  service  of  the  Alliance 
Assurance  Company. 


Owen,  Douglas,  Secretary  of  the  Alliance 
Marine  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  is  the  son 
of  Mr.  William  Buy  Owen,  Surgeon,  of  Cleveland 
Square,  Hyde  Park,  and  was  born  at  Finchingfield, 
Essex,  in  1850.  His  first  entry  into  Commercial 
Life  was  made  in  the  Office  of  an  East  India  House 
in  Fenchurch  Street,  where  he  received  the  founda- 
tion of  a  good  business  training.

Parker,  W.  Swan,  Managing  Director  of  the 
Standard  Accident  Insurance  Company  of  Lon- 
don, was  bom  in  the  North  of  England  in  1848, 
and  is  consequently  one  of  our  younger  Insurance 
Managers.

Pipkin,  SamuelJ.,  A.I.  A.,  is  Secretary  of  the 
Atlas  Insurance  Company.  Mr.  Pipkin  commenced 
commercial  life  in  the  office  of  Messrs.  Walker, 
Parker  and  Co.,  at  their  shot  manufactory  in 
Lambeth  in  the  year  1866,  leaving  there  to  enter 
the  service  of  the  eminent  public  accountants, 
Messrs.  Kemp,  Ford  and  Co.,  where  he  remained 
for  two  years.  During  that  time  he  gained  much 
valuable  experience  that  he  has  doubtless  found 
the  advantage  of  in  later  life,  for  during  that 
historical  (financially  speaking)  period  he  was 
engaged  on  some  of  the  largest  liquidations  of  the 
time.  In  March,  1868,  he  first  entered  the  office 
of  which  he  is  now  the  head  as  a  Junior  Clerk  in 
the  Fire  Department,  where  he  remained  for  five

Henry  Port. 


Port,  William  Henry,  the  Sub-Manager  and 
Actaarj  of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company,  is  the  son  of  Mr.  Henry  Port,  the 
General  Manager  of  the  same  Company,  and  was 
bom  in  the  year  1857.  He  entered  the  service 
of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company 
in  1873,  commencing  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder 
418  a  Clerk  in  the  Chief  Office,  but  he  speedily 
attained  such  a  mastery  over  the  details  of  the 
boainess  that  in  1879  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Superintendency  of  Liverpool  and  the  adjacent 
districts.  Up  to  that  date  the  district  had  not 
been  a  profitable  one  to  the  Company,  but,  under 
Mr.  W.  H.  Port's  able  management,  it  was  not 
long  before  it  began  to  recover  the  ground  that  it 
had  lost,  and  made  a  considerable  advance  towards 
the  important  position  that  it  now  holds  in  the 
Company's  books.  In  1884  Mr.  W.  H.  Port,  who 
had  given  good  evidence  of  his  skill  in  Actuarial 
matters  while  supervising  the  above-mentioned 
district,  was  recalled  to  the  Chief  Office  of  the 
Company  at  Birmingham  to  take  up  the  appoint- 
ment of  Assistant  Actuary,  which  post  he  held 
for  four  years,  when,  in  1 888,  the  higher  and  more 
responsible  title  of  Actuary  was  conferred  upon 
him.  In  the  September  of  1890  he  again  received 
promotion,  being  authorised  to  add  the  title  of 
Sab-Manager  to  that  which  he  already  held. 


Port,  Henry,  the  Managing  Director  of  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Compai\y,  Limited* 
of  Birmingham,  was  born  on  the  4th  of  June, 
1833.  His  first  connection  with  the  Insurance 
world,  in  which  he  now  holds  so  prominent  a 
position,  was  made  in  the  year  1851,  when  he 
started  work  as  an  Agent  for  the  British  Protector 
Life  Office.  This  Company  soon  came  to  grief, 
and  daring  the  next  few  years  Mr.  Port  experienced 
various  changes  through  the  transference  and 
Amalgamation  of  the  Protector  and  other  offices 
that  he  acted  as  Superintendent  for.

POVah,  Charles,  ALA.,  lilanager  of  the 
Life  Department  of  the  Lancashire  Insur- 
ance Company  of  Manchester,  was  born  in 
the  year  1847,  and  was  educated  at  Sheffield 
College.  In  January,  1865,  his  Insurance 
career  commenced  in  the  Head  Office  of  the 
Company  in  which  to-day  he  holds  so  distinguished 
a  position.  His  professional  training  has  been 
under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  George  Stewart, 
the  Greneral  Manager  and  Actuary  of  the  Company. 
He  has  worked  his  way  through  every  department

of  the  office  work,  passing  as  Junior  through  each 
of  both  the  Fire  and  life  branches,  and  has  been 
Chief  successively  in  the  Foreign,  Accountant's  and 
Fire  Re-assurance  Departments  in  the  Head 
Office.  The  ability  he  had  shown,  and  the 
experience  he  had  gained,  led  the  Board,  in  1871, 
to  give  him  the  appointment  of  Chief  Clerk  and 
Cashier  in  the  Company's  Branch  Office  at  Bir 
mingham.  This  position  he  held  for  about  three 
years,  relinquishing  it  in  1874  to  return  to  the 
Head  Office  to  take  up  the  post  of  Cashier  and 
Chief  Clerk  there.

Proctor,  WlUiam,  is  the  Managing  Director 
of  the  Refuge  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  which 
position,  he  has  occupied  with  signal  success  since 
the  death  of  his  father.  Mr.  Proctor  is 
in  the  prime  of  life,  and  has  shown  great  ability  in 
the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  this  important  and 
rapidly-growing  Company. 

Ronald,  Thomas  R.,  ALA.,  General  Man- 
ager and  Secretary  of  the  Law  Guarantee  and 
Trust  Society,  Limited,  is  at  present  in  his 
fortieth  year.  It  is  eleven  years  now  since  he 
entered  the  Insurance  profession,  prior  to  which 
he  had  gained  a  good  insight  into  the  higher  ways 
of  Commercial  life  and  considerable  experience  in 
Stock  Exchange  and  Banking  Business,  experiences 


that  he  confesses  have  proved  of  exceptional  value 
to  him  in  his  present  position.  His  first  appoint- 
ment in  the  Insurance  world  was  as  West  End 
Inspector  (Loudon)  for  the  Life  Association  of 
Scotland.  This  he  left  on  being  selected  to  be  the 
Resident  Secretary  in  Liverpool  of  the  Scottish 
Equitable,  where  he  remained  five  years,  resigning 
the  post  then  to  open  the  present  West  End  Oflice 
of  the  Caledonian  in  London.  In  all  these 
positions  his  record  is  one  of  more  than  usual 
success.  In  June,  1888,  he  was  offered  the  position 
he  now  holds,  and  in  which  his  record  speaks  for 
itself.  Mr.  Ronald  is  the  youngest  son  of  the  late 
John  Ronald,  Naval  Architect  and  Shipbuilder, 
and  is  a  Director  of  a  prominent  Railway  in  Nova 
Scotia,  and  other  commercial  undertakings. 
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Baron  Alexander  Profcmo. 


Profamo.    Baron    Alexander,     is  chiefly 

known  as  the  founder  and  the  head  of  the 
Provident  Assodation  of  London,  an  institution 
which  combining  all  the  best  principles  of 
Building  Societies,  was  the  first  Corporation  of  the 
kind  to  combine  Life  Insurance  with  its  system 
in  such  a  manner  that  its  members  need  have  no 
fear  of  their  death  causing  the  loss  of  their  savings. 
To  do  this  a  separate  Company  had  to  be  formed, 
and  the  necessary  £20,000  deposited  with  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
there  was  some  confusion  over  the  title  of  the  Office, 
which  was  registered  on  the  4th  of  July,  1 889, but  this 
matter  was  amicably  arranged  with  the  Provident 
Life  Office,  and  it  is  now  known  as  the  Provident 
Free  Home  Assurance  Company  Limited. 

In  addition  to  considerable  personal  property 
invested  in  British  Securities,  Baron  Profumo  has 
recently  succeeded  to  very  valuable  properties  in 
England  through  the  death  of  a  near  relative,  and 


is   also   the   sole  heir   to  very  extensive   famUj 
estates  in  Italy. 

Baron  Profumo  has  been  approached  by  several 
constituencies,  with  a  view  to  induce  him  to 
represent  them  in  Parliament,  but  hitherto  his 
duties  in  connection  with  the  Provident  Association 
have  been  too  onerous  to  permit  of  his  undertaking 
any  such  additional  heavy  responsibility,  but  now 
the  organisation  of  that  Corporation  and  its  sister 
office  being  complete,  he  has  felt  himself  justified 
in  acceding  to  the  wishes  of  his  many  friends 
and  so  recently  accepted  the  offer  of  the 
Chief  Liberal  Organisation  of  South  Monmouth, 
and  has  consented  to  be  the  candidate 
for  that  constituency  at  the  next  election.  In 
politics  the  Baron  is  a  Liberal,  but  his  wide 
knowledge  of  men  and  affairs,  of  business  and 
organisation,  combined  with  the  proved  ability 
and  skill  that  could  found,  lead  and  manage  such 
a  Corporation  as  the  Provident  Institution  of 
London,  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  body 
of  public  men  of  this  country. 
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Henry   Jons   Puckle. 


Pucklei  Henry  John,  the  present  Manager 
and  Secretary  of  the  National  Life  Assurance 
Society  of  London,  was  bom  at  Champion  Hill,  in 
the  County  of  Surrey,  in  the  year  1829. 

He  commenced  his  business  life  in  1843  in  the 
serrice  of  a  London  wholesale  house.  lu  April, 
1849,  when  twenty  years  of  age,  he  gave  up 
commerce  for  Insurance,  and  entered  the  service  of 
the  National  Life.  The  Secretary  of  the  office  at 
that  time  was  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Britiffe  Smith. 
Very  shortly  after  joining  the  staff  of  this  office, 
Mr.  Puckle  was  appointed  Bookkeeper  and 
Accountant  to  the  Company.  In  this  position  he 
had  opportunities  of  gaining  experience  in  the 
jpractical  working  and  management  of  a  large  Life 
Insurance  Company,  of  which,  it  is  hardly  necessary 
to  say,  he  fully  availed  himself,  and  which  experi- 
ence he  has  found  very  valuable  to  him  in  later 
yiears.

He  entered  tlie  service  of  the 
Guardian  in  1876,  and,  after  working  his  way 
through  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of 
that  office,  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Foreign 
Department  in  February,  1886,  from  which  he  was 
promoted  (in  February,  1888,)  to  the  responsible 
position  of  Sub-Manager  of  the  Fire  Department.

He  was  for 
some  time  a  pupil  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Abbott  at  the 
City  of  London  School,  and  his  business  career  was 
commenced  in  1879,  when  he  entered  the  office  of 
the  London  Guarantee  and  Accident  Company 
Limited  as  a  Junior  Clerk.  To  Mr.  Laughton 
Anderson,  the  Secretary  of  that  Company,  he  is 
indebted  for  the  advantage  of  »  sound  practical

He  passed  in  turn  through  various  depart- 
ments, thoroughly  qualifying  himself  in  each,  and 
gaining  much  knowledge  and  experience  that  has 
been  of  expectional  value  to  him  in  later  years. 
He  so  gained  the  confidence  of  the  Management 
and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association  that,  in 
the  year  1886,   they  offered  him  the  position  of 


Agency  Manager  of  the  Society,  and  this  he 
accepted.  Subsequently,  various  other  responsible 
duties  were  added  to  this  office,  all  of  which  he 
carried  out  with  credit  to  himself  and  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Board. 

In  the  year  1888  Mr.  Joseph  Allen,  who  had  for 
many  years  occupied  the  position  of  Secretary  to 
the  Gresham  Life  Assurance  Society  of  London, 
died.  As  well  may  be  imagined  the  number  of 
applicants  for  such  a  coveted  post  were  very 
numerous,  and  consequently  the  auty  of  selection 
a  very  onerous  one  for  the  Board.  After  careful 
consideration  they  decided  that  Mr.  James  H.  Scott 
was  the  man  for  the  post,  and  he  was  duly 
appointed.  It  is  proved  that  the  congratulations 
of  his  friends  on  his  becoming  announced  were 
merited  by  the  excellent  way  in  which  he  has 
since  fulfilled  the  duties  such  a  position  entails  on 
its  holder.

William  Scott, 


Scott}  William,  is  the  Agency  Manager  of  the 
Imperial  Life  Insurance  Company.  He  com- 
menced his  Insurance  career  in  the  service  of  the 
British  Equitahle  Assurance  Company,  whence  he 
subsequently  removed  to  that  of  the  Sun  Life 
Office,  leaving  that  again  to  take  up  his  present 
doUes.  He  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem  by  his 
Manager  and  all  connected  with  the  Company. 


Schooling^, Frederick,  F.IA.,  is  the  Actuary 

of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  of 
London,  the  service  of  which  office  he  entered  in 
1867.  He  passed  the  several  examinations  of  the 
Institute  of  Actuaries  in  the  years  1884,  1885, 
and  1886  respectively,  and  in  the  ^  ear  1888  he  was 
appointed  Assistant  Actuary,  being  in  1892  pro- 
moted to  be  Actuary. 
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Philip  Secmibtan. 


Secretan,  Philipi  Underwriter  of  the  Ocean 
Marine  Insurance  Company,  comes  of  a  family 
whose  name  has  for  over  a  century  been  honourably 
connected  with  Underwriting  in  the  City  of  Lon- 
don. His  father,  Mr.  Philip  Secretan,  was  a  well- 
known  Member  of  Lloyd's,  and  it  was  in  his  office 
that  he  commenced  his  career  as  an  Insurance 
man,  at  a  very  early  age,  in  the  year  1854.  Having 
passed  through  his  father's  office,  Mr.  Secretan 
was  afterwards  in  the  employ  of  the  Universal  and 
Oriental  and  General  Marine  Insurance  Companies 
successively,  suljsequently,  in  1868,  being  appointed 
Assistant  Underwriter  to  the  London  and  Provincial 
Marine  Insurance  Company.  There  he  remained 
till  1883,  when  he  was  selected  as  Underwriter  to 
the  City  of  London  Marine  Insurance  Corporation, 
and  on  leaving  the  London  and  Provincial  Marine, 
the  Directors  of  that  Company  presented  him  with 
a  service  of  silver,  and  a  resolution  expressing 
their  appreciation  of,  and  regret  at  losing,  his 
services,  which   had  extended   over  a   period  of 


fifteen  years.  Mr.  Secretan,  on  taking  up  his  new 
post,  found  the  City  of  London  Marine  Insurance 
Corporation  involved  in  great  difficulties ;  half  the 
capital  of  the  Corporation  having  been  lost,  and 
with  it,  of  course,  a  great  deal  of  its  credit ;  and  its 
£2  shares  depreciated  in  value  to  five  shillings. 
He  set  to  work,  however,  with  a  good  heart,  and 
in  five  years  had  not  only  recovered  the  Corpora 
tion's  lost  capital  but  had  placed  it  in  such  a  sound 
position  that  in  1 888  the  Ocean  Marine  Insurance 
Company  entered  into  negotiations  and  finally 
agreed  to  purchase  its  business  on  the  basis  of 
giving  £2.  Is.  for  each  £2  share  and  a  further  sum  to 
be  paid  when  the  accounts  were  finally  settled  ;  it 
being  also  agreed  that  Mr.  Secretan  should  become 
the  Underwriter  to  the  Ocean  Company.  Since 
then  he  has  had  more  difficulties  to  contend  with 
in  an  unprecedented  list  of  casualties  on  good 
business ;  but  notwithstanding  that  he  has  done 
well,  and  fully  sustained  his  reputation  for  skill, 
prudence,  and  caution. 
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W.  L.  Seypang. 


Seyfang:,  Walter  Louis,  the  Manager  and 
Secretary  of  the  Kent  Fire  and  Life  Offices  of 
Maidstone,  is  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  George  Bond 
Seyfang,  who  was  for  more  than  forty  years  the 
Secretary  to  Lloyd's  Register  in  London. 

Bom  in  London  in  the  year  1847,  his  Insurance 
career  commenced  in  1864,  when  he  entered  the 
London  Office  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company 
of  Liverpool,  and  in  the  service  of  that  Company 
he  remained  until  1881.  During  those  seventeen 
years  he  passed  through  jnost  of  the  Departments 
of  the  Office,  thus  practically  acquiring  a  wide 
general  knowledge  of  all  that  pertains  to  Under- 


writing, and  the  experience  then  gained  he  has 
been  able  to  put  to  excellent  use. 

In  1881,  when  Mr.  Lendon,  who  had  held  the 
position  of  Secretary  to  the  Kent  Offices  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  retired,  it  may  well  be 
imagined  that  the  Board  of  Directors  had  very 
many  applicants  for  the  post.

He  was  bom  in  1841,  and  has  passed  the  whole 
of  his  business  life  in  the  Insurance  profession, 
having  commenced  as  a  Clerk  in  the  Office  of  the 
Kent  Mutual,  and  on  the  absorption  of  that

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A.  Gillies  Smith,  F.F.A  ,  F.R.S.E. 


Smith,  Adam  Gillies,  is  the  Manager  at  Edin- 
burgh of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile  Insur- 
ance Company,  and  like  many  another  prominent 
member  of  the  profession  North  of  the  Tweed,  is 
the  son  of  a  minister  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
His  father,  the  late  Reverend  Robert  Smith,  D.D., 
was  Senior  Incumbent  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Aberdeen.  Of  five  sons,  the  two  eldest  chose  the 
profession  of  arms,  the  survivor  having  attained 
the  rank  of  a  General  in  the  army,  while  medicine 
claimed  the  two  youngest,  one  being  now  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Durham  County  Asylum, 
and  the  other,  Surgeon-General  Colvin  Smith, 
C.B.,  who  organized  the  Indian  Ambulance 
Corps,  which  did  such  eminent  service  in  the 
Egyptian  Campaign.  The  subject  of  this  sketch, 
the  third  son,  was  born  in  1827,  and  named  after 
his  grand-uncle,  Lord  Gillies,  a  Scottish  Judge  of 
great  eminence.     ^Ir.  Gillies  Smith  w.-is  for  some 


years  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs.  McClelland, 
Son,  and  Smith,  Accountants,  of  Glasgow.  He 
then  transferred  his  energies  to  Edinburgh,  where, 
in  partnership  with  a  son  of  Lord  Moncreiff,  Lord 
Justice  Clerk  of  Scotland,  he  was  carrying  on  the 
business  of  an  Accountant,  when  he  was  appointed 
in  1 880  Manager  in  Edinburgh  of  both  Fire  and  Life 
Departments  of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile 
Insurance  Company,  of  which  he  was  afterwards 
appointed  Registrar. 

Mr.  Gillies  Smith  is  a  Member  of  the  Society 
of  Chartered  Accountants  in  Edinburgh,  a  Fellow 
of  the  Faculty  of  Actuaries  in  Scotland,  a  Fellow 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh, 
Local  Treasurer  of  the  Meeting  of  the  British  Asso- 
ciation to  be  held  in  Edinburgh,  and  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  Edinburgh.  Hemarried,in  1 868,  the  eldest 
daughter  of  S.  G.  Barrett,  Esq.,  of  Barrett  Hall, 
Jamaica. 
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E.  CuzKNs  Smith. 


Smith,  E.  Cozens,  the  General  Manager  and 
Secretary  of  the  Imperial  Fire  Insurance  Company 
of  London,  was  born  in  1834,  and  represents  an  old 
Hertfordshire  family, which  settled  at  St.  Margaret's 
about  1 550.  He  commenced  his  Insurance  career  at 
the  early  age  of  seventeen,  entering  the  office  of  the 
Phoenix  Fire  in  1851,  under  the  management  of  the 
late  Mr.  Wilmer  Harris.  Here  he  spent  six  years, 
gaining  a  wide  knowledge  of,  and  much  experience 
in,  his  profession  which  was  to  bear  fruit  very  early, 
for  in  1857,  when  he  joined  the  Globe  Office  under 
Mr.Newmarch,  he  was  promptly  set  to  work  to  ana- 
lyse the  business  on  the  books  of  that  Company,  in 
order  that  the  various  risks  might  be  separated  and 
classified.  This  responsible  and  arduous  task  he 
carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  his  superior 
officer.  After  about  six  years  the  amalgamation  of 
the  Globe  with  the  Liverpool  and  London  took 
place,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Cozens  Smith  had  been 
acting  for  a  short  period  as  Sul>Manager  of  the 
Unity  Fire  and  Life  Company.  This  position  he 
resigned  to  accept  office  in  the  service  of  the 
then  newly-formed  Commercial  Union.  At  that 
time  this  office  worked  on  the  non-tariff  system, 
and  it  was  in  particular  to  push  this  that  Mr. 


Cozens  Smith's  services  were  secured,  on  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Henry  Thomson.  The  astuteness, 
energy,  and  skill  with  which  he  worked  so  success- 
fully at  this  difficult  task,  were  recognised  by  his 
appointment  to  be  Chief  Officer  of  the  Company, 
when  Mr.  Thomson  (in  1865)  removed  to  the 
Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe. 

This  position  he  continued  to  fill  until  1873, 
when  the  General  Managership  of  the  Imperial 
Fire  Office  was  offered  to  him,  and  he  accepted  it. 
He  has  amply  fulfilled  the  expectations  cf  those 
who  invited  him  to  fill  the  office.  In  the  enormous 
and  daily-increasing  business  of  the  Imperial,  with 
its  wide  and  important  connections,  he  has  found 
plenty  of  field  and  scope  for  his  energy  and 
fertility  of  resource.  During  the  last  few  years 
he  has  travelled  to  all  parts  of  the  world  to 
inspect  and  obtain  a  personal  knowledge  of  the 
Foreign  Agencies  and  Risks  held  by  the  Company. 
Thus,  besides  gaining  a  first-hand  knowledge  of 
Foreign  business  unequalled  perhaps  by  any  other 
man  in  his  profession,  he  has  likewise  acquired  that 
great  essential  to  success  as  an  Insurance 
Manager, — a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  men 
with  whom  he  has  to  deat 
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J    Fisher  Smith,  F.S.S. 


Smith,  J.  Fisher,  the  General  Manager  of  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  is  an  American,  bom  in  Boston  in  1839, 
coming  from  a  good  old  Puritan  stock,  his 
ancestors  having  emigrated  to  America  in  1630, 
and  his  great  grandfather  having  fought  in  the 
War  of  Independence.  His  father,  Captain  N. 
Proctor  Smith, was  distinguished  for  having  opened 
up  commerce  between  Turkey  and  the  United 
States  after  the  Graeco-Turkish  War  in  1826.  Mr. 
J.  Fisher  Smith,  having  received  his  education  at 
Boston,  left  that  city  in  1856,  and  went  to 
California  amongst  the  foremost  of  the  pioneers, 
where  he  followed  many  occupations  and  endured 
many  privations,  in  all  of  which  he  showed  himself 
worthy  of  his  sturdy  persevering  ancestors.  In 
1862  he  went  to  China,  and  gained  fresh 
experience  as  purser  and  chief  officer  on  board 
stumers  running  on  the  Yanghi  river,  where  he 
remained  for  three  years,  at  the  end  of  which 
period  he  returned  to  San  Francisco.  In  1866  he 
took  part  in  the  famous  Bregfoyle  Expedition  to 
Los  Angelos  in  search  of  some  supposed  gold  mines 
of  fabulous  wealth,  in  the  course  of  which  he  and 


his  companions  underwent  almost  unheard-of 
privations  and  danger,  and  which  eventually 
proved  futile.  On  his  i-eturn  from  this  expedition 
he  settled  down  to  more  civilised  pursuits,  joining 
the  Pacific  Department  of  the  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  as  Secretary,  and  subsequently 
resigning  that  position  in  March,  1870,  to  enter  the 
service  of  the  New  York  Life.  In  April  of  that 
same  year  he  was  sent  over  to  London  to  represent 
his  Company  as  Sub-manager  for  Europe,  which 
position  he  held  till  1874,  during  the  latter  two 
years  of  which  period  he  acted  as  Manager  for  the 
United  Kingdom.  On  the  1st  of  November,  1874. 
his  efforts  in  behalf  of  his  Company  were  rewarded 
by  his  appointment  to  his  present  position 
of  General  Manager  for  the  United  Kingdom. 
Mr.  Fisher  Smith  is  kind  and  considerate, 
though  firm  in  maintaining  discipline  amongst 
his  staff,  and  their  appreciation  of  him  in  their 
turn  is  amply  shown  by  their  having  presented 
him  with  a  handsome  testimonial  subscribed 
for  by  a  numerous  body  of  District  Managers 
and  Special  Representatives  of  the  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Company  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland. 
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J.  Gakner  Smith. 


Smith,  J.  Garner,  is  the  Secretary 
of  the  Travellers'  Accident  Insurance  Com- 
pany. He  has  had  a  long  and  varied  business 
experience,  having  commenced  as  a  Clerk  in  a 
West  India  Merchant*s  Office  in  1864,  which  firm 
he  eventually  represented  for  some  years  at 
Lloyd's.  He  afterwards  became  London  Inspector 
for  the  Scottish  Accident  Insurance  Company, 
thus  taking  up  a  new  line  for  his  energies,  but 
relinquished  that  post  to  become  London  Manager 
of  the  Scottish  Assurance  Corporation.  On 
that  ill-fated  Company  going  into  liquidation  in 
1889.  Mr.  Smith  was  appointed  Manager  of  the 
Accident  Department  of  the  Glasgow  and  London 
Insurance  Company,  with  a  view  to  making  use  of 
his  former  experience  to  specially  organise  that 
Department,  which  he   succeeded   in  doing  most 


effectually.  Owing,  however,  to  the  Economic 
Fire  Office  taking  over  the  Fire  Business  of 
the  Glasgow  and  London  at  the  close  of  1890, 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  transfer  of  the 
Accident  and  Fidelity  Business  to  the  new-formed 
Travellers*  Accident  Insurance  Company,  with  the 
express  understanding  that  Mr.  Garner  Smith  was 
to  be  appointed  Agency  Manager  to  the 
latter  Company,  which  appointment  accordingly 
took  place,  and  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  A.  C. 
Mac  in  tyre  in  February,  1892,  the  Directors 
decided  to  promote  him  to  his  present  position  as 
Secretary  of  that  Company.  Mr.  Garner  Smith's 
friends  and  acquaintances  speak  of  him  as  a 
remarkably  well-informed,  shrewd  business-like 
man  of  the  world,  besides  being  widely  known  for 
his  eminent  qualities  as  a  companion  and  a  friend. 
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Smltb,  John  TurnbuU,  F.F.A.,  is  Manager 

of  the  Life  Association  of  Scotland.  A  native  of 
Peeblesshire,  he  spent  his  early  days  in  the 
Upper  Ward  of  Lanarkshire,  and  went  to  Edin- 
burgh in  1857,  at  the  early  age  of  fourteen, 
to  start  his  apprenticeship  with  the  late  Mr. 
Kenneth  Mackenzie,  Chartered  Accountant. 
About  six  months  after  completion  of  his 
apprenticeship,  Mr.  TurnbuU  Smith  was  taken 
into  partnership,  and  was  associated  with  ^fr. 
Mackenzie  until  the  latter's  death  in  1880, 
after  which  time  Mr.  TurnbuU  Smith  con- 
tinued to  carry  on  the  business  on  his  own 
account.  As  an  Accountant,  he  held  various 
public  appointments,  such  as,  Auditor  to  the 
Highland  and  Agricultural  Society,  to  the  Leith 
Dock  Commission,  to  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  and  other  public  institutions,  while 
his  private  appointments  included  Auditor  to 
the  Earl  of  Wemyss,  the  Earl  of  Zetland,  and 
Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  M.P.      In  1883  Mr.  TurnbuU 


Smith  became  a  Director  of  the  Life  Association 
of  Scotland,  and  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Eraser, 
Manager  of  the  Association,  in  1885,  he  was 
asked  by  his  co-directors  to  accept  the  post  of 
Manager,  since  which  time  the  business  of  the 
Association  has  considerably  increased,  the  new 
business  reported  in  1891  exceeding  one  miUion 
sterling,  being  the  largest  amount  transacted  in 
any  one  year  of  the  Association's  history.  A 
Fellow  of  the  Faculty  of  Actuaries  in  Scotland, 
;Mr.  TurnbuU  Smith  has  for  the  last  few  years 
held  the  office  of  Honorary  Treasurer  to  that 
Incorporation.  Mr.  TurnbuU  Smith  has  been 
associated  with  various  religious  and  social 
movements,  and  as  Convener  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland's  Committee 
on  Sunday  Schools,  he  has  shewn  a  deep  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  young.  In  1891  he  was 
elected  to  the  honourable  position  of  Master  of 
the  Merchant  Company  of  Edinburgh,  after 
having,  for  a  year  previously,  fiUed  the  office  of 
Honorary  Treasurer  to  that  important  body. 
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William  Smith,  LL.D.,  F.I. A. 


Smith,  WlUiam,  LL.D.,  F.F.A.,  F.I.A.,  is  a 

gentleman  commanding  universal  respect,  both 
within  and  without  Insurance  circles.  For 
the  long  period  of  45  years  he  has  held  the  post 
of  Manager  at  Edinburgh  of  the  English  and 
Scottish  Law  Life  Assurance  Association,  a  term 
of  service  now  surpassing  that  of  any 
present  Life  Assurance  Manager  in  Scotland. 
The  business  of  the  Association  has  been  wisely 
and  surely  developed  under  his  care.  For  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century,  he  has  acted  as  Chairman 
of  the  National  Guarantee  and  Suretyship 
AMOciation,  Edinburgh. 
Dr.  Smith's  name  is  also  well-known  in  connec- 


tion with  the  Philosophical  Institution,  Edinburgh, 
of  which  he  was  Vice-President  for  a  long  series 
of  years  ;  and  it  was  largely  owing  to  his  influence 
and  guidance  that  the  Institution  gained  the  high 
position  it  held  as  an  acknowledged  centre  of 
literary  and  scientific  culture.  His  translation 
of  the  popular  works  of  J.  G.  Fichte,  the  German 
Philosopher,  has  long  maintained  its  position 
in  the  philosophic  world  in  Great  Britain,  and 
has  passed  through  several  editions.  At  one 
time  a  keen  pedestrian  and  traveller,  Dr.  Smith 
has  visited  most  parts  of  Europe.  He  now  resides 
chiefly  at  his  pleasant  country  seat  near 
Edinburgh. 
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Walter  A.  Smith,  F.F.A. 

Smith,  Walter  A.,  F.F.A.,  Secretary  at  Edin- 
burgh to  the  English  and  Scottish  Law  Life 
Assurance  Association,  began  his  business  career 
in  the  service  of  the  Bank  of  Scotland,  first  at 
Edinburgh,  and  afterwards  at  their  OflSce  in 
London.  In  1875  the  Directors  of  the  English 
and  Scottish  Law  Life  Assurance  Association 
appointed  him  "life  Clerk"  at  Edinburgh,  in 
succession  to  Mr.  George  M.  Low,  F.I.A.,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  appointment  of  the  latter  as 
Secretary  to  the  Edinburgh  life  Assurance 
Company.  In  1878  Mr.  Smith  was  promoted 
to  the  post  of  Secretary  to  the  Edinburgh  Board 
of  the  "  English  and  Scottish,"  which  position  he 
has  since  held.  Mr.  Smith  is  well  known  in  the 
Insurance  world  in  the  North.  For  some  years 
he  acted  as  Honorary  Secretary  to  the  Edinburgh 
Health  Society,  and  arranged  several  of  the  series 
of  the  wonderfully  successful  "  Health  Lectures,*' 
given  under  its  auspices  by  Edinburgh  Physicians. 
He  is  a  Director  of  the  Scottish  Rights  of  Way 
and  Recreation  Society  Limited. 


David  Smith. 


Smith,  David,  is  the  Agency  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Scottish  Equitable  Life  Assurance 
Society  at  Edinburgh.  Previous  to  his  connec- 
tion with  the  Society  for  which  he  at  present 
acts,  Mr.  David  Smith  was,  for  a  period  of 
upwards  of  twelve  years,  employed  as  Chief  Clerk 
in  the  Head  Office,  also  located  in  Edinburgh,  of 
the  Colonial  Life  Assurance  Company,  of  which 
circumstances  have  since  that  time  brought 
about  the  amalgamation  with  the  Standard  lafe 
Assurance  Company,  and  whilst  engaged  in  that 
Office  he  received  a  careful  intuition  into  the 
details  of  the  Insurance  business  from  its  then 
able  Manager,  the  late  well-known  Mr.  William 
Thomas  Thomson,  which  has  since  proved  of 
great  value  to  him  in  his  subsequent  career.  In  the 
year  1865  Mr.  David  Smith  received  the  appointment 
of  Superintendent  of  Agencies  to  the  Scottish 
Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  of  which  first- 
class  office  the  late  Mr.  Greorge  Todd  then  held 
the  Managership.  For  several  years  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  his  joining  the  Society,  Mr.  Smith 
acted  as  sole  Inspector  to  the  Scotti^  Equitable, 
but  since  the  accession  of  Mr.  Sprague,  the 
present  Manager  to  the  Office,  Mr.  Smith's  chief 
official  duties  have  been  for  by  far  the  most  part 
carried  on  at  the  Head  Office  at  Edinburgh,  the 
large  and  steady  increase  in  the  business  of  the 
Society  having  rendei'ed  it  impossible  for  one 
man  to  conduct  it  in  anything  like  an  adequate 
manner,  and  having  consequently  necessitated  a 
correspondingly  extensive  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  Resident  Secretaries  and  District  Inspectors, 
who  are  now  dispersed  about  the  various  districts 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom  under  the  control 
of  the  Society. 
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Arthur  Smith er,  F.I. A. 


Smither,  Arthur,  F.LA.,  is  the  Actuary  and 
Secretary  of  the  National  Provident  Institution, 
in  the  service  of  which  Corporation  he  has  spent 
the  whole  of  his  Insurance  career.  He  was  born 
in  London  in  1842,  and  entered  the  Office  of  the 
National  Provident  in  1865.  In  1879  he  received 
the  appointment  of  Assistant-Secretary,  which  he 
held  till  1882,  when  he  was  made  the  Actuary  of 
the  Institution.  The  year  following  he  received 
the  additional  appointment  oi  the  Sccret^iryship. 
Mr.  Smither  has  the  reputation  of  l>eing  one  of 
the  most  capable  Actuaries  in  the  City  of  London, 
and  certainly  has  done  much  to  bring  the  Natiomil 
Provident  to  its  present  high  position  among  Life 
Insurance  Companies. 


Sorley,  James,  F.LA.,  the  Actuary  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Scottish  Life  Assurance  Company,  has 
been  Joint  Principal  Officer  iat  the  Head  Office  of 
that  Company  at  Edinburgh  since  1881.  He  has 
also  for  many  yeare  been  a  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Paulin,  Sorley  and  Martin,  Account- 
ants and  Actuaries,  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Sorley  is 
a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  London, 
a  Fellow  of  Faculty  of  Actuaries,  Edinburgh,  and 
a  member  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants, 
Glasgow,  in  each  case  by  examination.  He  is  also  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  and 
Honorary  Treasurer  of  the  Scottish  Meteorological 
Society.  He  has  made  several  contributions  to 
Actuarial  literature  in  the  Journal  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Actuaries. 
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Edward  H.  Smithett. 


Smlthett,  Edwapd  Henry,  AI.A.,  the  Secre- 
tary and  Manager  of  the  West  of  England  Fire  and 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  Exeter,  began  his  pro- 
fessional and  Insurance  career  in  the  London 
Office  of  the  Scottish  Provincial  Insurance  Com- 
pany, on  the  staflf  of  which  office  he  remained  for 
tive  years,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  he  served 
for  a  year  on  the  London  Office  of  the  Royal,  and 
was  then  appointed  to  the  position  of  Chief  Clerk  in 
the  London  Office  of  the  Company  of  which  to^iay 
he  is  the  official  chief.  Subsequently  he  entered 
the  Head  office  of  the  Guardian  Assurance 
Company  of  London  as  Chief  Counter  Clerk,  and 
this  post  he  held  for  six  years. 


In  the  year  1883  the  London  and  Provincial 
Law  Life  was  absorbed  by  the  Guardian,  and  Mr. 
Smithett  was  then  promoted  to  be  the  Assistant- 
Manager  of  the  Law  Courts  Branch  Office,  and  on 
the  subsequent  retirement  of  Mr.  Ralph  P.  Hardy, 
F.I.A.,  from  the  office  of  Manager  of  the  Branch, 
he  was  further  promoted  to  the  chief  position. 

This  ^fanagement  proved  very  successful,  and 
his  reputation  was  consequently  considerably 
increased.  In  May,  1888,  on  the  position  he  now 
fills  becoming  vacant,  he  was  selected  (from  sixty 
candidates)  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Company  for  the  appointment.

Spans,  William  0.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Scottish 
Amicable  Life  Assurance  Society  of  Qlasgow,  is 
a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Spens,  who  was  for 
nearly  thirty  years  the  Manager  of  that  Society, 
holding  the  appointment  from  1839  until  his 
death  in  the  year  1868. 

The  subject  of  this  article  commenced  his 
Insurance  career  in  1863,  as  a  Clerk  under  his 
father,  and  for  five  years  he  remained  in  the  Head 
Office  of  the  Society,  gaining  much  experience  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  routine  work  of  the 
Office  and  practice  of  Life  Assurance,  which  has 


proved  most  valuable  to  him  in  later  life.  Towards 
the  close  of  the  year  1 868  Mr.  Spens  was  sent  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  the  London  Office  of 
the  Society,  on  the  staff  of  which  he  worked  for 
some  months. 

Early  in  the  year  1869  he  was  selected  by 
the  Board  to  fill  the  appointment  of  Resident 
Secretary  at  the  Branch  Office  of  the  Society 
in  Edinburgh,  and  this  position  he  held  until 
the  month  of  March,  1878.  At  that  date  he 
was  appointed  to  the  important  position  he  at 
present  holds. 
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T.  B.  Spraque,  M.A.,  F.I.A.,  F.F.A.,  F.S.S. 


SpragfUe,  T.  B.,  is  the  Manager  of  the  Scottish 
Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society.  Mr.  Sprague 
was  for  some  years  Actuary  and  Secretary  to  the 
Equity  and  Law  Life  Assurance  Society  of  Lon- 
don, but  resigned  that  post  in  1873,  when,  on 
the  death  of  Mr.  Todd,  he  was  selected  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Scottish  Equitable  to  succeed 
that  gentleman  in  the  post  which  he  now  holds. 
Mr.  Sprague  is  a  Manager  of  great  energy  and 
organising  ability,  and  enjoys  a  world-wide  fame 
as  an  Actuary.  His  accession  to  the  Manage- 
ment marked  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the 
Scottish    Equitable ;    at  once    taking  means    to 


extend  the  business  by  opening  Branch  Offices 
and  appointing  Agency  Inspectors,  a  large  body 
of  active  Agents  being  at  the  same  time  appointed 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  he  soon  had  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  the  business  come  in  at  a 
considerably  increased  ratio.  The  new  business 
now  accruing  to  the  Society  is  something  between 
£700,000  and  £800,000  annually,  all  of  which  is 
practically  owing  to  Mr.  Sprague's  personal 
genius  as  their  Manager  and  Actuary.  Never 
behind  the  times,  he  has  always  been  amongst  the 
first  to  introduce  every  modern  and  attractive 
improvement  into  the  methods  of  his  office  with  a 
view  to  increasing  its  popularity  and  usefulness. 
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(teoroie  Stewart,  F.I.  A. 


Stewart,  Georsre,  F.I.A.,  the  General  Manager 
and  Actuary  o£  Sie  Lancashire  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Manchester,  is  a  native  of  Edinburgh,  in 
which  city  he  was  also  educated  and  commenced  his 
professional  career.  He  received  his  early  training 
in  the  office  of  the  late  Mr.  Holmes  Ivory,  who 
was  then  the  Actuary  to  the  Advocates  Widows' 
Fund,  and  other  Insurance  Societies.  This 
accomplished  gentleman  was  also  for  some  time 
the  Manager  of  the  Scottish  National  Insur- 
ance Company.  Mr.  Stewart  spent  eight  years  in 
Mr.  Ivory's  office,  receiving  a  thorough  training  in 
Actuarial  science,  and  gaining  an  experience  which 
has  been  of  the  greatest  value  to  him  in  his  after  life. 
At  the  end  of  that  time,  on  being  appointed  the 
Manager  of  the  North  of  England  Insurance 
Company  he  came  to  England.  He  held  this 
position  for  some  time,  resigning  it  a  year  or  two 
before  the  Company  was  amalgamated  with  the 
Liverpool  and  London  Insurance  Company.  On 
the  retirement  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Kennedy,  in 
the  year  1858,  Mr.  Stewart  received  an  oflfer  of 
the  appointment  he  has  now  held  for  upwards  of 
thii'ty-three  years.  In  that  time  he  has  conducted 
no  less  than  seven  Quinquennial  Valuations  of  the 
Company's  Life  Business,  and  has  besides  nego- 


tiated the  purchase  of  five  Insurance  Companies, 
namely,  the  Birmingham  Fire  Office,  the  Birming- 
ham Alliance  Insurance  Company,  the  Northern 
Counties  Assurance  Corporation,  the  Scottish 
Commercial  Insurance  Company,  and  the  London 
and  Staffi)rdshire  Insurance  Office.  Under 
Mr.  Stewart's  control  and  guidance  the  Lanca- 
shire has  prospered  considerably.  In  1858 
the  Fire  Premium  Income  was  £41,926  ;  in  1891 
it  reached  the  colossal  figure  of  £905,238. 
During  the  same  period  the  Fire  Reserve  Fund 
which  now  exceeds  £500,000,  has  been  built  up  ; 
the  Life  Premium  Income  has  grown  from  £  1 9,724 
to  £86,022,  and  the  Life  Reserve  Fund  from 
£44,989  to  £862,639  sterUng.  In  1858  the 
total  funds  of  the  Company  were  £200,000, 
and  they  now  exceed  a  million  and  three- 
quarters  sterling.  It  must  be  always  universally 
admitted  that  the  most  potent  factor  in  reaching 
these  results  has  been  the  conspicuous  ability  and 
earnestness  which  have  characterised  Mr.  Stewart  s 
management,  and  the  honourable  and  liberal 
policy  which,  under  his  guidance,  has  marked  the 
Company's  career.  Mr.  Stewart  has  been  a 
Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  since  the  year 
1859. 
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William  Sutton,  M.A.,  F.I.A. 


Sutton,  William,  MA.,  FLA.,  is  the  present 
holder  of  the  very  important  position  of  Actuary 
to  the  Central  Office  of  the  Registry  of  Friendly 
Societies. 

He  was  bom  in  1842,  and  was  educated  at 
King  Edward's  School,  Birmingham,  whence  he 
went  to  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge.  At  the 
University  his  career  was  a  prominent  one,  as  he 
gained  various  exhibitions  and  also  a  Foundation 
Scholarship,  finally  graduating  in  1865  as  thirty- 
second  Wrangler.  1  1QCQ 

In  the  respective  years  1866,  186/  and  l»b», 
Mr.  Sutton  passed  the  three  examinations  of  the 
Institute  of  Actuaries,  to  qualify  for  the  Fellowship 
of  that  Body.  His  first  practical  connection  with 
the  Life  Insurance  world  was,  however,  not^made 
till  two  years  later,  when,  in  the  year  1870,  he 
became  private  Actuarial- Assistant  to  Mr.  T.  B. 
Sprague,  F.I.  A.,  who  at  that  time  held  the  position 
of  Actuary  and  Secretary  to  the  Equity  and  Law 
Life  Assurance  Society. 

Three  years  later  (in  1873)  Mr.  Sutton  resigned 

this   position   to   succeed  Mr.  T.  G.  C.   Browne, 

■P.LA.,  F.S.S.  (the  present  Actuary  and  Secretary 

tlie  Guardian  Assuranc  Company,  of  London), 


in  the  'post  of  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Office  of  the 
London  and  Provincial  Law  Assurance  Society. 
Here  he  remained  until  when,  in  1876,  the  Friendly 
Societies  Act  (which  had  been  passed  the  year 
previous,  1875,)  came  into  full  force  and  operation, 
Mr.  Sutton  was  selected  by  the  late  Lord 
Iddesleigh,  who  was  then  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  to  fill  the  post  of  Actuary  to  the 
Central  Office  of  the  Friendly  Societies'  Registry. 
Mr.  Sutton  now  acts  in  addition  as  Actuanal 
Adviser  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 

To  Actuarial  Literature  Mr.  Sutton  has  been  a 
prolific  and  valuable  contributor,  including, besides 
Part  1.  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries*  Text-Book, 
many  papers  and  letters  to  its  Journal,  and  he  has 
also  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  educational  and 
examining  work  of  the  Institute.  To  him  the 
Institute  will  ever  remain  specially  indebted  for 
his  services  in  connection  with  the  grant  of  a 
Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  that  body. 
Altogether  the  position  he  holds  in  the  Actuarial 
world  is  a  most  prominent  and  important  one,  and 
from  June,  1888,  to  June,  1890,  when  under  the 
bye-laws  his  term  of  office  expired,  Mr.  Sutton  held 
the  distinguished  position  of  President  of  the 
Institute.

SpeIrS,  Edwin  Robert,  is  the  Comptroller  of 
the  British  Department  of  the  Mutual  Reserve 
Fund  life  Association  of  New  York.  M>.  Speirs 
is  one  of  the  most  energetic  of  our  young  Insurance 
men.  He  was  bom  in  London  of  Scottish  parent- 
age in  1860,  and  consequently  is  now  in  his 
thirty-second  year.  Since  boyhood  he  has  been  self- 
dependent,  and  his  present  position  is  one  that  has 
been  attained  by  those  qualities  that  go  to 
make  the  successful  man.  At  an  early  age 
he  entered  the  Insurance  world  in  the  London 
Office  of  the  Scottish  Equitable.  In  1880 
he  was  appointed  to  a  Clerkship  in  the  Head 
Office  of  the  Clerical,  Medical, and  General,  making 
advancement  through  the  different  grades.  Feel- 
ing, however,  that  the  Clerical  Department  was  too 
limited,  after  a  number  of  years  he  concluded  to 


take  a  more  active  position  for  this  Office,  and 
was  very  successful  in  securing  business  for 
this  office  in  connection  with  the  City  Branch.  In 
August,  1888,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the 
London  Branch  of  the  Provincial  Life  Office.  During 
the  early  part  of  1889  his  attention  was  attracted 
towards  the  Mutual  Reserve,  and  being  induced  to 
apply  for  the  Sub- Managership,  received  the 
appointment.

Steel,  Henry,  is  the  Manager  of  the  British 
Legal  Life  Assurance  Company  of  Glasgow,  which 
post  he  has  held  since  the  death  of  his  father,  the 
foimer  manager,  in  1870. 

Mr.  Steel  has  had  a  large  experience  in  Indus- 
trial Insurance,  and  is  an  able  and  conscientious 
official. 

Sunderland,  A.  W.,  M.A.,  F  I.A.,  Actuary  of 

the  National  Life  Assurance  Society,  before  he 
entered  the  Insurance  world  was  a  Scholar  of 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  graduated 
(7th  Wrangler)  in  1876.  Four  years  after  he 
began  his  Insumnce  career  as  a  Clerk  in  the  OfSce 
of  the  National  life.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1885,  he  was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Assistant- Actuary,  and  later  in  the  same  year  the 
Directors  further  promoted  him  to  his  present 
position. 

Mr.  Sunderland  is  the  Author  of  numerous 
works  and  papers  on  various  branches  of  Actuarial 
Science,  most  of  which  are  acknowledged  as 
Standard  Works,  and  all  as  authorities,  among 
them     being     "Notes    on    Finite     Differences,'

which  was  written  for  the  use  of  the  Students  of 
the  Institute  of  Actuaries  ;  also  a  paper  "  On  Risk 
Premiums  for  Survivorship  Assurances,"  and  two 
other  papers  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Bonuses, 
which  were  lx)th  read  before  the  Institute  of 
Actuaries.  In  addition  to  these,  Mr.  Sunderland 
had  contributed  sundry  other  papers  and  articles 
to  the  Journal  of  the  Institute.  He  is  in  his 
40th  year,  and  holds  a  very  high  reputation 
among  his  scientific  brethren. 


Surenne,  David  John,  F.F.A.,  the  SecreUry 

of  the  Caledonian  Insurance  Company  of 
Edinburgh,  commenced  his  Insurance  career  in 
the  year  1856,  when  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
Colonial  Life  Assurance  Company.  This  Corpora- 
tion was  then  under  the  management  of  the  late 
William  Thomas  Thomson,  of  the  Standard  Life 
Assurance  Company,  with  which  the  Colonial  was, 
in  1866,  amalgamated.  In  the  year  1869  Mr. 
Surenne  was  appointed  by  the  Directors  of  the 
Caledonian  Insurance  Company  Assistant-Actuary 
to  that  office,  and  in  1878  Secretary  of  the 
Company.

K0gg9  QBOTgB  J.  H.)  is  the  Secretary  of  the 
East  Coast  and  Well  Deck  Insurance  Associations 
of  West  Hartlepool. 

He  began  his  career  as  a  Junior  Officer  in  the 
Navy,  and  after  serving  some  years  in  various  parts 
of  the  world,  received  injury  to  his  sight  which 
precluded  his  remaining  in  a  tropical  climate,  with 
the  result  of  his  being  invalided  and  subsequently 
withdrawing  from  the  Service.  He  then  entered 
the  office  of  a  Mutual  Insurance  Club  for  Sailing 
Vessels,  and  becoming  associated  with  the  promoters 
of  the  East  Coast  Association  in  1869,  was 
olTered  the  post  of  Secretary.  This  Association 
commenced  operations  20th  February,  1870,  and 
has  now  grown  into  a  very  large  and  important 
Club,  Mr.  Hogg  having  built  up  for  it  one  of  the 
largest  Mutual  Insurance  businesses  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  His  name  is  well-known  throughout 
the  country  and  he  is  an  acknowledged  authority 
on  all  questions  of  steamship  Insurance. 


NichollS,  Edward  William,  Underwriter    of 

the  Alliance  Marine  Assurance  Company,  Limited, 

was  born   on  the  18th  of  March,  1846,  and  is  the 

son  of  Francis  Nioholls,  a  chartered  accountant. 

In  the  year  1861,  he  commenced  his  business  life 

with   the  Salvage  Association  which  was  at  that 

time  located  at  Lloyd's.  Here  he  stayed  for  about 
four  years,  leaving  it  in  1865,  to  enter  the  service 
of  Messrs.  Leathley  and  Hardman  of  Lloyd's,  and 
he  remained  with  them  managing  their  Insurance 
brokerage  business  until  1867.  In  that  year  he 
was  appointed  Deputy  Underwriter  to  the 
Marine  Insurance  Company  Limited,  and  held 
that  position  until  the  year  1878,  when  he  received 
the  offer  of  his  present  position  and  accepted  it. 
Mr.  Nicholls  was  an  original  member  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Institute  of  LondonUnderwriters 
an^d  still  occupies  a  seat  on  that  Committee. 
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Taunton,  Frank  H.,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Royal  Liver  Friendly  Society  at  the  Chief  Offices 
of  that  enormous  collecting  organization,  in  Prescot 
Street,  Liverpool,  was  born  at  Rugeley  in  Stafford- 
shire forty  years  ago. 

He  was  educated  on  the  Continent,  and  soon 
after  leaving  College  went  out  to  Western 
Australia.  In  this  rapidly  growing  country  he  at 
first  held  several  appointments  under  the  Govern- 
ment, among  them 
being  Clerk  to  the 
Magistrates.  This 
was  followed  by 
higher  offices,  but 
Mr.  Taunton  re- 
signed them  to  go 
into  various  Bush 
Pu  rsu  i t s  and 
Ranching.  When 
in  turn  ho  aban- 
doned this  rough 
life  he  visited 
India,  Singapore 
(the  Straits  Set- 
tlements), and  also 
the  Dutch  East 
Indies  on  several 
occasions.  On 
these  journeys  he 
engaged  in  com- 
mercial pursuits, 
but  after  being 
wrecked  on  the 
South- West  Coast 
of  Sumatra  he  put 
a  termination  to 
his  wanderings  for 
a  time  and  re- 
turned to  Eng- 
land. 

At  home  he 
continued  his  com- 
mercial career,  and 
obtained  a  tempor- 
ary appointment 
on  the  stafi  of  the 
Mersey  Docks  and 
Harbour  Board  in 
Liverpool.  This 
position  he  shortly 
afterwards  resign- 
ed to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  Royal  Liver 
Friendly  Society,  and  thus  commenced  his  Insur- 
ance career. 

For  some  years  with  this  Society  he  acted  as 
"  Travelling  Agent  *'  and  in  this  capacity  he  had 
excellent  opportunities  of  learning  the  practical 
work  of  **  collecting,"  of  which  he  availed  himself  to 
the  utmost  possible  extent,  as  his  subsequent  career 
has  proved.      While  holding  this  position  he  was

in  charge  at  dififerent  times  of  Agencies  of  the 
Society  in  Cork,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Warrington, 
Bangor,  and  other  places. 

At  this  time  his  brother,  Edward  F.  Taunton, 
who,  it  will  be  remembered,  mainly  brought  aboat 
the  reform  in  the  management  of  the  Royal  Liver, 
was  the  Secretary  of  that  Society.  This  gentleman 
was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  Mr.  Frank  H. 
Taunton,  then  Chief  Inspector  of  Agencies,  was 

selected  by  the 
Board  of  Manage- 
ment to  act  as  his 
locum  tenems  until 
he  could  be  suf- 
ficiently cured  to 
return  to  his 
duties.  This  last 
event,  however, 
never  took  place, 
and.  after  a  long 
wearying  illness, 
Mr.  Edward  F. 
Ta  un  ton  suc- 
cumbed. It  speaks 
volumes  for  the 
ability  his  brother 
had  displayed  in 
his  temporary  pos- 
ition by  simply 
recording  the  fact 
that  he  was  unan- 
imously selected 
by  the  Board  of 
Management  of 
the  Society  to 
take  permanently 
the  Chair  of  the 
Secretary  that  he 
had  so  ably  filled 
temporarily. 

For  about  two 
yeiirs  Mr.Taunton 
was        Honorai*y 
Secretary   to  the 
Congress  of  (Col- 
lecting)  Friendly 
Societies,  but  sub- 
sequently resigned 
that   office,   after 
having  given   evi 
dence   before  the 
Select  Committee  on  Industrial  Insurance  of  the 
House  of  Commons  in  the  year  1889,  and  before  a 
Select  Committee  of  the  House  [of  Lords  in  the 
following  year. 

Mr.  Frank  H.  Taunton  has  certainly  had  a 
more  varied  and  wider  experience  of  men  and 
places  than  falls  to  the  lot  of  most  Secretaries  of 
Insurance  Societies. 
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J.  B.  Tennant,  F.I. a. 


Tennant,  J.  B.,  the  Secretary  and  Actuary  of 
the  Friends'  Provident  Institution,  has  been  in 
the  service  of  the  Institution  since  December, 
1860.  Previously  to  entering  the  Insurance 
profession,  Mr.  Tennant  had  gained  some  valuable 
business  experience  in  the  Office  of  the  North- 
Eastern  Railway  Company  at  York,  and  since 
entering  the  service  of  the  Institution  he  has  been 
engaged  in  almost  every  department  of  the  work  of 
the  OflSce.  Twenty  years  ago  he  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Actuarial  Department,  and  at  the  same  time 
he  became  an  Associateof  the  Institute  of  Actuaries.

Thompson,  R^WM^the  General  Manager  of  the 
Northern  Accident  Insurance  Company,  Glasgow, 
is  a  native  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  He  received 
his  first  Insurance  experience  as  an  Agent  of  the 
Northern  Accident  Insurance  Company,  at  New- 
castle-on-Tyne in  1883;  in  March,  1884,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  the  Inspector  of  the  Newcastle 
Branch,  and  later  on  was  made  the  Resident  Secre- 
tary of  this  branch.  In  consequence  of  his  success 
in  this  district  he  was,  in  March,  1886,  selected 
by  the  Directors  as  their  Assistant-Secretary  at 
the  Head  Office  in  Glasgow,  and  in  November,  1 888, 
he  was  still  further  promoted  to  the  post  of  Secre- 
tary, and  in  1889  he  was  made  General  Manager.

Since  that  time 
he  has  steadily  worked  hia  way  through  every  depart- 
ment of  the  Company,  winning  the  esteem  of  all 
both  for  his  personal  qualities  and  his  ready  grasp 
of  all  the  manifold  details  of  the  business^  which

C.  H,  Venning,  F.S.S. 

Venning,  C  Harrison,  F.S.S.,  the  Secretary 

of  the  Local  Government  Mutual  Guarantee 
Society,  is  the  son  of  Daniel  Venning,  Esq.,  of 
Whalesborough,  Stratton,  North  Devon,  for  many 
years  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor  of  the  Stratton  Union.  He  was  educated 
at  the  Bedford  Grammar  School,  Tavistock,  and 
at  the  Queen's  College,  Taunton,  in  connection 
with  which  latter  Institution  he  afterwards 
became  Honorary  Secretary,  and  Member  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Taunton  (Queen's  College} 
Old  Boys'  Union. 

At  the  commencement  of  his  Commercial  career, 
Mr.  Venning  was  more  closely  associated  with 
Building  Societies  than  with  Insurance  Offices, 
and  in  1888  published  a  set  of  Building  Society 
Rules,  containing  unique  tables  of  Repayment, 
for  which  is  claimed  a  principle  of  equity — in 
adjusting  the  uncertainty  and  unfairness  of  the 
Ballot  System — not  previously  attempted  by  such 
Societies. 

In  1886  he  became  the  first  Superintendent 
in  London  of  the  Mutual  Reserve  Fund  Life 
Association  of  New  York,  in  which  capacity  he 
achieved  a  very  considerable  success. 

In  1888  he  undertook  the  Secretaryship  of  the 
Leicester  Assurance  Company,  but  two  years 
later,  being  invited  to  co-operate  with  some  of  the 
leading  officials  in  the  Local  Government  Service

to  found  a  Guarantee  Society  in  the  interests  of 
Local  Government  Officers,  he  severed  his  con- 
nection with  the  Leicester  to  become  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  newly-formed  Society,  and  has  since 
received  many  marked  expressions  of  the  esteem 
and  confidence  in  which  he  is  held  by  the 
Directors  and  all  those  connected  with  the  Local 
Government  Mutual  Guarantee  Society. 

He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Society, 
and,  being  but  thirty-five  years  of  age,  has  a 
future  of  usefulness  before  him. 


Warner,  Samuel  George,  F.I.A.,  is  the  Sec- 
retary and  Actuary  9f  the  Law  Union  and  Crown 
Fire  and  Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  Insurance  career  of  Mr.  Warner  began  in 
the  year  1872,  when  he  received  an  appointment 
on  the  staff  of  the  London  Office  of  the  Scottish 
Provincial  Assurance  Company  of  Aberdeen 
(since  amalgamated  with  the  North  British  and 
Mercantile  Insurance  Company). 

In  1886,  when  the  appointment  of  Actuary  of

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William  Wallis,  F.LA. 


WalUs,  William,  F.I.A.,  the  Actuary  of  the 
Union  Assurance  Society  in  London,  commenced 
his  Insurance  career  in  1852,  when  he  entered  as  a 
Clerk  the  oflBce  of  the  Star  Life  Insurance 
Company.  Four  years  later  he  began  his  Actu- 
arial experience  by  passing  the  Matriculation 
Examination  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  in 
1856,  and  he  successfully  got  through  the  second 
examination  in  the  following  year  (1857).  In 
the  year  1860  he  received  the  appointment  of 
Actuarial  Clerk  in  the  Union  Life  Office,  Mr. 
Ebenezer  Wenham,  who  was  then  the  Actuary  to 
the  Company,  being  in  failing  health  at  the  time. 
At  the  death  of  this  gentleman,  which  occurred 
in  the  same  year,  Mr.  Wallis,  then  in  his  twenty- 
third  year,  became  practically  the  Actuary  of  the 
Company,  though  the  actual  title  was  not  accorded 


to  him  until  some  years  later.  The  Union  Assur- 
ance Society,  which  dates  its  establishment  from  the 
year  1714,  and  carried  on  its  business  in  the  good 
old  days  when  proposers  came  to  the  office  direct 
and  of  their  own  accord,  had,  of  course,  some  diffi- 
culty in  accommodating  itself  to  the  vastly 
different  state  of  things  that  exists  to-day  ;  but 
that  it  has  done  so  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
the  new  business  which,  when  Mr.  Wallis  entered 
the  service  of  the  Society,  was  less  than  two 
hundred  policies  per  annum,  was  last  year  over 
five  thousand  eight  hundred  policies.  Much 
of  this  advance  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  energy 
and  enterprise  of  Mr.  Wallis,  and  certainly 
every  step  the  Society  has  taken  to  enable  it  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  times,  if  not  actually  initiated 
by  him,  has  received  his  warmest  support 
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Henry  Ward. 


Ward,  Henry,  F.S.S.,  the  Secretary  and  Man- 
ager of  the  General  Assurance  Company,  entered 
that  office  at  an  early  age,  and  by  his  perseverance 
and  industry  rapidly  advanced  from  one  stage  to 
another, until,in  1880,he  was  made  Fire  Manager  on 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Bone,  his  former  chief.  Here 
he  still  continued  to  do  good  work,  with  the  result 
that  though  the  Fire  Loss  ratio  remained  well  within 
the  limits  of  safety,  the  income  was  increased  50 
per  cent.  .  While  Fire  Manager  Mr.  Ward  took 
a  very  large  personal  share  in  the  opening  of 
several  very  valuable  direct  foreign  agencies, 
whose  establishment  has,  in  a  great  measure, 
contributed  to  the  above-mentioned  results.  Mr. 
Ward  was  promoted  to  his  present  position   in 


1887,  and  the  energy  and  aptitude  shown  in  the 
subordinate  have  been  maintained  in  the  chief 
position,  as  is  evidenced  by  facts  that  speak  for 
themselves,  andT  require  no  comment.  During  the 
£vo  years  that  have  elapsed  since  his  appointment 
to  the  helm  of  affairs,  the  Income  of  both  Depart- 
ments of  his  Company  has  been  raised  by  over  18 
per  cent.,  while  the  wealth  of  the  Office  has  been 
increased  by  some  £300,000. 

Fluent  and  concise  in  public  speaking,  Mr. 
Ward  has  done  much  good  service  in  arranging 
and  attending  meetings  of  Agents  and  Branch

Waters,  Arthur,  the  Managing  Director  of  the 
London  and  Provincial  Horse  and  Carriage  Insur- 
ance Company,  Limited,  and  The  Horse  Insurance 
Company,  Limited,  of  Queen  Victoria  Street, 
London,  was  born  in  Devonshire  in  the  year 
1850.  ^ 

After  completi)ig  his  education  and  gaining  a 
fairly  wide  knowledge  and  experience  of  Com- 
mercial Life  he  was,  in  the  year  1877,  appointed  a 
Member  of  the  staff  of  this  Company,  with  the 
position  of  Secretary.  He  was  subsequently 
promoted  to  the  position  of  General  Manager,  and 
in  1887,  ten  years  after  making  his  first  connection 
with  the  office,  he  was  elected  to  a  seat  on  the 
Board  and  appointed  Managing  Director,  the 
position  which  he  still  occupies.

He  was  born  in  1863,  and  gained  his  first 
Insurance  experience  in  the  office  of  the  National 
Guarantee  and  Suretyship  Association  of  Eldin- 
burgh,  where  he  remained  for  over  eight  years. 
He  has  been  in  the  service  of  his  present  Company 
since  it  commenced  business  in  1890,  and  has 
acquired  a  valuable  experience  in  Fidelity,  Invest- 
ment Guarantee  and  Burglary  Insurance.  He  is  a 
Member  of  the  Chartered  Accountonts'  Society  of 
Edinburgh,  haeing  qualified  in  1889.

Waugrh,    John,    C.E.,    is  the    Manager    and 
Engineer  of  the  Yorkshire  Boiler  Insurance  and 
Kteam  Users'  Company  at  Bradford,  Yorks.   He  is  a 
native    of    Yorkshire,    and     acquired    his     first 
experience  in  the  engineering  profession  with  the 
firm  of  Messrs.    Hick   and  Sons,  of  Bolton,  for 
whom,  after  having  duly  served  his  apprenticeship, 
he  went  to  Egypt  to  carry  out  a  contract  for  the 
erection   of  flour  and  cotton  mills,  and  pumping 
works  for  the  Government  of  that  country.

Wells,  Ernest  Arthur,  is  the  Secretary  of  the 
Yorkshire  Boiler  Insurance  and  Steam  Users* 
Company  of  Bradford.  Mr.  Wells  is  a  native  of 
Manchester,  where  he  was  born  in  1856,  and 
having  received  his  education  at  the  Grammar 
School  at  Leeds,  commenced  his  business  career  in 
the  service  of  Messrs.  H.  W.  and  J.  Blackburn, 
Accountants,  a  firm  having  a  very  large  connection 
in  the  two  great  centres  of  Leeds  and  Bradford. 
He  subsequently  served  for  a  number  of  years  in 
Messrs.  William  Williams,  Brown  and  Company's 
Bank  at  Leeds,  and  on  leaving  them,  having  by 
this  time  acquired  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
accounts  and  financing,  he  started  an  Accountancy 
and  Insurance  Agency  business  on  his  own  account 
in  Leeds.

Wainwrigfhty  John,  the  Secretary  and  Manager 
of  the  Federative  Insurance  Company  of  Oldham, 
in  the  formation  of  which  Company  he  was  the 
chief  mover,  was  originally  engaged  in  the  cotton 
business,  and  had  served  in  more  than  one  office  of 
that  trade.  In  1875  the  Insurance  rates  on  cotton 
mills  were  so  high  that  they  were  a  serious  drain 
on  the  profits  of  the  owners,  no  allowances  being 
made  by  the  Tariff  Officers  for  even  the  newest 
premises  fitted  up  with  the  best  possible  fire 
appliances.  This  was  felt  to  be  a  great  injustice, 
and  accordingly  Mr.  Wainwright,  whose  manifold 
experience  of  the  business  and  the  risks  thereby 
incurred  pointed  him  out  as  the  fittest  person  to 
undertake  the  work,  was  deputed  to  form  a  special 
Insurance  Company  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  trade.  This  he  effected  most  successfully, 
issuing  circulars  to  the  Directors  of  Cotton  Mills 
in  Oldham  and  District,  calling  meetings  to  discuss 
the  matter  freely,  and  in  a  very  short  time  the 
Federative  Company  was  formed  with  a  Board  of 
seven  Directors,  each  representing  a  cotton  mill 
and  elected  by  the  Shareholding  Companies.  The 
capital  is  £51,010  in  shares  of  £1  eiwh,  of  which 
four  shillings  and  three-pence  have  been  called  up, 
subscribed  entirely  by  Policy-holders,  who  consist 
of  Cotton  Mill  Companies  and  Co-operative 
Societies.  The  Company,  under  Mr.  Wainwright's 
able  management,  has  fulfilled  all  the  expectations 
which  were  formed  of  it  at  its  formation,  the 
reserve  fund  being  £20,000. 


James  Graham  Watson. 


Watson,  James  Graham,  the  Manager  of  the 
Scottish  Provident  Institution,  was  born  in 
1850,  the  son  of  the  lat-e  Manager  and  co-founder, 
Mr.  James  Watson,  and  having  been  educated  at 
Edinburgh  Academy,  was  trained  for  business  in 
the  Office  of  Mr.  Gillies  Smith,  Chartered  Accoun- 
tant, now  ^lanager  of  the  North  British  and 
Mercantile  Insurance  Office.  Mr.  Watson  qualified 
as  a  Chartered  Accountant  in  1874,  in  which 
same  year  he  entered  the  Office  of  the  Scottish 
Provident  Institution.  Here  he  gradually  worked 
himself  up,  fortunate  in  being  under  the  carefully 
guiding  eye  of  his  father,  and  successively  became 
Assistant-Secretary,  Joint  Secretary,  and  Secretary, 
from  which  last  duties  he  was  promoted  to  his 
present  position,  on  the  retirement  of  his  father 
in  1890.

Daniel,  Henry.  The  professional  life  of  Mr. 
Henry  Daniel  (Alexander,  Daniel,  Selfe  and  Com- 
pany) began  as  a  lad  with  the  late  Mr.  Samuel 
Alexander  and  his  father,  as  Messrs.  Alexander 
and  Son  in  1840.  A  slight  break  having  occurred, 
his  connection  was  resumed  in  1850,  and  subse- 
quently entering  into  partnership  with  Mr. 
Alexander,  his  duties  became  rapidly  more  and 
more  important,  until  the  Fenian  Rising  in  March, 
1867,  involved  him  in  very  risky  and  responsible 
investigations  in  Ireland.  This  formed  the  com- 
mencement of  a  vast  increase  in  this  branch  of 
the  business,  extending  to  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  result  of  this  extensive  work 
rendered  Mr.  Daniel's  experience  exceedingly 
valuable,  and  he  was  requested  to  give  evidence 
upon  Fire  Insurance  questions  before  a  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Of  late  years  the  increasing  responsibilities  of 
the  general  Auctioneering  and  Valuing  Business  of 
the  firm,  added  to  the  late  Mr.  Samuel  Alexander's 
failing  health,  have  rendered  it  imperative  upon 
Mr.  Daniel  to  largely  withdraw  from  more  active

W.  H.   Andersson  received  his  early  education  at 
St.   George's  House,  Everton,  Liverpool,  and  "was 
afterwards  apprenticed  to  the  soap-boiling  business. 
He   then   made   a   voyage  to  the  West  Coast  of 
Africa  ;  and  eventually,  in  the  year  1844,  entered 
the   service   of  the  two  Norwich  Union  Societies 
in   Liverpool  as  Assistant  to  his  father  ;  having 
thus  at  the  present    time  completed    forty-eight 
years  of  Insurance  work  in  the  service  of  the  same 
employers.     Mr.  W.  H.  Andersson  has  been  very 
successful  in  his  work,  not  the  least  instance  of 
his    zeal   and    goodwill    in    the     behalf    of    his 
employers  being  the  special  recommendation  laid 
by   him   before  them  that  they  should  effect  the 
purchase  of  the  present  handsome  premises  which 
their  offices  now  occupy,  which  purchase  took  place 
twenty-seven  years  ago  in  1865.  Mr.  Andersson  has 
now  in   his    turn   his  son  for  his  assistant,  in  the 
superintendence  of  the  two  Insurance  businesses,  the 
firm  being  known  as  Messrs.  W.  H.  Andersson  and 
Son.  Mr.  W.  H.  Andersson  takes  some  considerable 
part  also  in  local  affairs,  and  in  the  April  of   1889 
was  appointed  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County  of  Lancaster.

Andersson,  Arthur    Robert,  is  the  Junior 

District  Manager  of  the  Norwich  Union  Fire  and 
Life  Insurance  Societies  Branch  in  Liverpool,  and 
is  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  William  Heniy  Andersson, 
with  whom  he  is  associated  in  the  business  of  that 
Branch.  Mr.  A.  R.  Andersson  was  born  on  the 
12th  of  July,  in  the  year  1854,  and  is  thus  at 
present  in  the  thirty-eighth  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
primarily  educated  at  the  Royal  Institution  School 
in  his  native  town  of  Liverpool,  and  when  of 
sufficient  age  to  commence  the  more  serious  busi- 
ness of  earning  his  own  livelihood  was  apprenticed 
to  one  of  the  principal  firms  of  cotton  brokers  of 
that  city.  He  continued  after  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  apprenticeship  in  the  same  line  of  busi- 
ness until  1876,  in  the  month  of  February  of  which 
latter  year  he  gave  up  cotton  broking  in  order 
that  he  might  become  associated  with  his  father 
in  the  Joint  Office  of  the  Norwich  Union  Fire  and 
Life  Societies.

Andersson  was  appointed  to  the  post  which  he  at 
present  holds  of  Joint  District  Manager  in  con- 
junction with  his  father,  the  appointment  being 
made  at  the  time  when  the  branch  arrangements 
of  the  Norwich  Union  Societies  were  first  being 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

Anson,  The  Honourable  Frederie  William, 

Manager  of  the  West  End  Branch  of  the  Com- 
mercial Union  Assurance  Company,  is  the  fotfrth 
son  of  the  late  Earl  of  Lichfield,  and  was  born  in 
1862,  his  mother  being  the  eldest  daughter  of 
the  Ist  Duke  of  Abercorn.  Mr.  Anson  was 
appointed  to  his  present  position  in  the  Spring 
of  1886,  then  being  but  twenty-four  years  of  age, 
so  that  he  may  no  doubt  claim  to  be  the  youngest 


Branch  Manager  of  an  influential  Insurance 
Office.  His  Management  has  been  marked  with 
conspicuous  success.  The  year  of  his  receiving 
this  appoiniijdent  he  married  Florence,  the  eldest 
daughter  of  Colonel  Bagot  Lane,  Coldstream 
Guards,  of  King's  Bromley  Manor,  Lichfield,  and 
Lily  Hill,  Ascot,  and  his  home  is  in  Hertfordshire. 
Mr.  Anson  is  also  a  Director  of  the  Securities 
Insurance  Company,  Limited. 
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Watson,  JamOS)  was,  until  his  retirement  in 
March,  1890,  the  Manager  of  the  Scottish  Provi- 
dent Institution,  with  whose  career  from  its  com- 
mencement his  own  has  been  practically  identified. 
He  was  born  in  Edinburgh  in  1811  ;  and,  having 
received  his  education  at  the  High  School  and  the 
University,  served  his  apprenticeship  to  business 
in   an  accountant's  office.     He  then  entered  into 
partnership  with  Mr.  James  Cleghorn,  one  of  the 
higkest  authorities  on  Actuarial  business  of   his 
time ;  and,  though  Mr.  Watson  always  attributes 
the  credit  of  the 
original    idea    to 
Mr.    Cleghorn,  it 
was  virtually  the 
two  together  who 
started    this     re- 
markable Mutual 
Life       Assurance 
Society   in    1837. 
On   the   death  of 
Mr.    Cleghorn   in 
the  following  year, 
Mr.   Watson  was 
appointed    to  the 
sole  management ; 
and  under  his  able 
administration, 
the  history  of  the 
Scottish       Provi- 
dent may  be  said 
to  have  been  one 
unbroken    record 
of  prosperity.  The 
leading  idea  of  its 
founders  was,  that 
— while  as  a  non- 
proprietary      So- 
ciety   the   profits 
should  belong  sole- 
ly to  the  members 
— in  consideration 
of    its    low    pre- 
miums, those  only 
who   survived   to 
pay    up  .  in    pre 
miums  the  amount 
of    their    policies 
and     secure     the 
Bonus  Fund  from 
loss     should     be 
entitled  to  participate ;  and  to  this  principle  the 
Office  has  adhered  since  its  commencement.    From 
the   first   it  attracted  considerable  attention   to 
itself,  from  the  diffisrence  between  it  and  the  usual 
type  of  Insurance  Office  then  existing ;  and  it  has 
been  the  subject  of  many  and  repeated  attacks, 
mainly  on  the  ground  of  the  novelty  of  its  principle, 
but   Mr.  Watson  has  never  given  way  to  these, 
but  has  quietly  pursued  his  own  course ;    thus 
convincing  his  opponents  against  their  will  by  his 
success.     Indeed,  it  may  safely  be  asserted  that  it

has  been  for  the  most  part  due  to  Mr.  Watson's 
individual  efforts  that  the  business  of  the  Scottish 
Provident  has  outstripped  most  others  of  a  like 
nature  ;  the  accumulatcKl  funds  now  amounting  to 
over  seven  millions  sterling.  Mr.  Watson,  in 
1874,  did  great  service  to  the  public  when  he 
exposed  many  of  the  fallacies  propounded  by  the 
American  Insurance  Companies  which  had  estab- 
lished branches  in  England  and  hoped  thereby  to 
attract  custom.  He  has  always  set  his  face 
steadfastly  against  the  too  reckless  expenditure  of 

commissions, 
which  was  for- 
merly no  incon- 
siderable item  in 
the  cost  of  Insur- 
ance. 

The    career    of 
Mr.  Watson  as  an 
insurance  official 
may  be  well  said 
to  be  unique.    He 
has     never    been 
associated      with 
any   other    Office 
than  the  Scottish 
Provident;   close- 
ly associated  with 
]  ts     original 
founder,    and  the 
calculator   of    its 
tables     when     it 
was   founded,    he 
has    not     merely 
held  office  in   it, 
but  has  been  its 
Manager,    practi- 
cally,    from     its 
commencement  to 
his  recent  retire- 
ment into  private 
life.       His     rare 
abilities,  decision 
of  character, 
breadth  of  mind, 
and  unfailing  tact, 
have   greatly 
served  to  enhance 
the  popularity  of 
his   Office.       HiB 
directors  and  his 
staff  have  always  placed   the   greatest  confidence 
in   him,  and,  in    1888,  the  year  of  his  jubilee  as 
sole  Manager,  he  was  presented  with  two  hand- 
some] testimonials,   one   from   the   Branch  Secre- 
taries of  the  Institution  throughout  the  kingdom, 
and  the  other  from  his  directora,  the  latter  causing 
to  be  placed  on  their  Minutes  a  special  record  of 
his  services,  and  an  expression  of  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  unsparing  devotion  with  which  he  has 
given  the  services  of  a  life-time  to  the  interests  of 
the  Institution.

Watson,  Thomas  Wilkinson,  FSS.,  is  the  ' 

Manager  of  the  Scottish  Imperial  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Glasgow.  He  was  born  in  the  ancient 
and  historical  Scottish  Metropolis  in  the  year 
1843.  He  is  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  George 
Watson,  who,  at  the  commencement  of  a  highly- 
promising  career  as  a  Writer  to  the  Signet,  gave  up 
the  legal  profession  for  religion,  and  became  a 
Minister  of  the  Apostolic  Church.  While  filling 
this  position  he  married  a  daughter  of  a  clergyman 
of  the  Church  of  England.  Their  union  was 
blessed  with  a  large  family,  one  member  of  which 
is  the  subject  of  this  article.  His  early  training 
was  certainly  somewhat  Draconian.  His  education 
was  practically  begun  at  the  early  age  of  ^ve^  when 
he  was  entered  at  the  Circus  Place  School  in  his 
native  city.  At  the  age  of  seven  he  was  transfen-ed 
to  the  High  School,  Glasgow,  where  he  remained 
until  he  reached  the  age  of  thirteen,  and  at  that 
early  age  he  began  his  professional  and  commercial 
career,  being  then  apprenticed  to  a  Chartered 
Accountant  in  Glasgow.      Four  years  later,  when 


only  seventeen,  his  health  completely  broke  down, 
and  he  was  an  invalid,  with  very  shadowy  hopes 
of  recovery.  When  he  was  twenty  years  old  the 
doctors  were  compelled  to  amputate  one  of  his 
feet.  After  this  he  did  somewhat  improve  in 
health,  gradually,  it  is  true,  but  in  such  way  that 
when  he  was  twenty-two  he  was  able  to  resume 
work.  He  then  entered  the  service  of  the  Scottish 
Imperial  Insurance  Company.  This  was  in  the 
year  1866,  when  that  office  was  just  commencing 
business.  Here  he  was  successively  appointed  to 
the  responsible  positions  of  Cashier,  Accountant, 
Assistant- Actuary,  and  eventually  to  be  Actuary 
to  the  Company.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Scottish  Imperial  finally  determined  to  relinquish 
its  fire  business  altogether,  and  on  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  this  being  completed  and  carried 
out,  Mr.  T.  Wilkinson  VVatson  was  by  them 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Manager,  holding 
that  appointment  in  conjunction  with  that  of 
Actuary.  Mr.  Watson  holds  a  high  reputation 
in  the  Actuarial  world,  and  has  been  twice 
elected  the  President  of  the  Insurance  and 
Actuarial  Society  of  Glasgow.

Weaving,  Alfred,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Employers*  Liability  and  Workpeople's  Insurance 
Company,  Limited,  of  Newhall  Street,  Birmingham, 
was  born  in  Warwickshire  in  the  year  1859. 

The  whole  of  his  Insurance  experience  has  been 
gained  in  the  service  of  the  Office  in  which  he 
now  holds  so  responsible  and  onerous  a  position.

At  the  end  of  that  time,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Mr. 
John  L.  Fisk,  he  was  offered  and  accepted  an 
appointment  with  his  old  office,  with  which  he 

I   remained  up  to  the  time  of  its  amalgamation  with 

I   the  British  and  Foreign  Mjarine  1 
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White,  F.  A.,  UndeKwriter  and  Manager  of  the 
Marine  Insurance  Company   Limited,  received  his 
Marine  Insurance  training  at  Lloyd's,  the  great 
school  for    successful     Company     Underwriters. 
After  a  preliminary  probation  of  some  years  under 
the  auspices   of  Mr.  Arthur  Burnand,  brother  of 
his  predecessor  in  the  Marine  Insurance  Company, 
he  became  an  Underwriter  for.  himself  and  two  or 
three  other  gentlemen  in  Lloyd^s,   and   at  once 
acquired  for  him- 
self, by  his  activ- 
ity  and  aptitude 
for  business,    the 
position  of  a  man 
of   mark  and  in- 
fluence in  the  ca- 
reer   which  he 
had  chosen.      In 
1874  his  diligence 
was    rewarded 
by     his    appoint- 
ment to  his  pre- 
sent    post ;    and 
putting      himself 
strenuously   to 
work,  he  rapidly 
succeeded  in  the 
task    that    had 
been     set     him 
of  regaining   the 
position    for    his 
Company     which 
it  had  temporarily 
lost  in  the  inter- 
val  which   had 
elapsed     between 
Mr.    Burnand's 
retirement  and  his 
own  appointment. 
It  is  stated — and, 
from     a    close 
examination  into 
statistics,  there  is 

every  reason  to  believe  that  the  statement  is 
thoroughly  trustworthy — that  under  Mr.  White's 
skilful  and  prudent  management  the  profits 
of  the  Marine  Insurance  Company  have,  in  the 
comparatively  brief  period  of  fourteen  years, 
exceeded  one  million  and  a  quarter  sterling.  But 
Mr.  White  did  even  more  than  this  for  the 
Marine  Insurance  fraternity  generally.  At  the 
time  when  he  had  established  himself  in  the  front 


rank  of  his  branch  of  the  profession,  the  outlook 
of  Marine  Insurance  was  very  gloomy.  Foreign 
agencies  were  multiplying  fast  in  the  City,  to  the 
extent  of  at  least  three  times  their  former  number, 
not  to  speak  of  Colonial,  Australian,  China^  and 
Indian  Offices.  To  popularize  their  business, 
many  of  these  adopted  a  system  of  ofiEering  large 
bonuses  to  their  clients  at  the  end  of  each  financial 
year ;  and  for  a  time  this  attractive  prospect  of 

sharing  in  the  pro- 
fits strongly  temp- 
ted even  some  of 
the  first-class 
houses  to  desert 
the  older  institu- 
tions. To  meet 
such  competition 
in  the  open 
market  required 
a  man  of  ex- 
ceptional boldness 
and  resource,  but 
such  an  one  was 
fortunately  forth- 
coming in  the  per- 
son of  Mr.  White, 
to  whom  one  and 
all  of  the  older 
Companies,  as  well 
as  the  firms  which 
had  established 
themselves  at 
Lloyd's  will  ever 
owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  his 
services  during 
that  trying  time. 
His  method  of  at- 
tack was  to  reduce 
the  rates  of  In- 
surance  from 
F.  A.  Whitb.  India     and     the 

East,     and     thus 
I   catch  the  bonus  Companies  in  the  most  vulnerable 
I  point  of  their  system ;  these  rates  having  been,  up 
to  that  time,  the  principal  source  whence  the  bonus 
I   that  they  distributed  was  derived.     It  was  a  bold 
stroke  to  win  back  the  former  power  of  the  old 
Companies,  but  it  was  well  calculated,  and  the  re- 
sult has  borne  ample  testimony  to  its  wisdom,  few 
of  the  clients  having  failed  to  have  been  eventu- 
ally convinced  that  after  all  "  the  old  is  better."

Wilkins,  William  George,  holds  the  important 

position  of  Fire  Manager  of  the  old  estab- 
lished Union  Fire  and  Life  Assurance  Society  of 
London,  to  which  he  was  appointed  in  the  year 
1888. 

Mr.  Wilkins  commenced  his  business  life  as  a 
Clerk  in  the  office  of  his  father  (who  carried  on  an 
extensive  business  as  a  Russian  Merchant)  in  the 
year  1850.  Two  years  later  (in  1^52)  he  deserted 
commerce  for  Insurance,  then  entering  the  service 
of  the  Monarch  Insurance  Company  of  London.

Williams,  Frederic  Bessant  F.SS ,  the  Mana- 
ging Director  of  the  London  and  General  Plate  Glass 
Insurance  Company,  Limited,  of  Leicester  Square, 
London,  was  born  at  Hackney,  Middlesex,  in 
1836.  He  was  educated  at  Oxford,  and  first 
entered  the  Insurance  profession  in  the  year  1854. 
Seven  years  later  (in  1861)  he  was  appointed 
to    the    position    of    Secretary  to    the  office    of 


which  he  is  the  present  official  head,  and  after 
holding  that  position  for  twenty-five  years,  he 
was  in  1887  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Managing 
Director,  which  position  he  still  holds. 

In  the  year  1864  Mr.  Williams  was  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Society,  and  is  in 
addition  a  Member  of  the  Courts  of  two  of  the 
Livery  Companies  of  the  City  of  London,  namely, 
"The  Paper  Stainers"  and  "The   Blacksmiths.

Wilson,  Henry  Edward,  Is  the  Secretary  of 
the  London  Office  of  the  Northern  Insurance 
Company,  and  has  spent  a  considerable  portion 
of  his  life  in*  the  service  of  that  Corporation.

He  was  bom  at  Godalming  in  the  year  1857,  and 
rafter  completing  his  education  was  appointed  to  a

•remained  in  the  service  of  that  Company.

Woods,  Ernest,  F.I. A.,  the  Actuary  of  the 
Westminster  and  General  Life  Assurance 
Association  of  London,  was  born  in  the  year 
1855. 

He  received  the  first  portion  of  his  education  at 
the  Royal  Grammar  School  of  Guildford,  in  the 
County  of  Surrey,  under  Dr.  Merriman,  and 
completed  his  early  studies  at  the  College 
Galliard,  Lausanne,  1  ranee. 

His  Insurance  career  was  commenced  by  the 
appointment  to  a  Clerkship  in  the  Westminster 
Fire  Office  in  the  year  1872,  and  while  fulfilling 
the  duties  of  that  post  he  had  charge  of  the 
Guarantee  Department  of  the  Company.  Six 
years  later  (in  1878)  he  resigned  this   office  on

Woodward,  William,  is  the  Joint  Managing 
Director  with  Mr.  Grayling  of  the  London  and 
Manchester  Industrial  Assurance  Company.  Mr. 
Woodward  devoted  his  earlier  years  to  commercial 
pursuits,  which,  however,  he  soon  relinquished 
from  choice  for  the  calling  of  Life  Assurance. 
The  scene  of  his  labours  was  at  Sheffield,  as 
representative  of  the  Friend  in  Need,  where,  by 
the  exercise  of  the  qualities  of  industry  and 
perseverance,  he  was  rewarded  by  seeing  his  efforts 
result  in  a  rapidly  increasing  and  thriving  Agency.

Wrig^ht,  Alfred,  who  holds  the  responsible 
position  of  Treasurer  of  the  Royal  Liver  Friendly 
Society,  was  born  at  Liverpool  in  1851,  and  was 
educated  at  Liverpool  Institute  in  that  city.  In 
1868  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Society  as  a 
Junior  Clerk.  He  soon  showed  a  remarkable 
capacity  for  accounts,  and  rapidly  rose  above  his 
contemporaries.  The  year  1880  saw  him 
entrusted  with  the  position  of  Deputy  Treasurer, 
a  post  which  he  filled  to  the  satisfaction  of  every- 
one ;  and  he  ultimately  succeeded  the  late 
Treasurer  (Mr.  Stephenson)  in  1862. 

The  poit  of  Treasurer  is  no  sinecure.     There  is

Barclay,  Georgre  W.  W.,  M.A.,  J.P.,  F.R.S.E-^ 

commenced  a  career  which  has  been  singularly 
active  and  varied  in  the  service  of  the  Indian 
Government.  Official  employment  not  proving 
congenial  to  his  taste,  he  left  it  to  take  the 
Editorship  of  the  Calcutta  Englishman^  the 
leading  daily  newspaper  in  India.  This  position 
he  occupied  for  five  years,  during  a  portion  of 
which  period  he  also  acted  as  the  Editor  of  the 
Calcutta  Review,  While  residing  in  the  Metropolis 
of  our  Indian  Empire,  his  abilities  were  widely 
recognised,  and  he  was  connected  with  many 
public  bodies.  Among  other  honours  he  was 
made  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  City, 
and  also  a  Fellow  of  the  University  of  Calcutta.

West  of  England  with  a  view  to  becoming  his 
successor  in  the  post.     Mr.  Bourne  has  represented

C'ompany,  and  on  the  amalgamation  of  that 
Company  with  the  Great  Northern  Railway  of 
Ireland,  was  appointed  Secretary  and  Manager  of 
the  Dundalk  and  Newry  Steam  Packet  Company, 
which  mainly  owes  its  present  sound  position  to 
his  energetic  management.  While  in  Dundalk  he 
conducted  the  Marine  Insurance  business  of  that 
port,  and  acted  as  Local  Agent  for  the  Scottish 
Provincial  Assurance  Company,  of  which  he 
subsequently  became  Irish  Secretary,  which  post 
he  held  until  that  Company's  amalgamation  with 
the  North  British  and  Mercantile,  when  he  became 
Resident  Secretary  to  that  latter  office. 


ColIinSOn,  William  Robert,  District  Manager 
of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  at 
their  Yorkshire  Branch,  was  bom  in  London  in 
1859,  and  educated  at  the  Birkbeck  Schools, 
Peckham.  In  1876  he  entered  the  New  York 
TJfe's  London  Office,  and  was  deputed  to  open  up 
the  West  of  England  District  for  his  Company 
prior  to  their  opening  a  new  Branch  at  Bristol  in 
1881,  by  visiting  the  chief  towns  in  Gloucester-

shire,  Somersetshire,  and  South  Wales,  to  secure 
agents  and  business  for  the  office.  Though  much 
good  pioneer  work  was  done,  the  immediate  results 
were  scanty,  and  Mr.  Collinson  returned  some- 
what disheartened  with  his  prospects  as  an 
Insurance  man.  He  met  with  encouragement, 
however,  from  the  General  Manager,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  1881  was  again  selected  to  push  the 
business  in  the  south-western  counties.  This 
venture  proved  more  successful,  and  he  was 
appointed  the  regular  district  reprnsenti^ive  of 
the  Company  for  the  counties  of  Devon  and 
Cornwall.  His  headquarters  were  first  at  Ply- 
mouth, but  on  his  marriage  in  1884  he  shifted 
them  to  Exeter,  only  quitting  it  in  1887,  on  being 
promoted  to  the  important  position  of  Manager  of 
the  Midland  Counties  District,  at  the  Birmingham 
centre.  Mr  Collinson  had  much  preliminary  wotk 
to  get  through  when  he  first  joined  this  district,  the 
new  business  having,  consequently  on  changes  in  the 
district  representatives,  fallen  off  very  con- 
siderably, but  Mr.  Collinson's  efforts  soon  raised 
it  to  a  higher  standard  than  it  had  ever  attained 
before.  After  four  years'  work  in  this  field  he  was 
selected  to  fill  the  still  more  important  post  of  Mana- 
ger of  the  Yorkshire  District,  where  the  Company 
has  a  very  large  and  influential  connection.

W.  J.  Jefpjbkson. 


Jefferson,  W.  J.,  Resident  Secretary  to  the 
Royal  Insurance  Company  at  their  Belfast  Branch, 
commenced  in  1863  as  a  Clerk  in  the  North 
of  Ireland  Branch  of  the  North  British  and  Mercan- 
tile at  Belfast,  at  a  time  when  Insurance  work 
was  carried  on  in  all  the  old-fashioned  semi- 
organized  fashions  now  scarcely  known  in  the 
profession.  He  remained  for  five  years  with  the 
North  British  and  Mercantile,  at  the  end  of  which 
period  he  accepted  an  appointment  as  Agent  to  the 
Scottish  Imperial  Fire  and  Life  Company,  which 
post  he  held  till  1870.

Trained 
in  the  office  of  the  well-known  Chartered  Account- 
ants, McClelland,  Mackinnou,  and  Blyth,  in  1879, 
after  passing  the  necessary  examinations,  he  was 
admitted  a  Member  of  the  Institute  of  Account- 
ants and  Actuaries  in  Glasgow.

PidduCk,  William  Gilbert,  Resident  Mana- 
ger to  the  County  Fire  and  Provident  Life 
Offices,  and  captain  of  the  County  Fire  Brigade  at 
Canterbury,  was  born  in  1825,  the  eldest  son  of 
a  farmer  and  the  descendant  of  a  long  line  of 
yeoman  freeholders  in  Kent.  Captain  Pidduck 
was  educated  at  Wye  College,  on  leaving  which 
he  became  a  Railway  Surveyor,  which  profession 
he  continued  in  until  the  inevitable  collapse  that 
followed  on  Hudson,  the  Railway  King's,  colossal 
speculations.  Finding  little  promise  of  a  livelihood 
left  from  his  first  essay,  Pidduck  then  determined  to 
go  to  sea,  and  accordingly  became  a  sailor  before 
the  mast,  in  which  sphere  of  life  he  met  with  a 
good  many  ups  and  downs.  He  then  returned  to 
Canterbury,  where  he  became  an  Agent  to  the  County 
Fire  and  Provident  Life  Offices  in  1863.  Shortly 
after  his  appointment,  a  disastrous  conflagration 
in  the  High  Street  having  shown  how  ill-equipped 
Canterbury  was  at  that  time  against  outbreaks  of 
fire,  Captain  Pidduck  set  to  work  and  formed  a 
Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  and  the  directors  of  the 
County  having  found  the  plant,  he  was  chosen  to 
command  the  Brigade.  The  usefulness  of  this 
step  was  proved  in  1872,  when,  on  the  Cathedral 
taking  fire,  it  was  only  saved  from  destruction  by 
the  prompt  and  gallant  action  of  Captain  Pidduck 
and  the  firemen  of  Canterbury,  who  thus  won  for 
themselves  a  name  which  resounded  throughout  the 
world.  Captain  Pidduck  was  not  long  before  he 
raised  his  Agency  to  the  dignity  of  a  Branch  office, 
of  which  he  was  made  Manager,  which  post  he  still 
occupies.  He  holds  several  public  appointments  in 
his  City,  notably  that  of  Clerk  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Taxes  for  the  City  of  Canterbury  and  the  borough 
of  Fordwich,  and  notwithstanding  the  thanklessness 


of  his  office,  his  invariable  readiness  to  explain  to 
and  assist  all  who  seek  his  advice  has  gained  for 
him  universal  esteem.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  St.  Laurence  Amateur  Musical  Society, 
which  has  taken  the  place  of  the  Old  Canterbury 
Catch  Club.  He  built  and  started  the  Canterbury 
Club,  now  numbering  over  400  members,  and  was 
the  introducer  of  the  telephone  into  the  City,  in 
spite  of  strenuous  opposition.  He  is  likewise  an 
author,  his  "  Babs  Oak  Will  'o  the  wisp,"  having 
been  written  to  help  the  fund  towards  the  organ 
of  his  parish  church. 


Piper,  John  H.,  is  the  Resident  Sexsretary  of 
the  Scottish  Accident  Insurance  Company  at  Bir- 
minghan.

Sceales,  AdolphUS  Edward,  Resident  Secre- 
tary of  the  Scottish  Widows'  Fund  Life  Assurance 
Society  in  Liverpool,  began  his  Insurance  career 
in  1869,  as  an  indentured  apprentice  to  the 
Standard  Life  Assurance  Company,  in  Edinburgh, 
for  five  years.

Beattie,  Robert  P.,  is  the  London  Manager 
of  the  Scottish  Legal  Life  Assarance  Society  of 
Glasgow.  Mr.  Beattie  commenced  his  Insurance 
career  in  the  service  of  the  Pearl  Life  Assurance 
Company  at  Edinburgh,  his  native  place,  where 
he  became  Assistant  Superintendent  of  that 
Company  subsequent  to  his  appointment  as 
Superintendent  to  the  same  Office  at  Dundee, 
which  district  included  Perthshire  and  Forfar- 
shire. He  retained  this  appointment  until  May, 
1885,  when  he  was  offered  and  accepted  the 
management  of  the  London,  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow  Company's  business  in  the  same  district, 
remaining  in  that  position  until  the  end  of  1886, 
when  he  returned  to  the  Pearl  Company  as 
Superintendent  at  Glasgow.  In  May,  1889,  he 
accepted  his  present  position  as  London  Manager 
of  the  Scottish  Legal,  and  the  result  of  his  work 
in  this  district  has  been  most  satisfactory  to  the 
Directors  of  his  Society* 


Brasier,  Alft'ed,  the  Bristol  Superintendent 
of  the  Royal  London  Friendly  Society,  was  bom 
at  Guildford  in  1844,  and  has  been  associated  with 
the  above  Society  for  over  twenty-six  years,  having 
started  as  Agent  in  the  Deptford  and  Greenwich 
District  In  1875,  on  his  Superintendent  being 
removed  to  Birmingham,  Mr.  Brasier  also  migrated 
there  in  the  capacity  of  Assistant-Superintendent, 
being  subsequently  transferred  to  Bristol,  with 
full  power  to  appoint  agents  and  develop  the  dis- 
trict independently  of  the  then  Superintend^t. 
So  successful  was  he  that  on  the  removal  of  the 
Superintendent  to  another  district,  the  whole  of 
the  business  was  placed  under  Mr.  Brasier's  super- 
intendence. He  has  now  over  forty  Agents  under 
him,  and  his  own  popularity  and  perseverauice 
have  done  much  to  further  the  progress  of  his 
Society  in  the  Bristol  district.

J.  W.  Berry. 


Benson,  W.  H.,  is  the  Superintendent  to  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  for  the  Stoke-on 
Trent  District.  He  has  passed  the  whole  of  his 
Insurance  career  in  the  service  of  .that  Company, 
having  commenced  as  Agent  in  May,  1876,  at 
Ldversedge,  Yorkshire,  and  so  successful  was  he  in 
increasing  the  business  of  the  Company  that  less 
than  six  months  afterwards  he  was  promoted  to 
be  Assistant-Superintendent  at  Dewsbury.  Here 
there  had  been  little  or  no  increase  in  the  business 
during  the  two  years  preceding  his  arrival,  but  so 
energetically  did  Mr.  Benson  work  t^at,  at  the  end 
of  three  years,  he  had  fully  retrieved  the  character 
of  the  District,  and  at  the  same  time  had  qualified 
himself  for  his  further  promotion  to  the  Superin- 
tendency  of  Kidderminster.

Boden,  T.  W.,  District  Superintendent  of  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at  Bourne- 
mouth, is  a  native  of  Lancashire,  born  in  1860, 
and,  being  one  of  twelve  children,  commenced  life 
at  the  early  age  of  ten  in  a  calico-printing  works 
in  North  East  Lancashire.  He  remained  there 
till  1879,  in  the  December  of  which  year  he  took 
up  a  small  Agency  for  the  Prudential  at  Tunstall, 
in  the  Staffordshire  Potteries,  and  after  working 
there  with  considerable  success  for  eleven  months 
removed  to  Burnley  as  Agent  for  the  same  Company 
for  nearly  two  years.

Burton,  Henry  A.,  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Tunbridge 
Wells,  was  bom  in  1850  in  London,  where  his 
father  carried  on  the  business  of  a  grocer.  He 
started  canvassing  as  a  part-time  Agent  for  the 
Prudential  in  1867,  but  was  not  long  before  he 
obtained  an  appointment  as  full-time  Agent  in 
London  East,  he  then  being  only  17  J  years  old.  In 
July,  1869,  hisservices  had  pointed  him  out  as  fitted 
for  the  duties  of  Travelling  Agent,  which  post  he 
held  till  1873,  journeying  from  town  to  town  and 
residing  in  each  for  about  three  months,  opening 
them  up  and  starting  agencies  in  them.

In  1882  he  was,  in  recognition  of  his 
talents,  appointed  by  the  General  Manager  to  the 
District  Agency  at  Sheffield,  and  subsequently  in 
1883  to  the  District  Superintendency,  with  super- 
vision over  Lincolnshire,  North  Notts,  and  part  of 
Derbyshire  and  Yorkshire,  in  all  of  which 
Districts  he  has  established  the  Society's  business 
on  a  firm  and  substantial  footing.

Chadderton,  Joseph,  District  Saperintendent 
of  the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance  Society, 
was  born  at  Failsworth,  Lancashire,  in  1842. 
When  seven  years  old  he  was  apprenticed  to  a 
silk  weaver,  in  which  trade  he  continued  until  the 
age  of  twenty-two,  leaving  it  to  better  himself  by  be- 
coming a  labourer  for  a  Railway  Company.  In  this 
latter  occupation  he  remained  about  three  years, 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time  settled  atEarlstown,  and 
married.  Considering  the  disadvantages  both  of

His  next  step  was  to  be  draughtsman  to  the 
L.N.  W.R.  Company,  at  their  wagon  works,  Earls- 
town, which  position  he  retained  for  four  years, 
only  resigning  it  for  health's  sake.  He  then,  in 
January,  1872,  opened  an  Agency  for  the  Wes- 
leyan and  General  Assurance  Society,  being  then 
nearly  the  only  agent  who  devoted  his  undivided 
exertions  to  the  Society.  His  services  in  this 
post  pointed  him  out  as  deserving  his  present 
post  at  the  head  of  the  Manchester  District,  with 
control  over  more  than  100  agents.  Mr.  Chadder- 
ton  resides  at  Eccles,  where  he  is  a  Member  of  the 
Local  Board  of  Health.  He  has  been  the 
recipient  of  several  testimonials  to  his  worth  and 
ability  from  all  with  whom  he  has  been  associated. 

ChallengfeP,  B-,  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Worthing,  was 
bom  near  Bristol  in  1860,  and  at  the  age  of  ten 
went  to  work  in  a  coal  mine,  receiving  no  educa-

tion  but  that  which  he  found  time  to  acquire  at 
his  own  expense  of  time  and  money.  When  seven 
teen,  however,  with  a  view  to  improving  his  very

CanO)  Refifinald,  the  District  Superintendent 
of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Newport,  was  born  in  1865,  and  has  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Company  since  1874,  when  he  com- 
menced as  Collector  in  Windsor,  under  the  London 
General  Superintendent.  His  energy  in  this 
capacity  was  rewarded  by  his  promotion  to  the 
Assistant-Superintendentship  of  Gloucester  under 
his  father,  where  he  particularly  distinguished 
himself  by  the  successful  unearthing  and  defeat  of 
a  considerable  amount  of  fraud  on  the  part  of 
many  of  the  Collectors  in  that  District.

Chlek,  William  H.,  District  Manager  of  the 
Liverpool  Victoria  Legal  Friendly  Society  for 
Sunderland  and  District,  was  born  at  Bristol  in 
1846,  and  went  to  sea  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  where 
he  remained  till  1873.  He  then  started  as 
canvasser  for  the  Liverpool  Victoria  Legal 
Friendly  Society  at  Liverpool  in  1874,  where  he 
built  up  a  large  book  and  became  Tester  for  Liver- 
pool District.  In  November,  1878,  he  removed  to 
Cardiff  to  open  out  that  district,  which  was  at  the 
time  doing  a  very  small  business,  but,  thanks  to 
Mr.  Chick's  exertions,  before  he  left  it  for  Oxford, 
Cardiff  was  the  largest  collecting  district  in  Wales 
or  West  of  England,  excepting  Bristol.  In 
November,  1887,  at  the  request  of  the  head  of  the 
Agency  Department,  Mr.  Chick  moved  to  Oxford 
to  open  up  the    counties  of    Oxfordshire    and 


Buckinghamshire,  and  during  his  first  year  of 
work  there  effected  a  large  increase  in  the  business 
of  his  new  district.  In  August,  1890,  he  was 
appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Management 
Manager  for  Sunderland  and  District,  where  he 
has  now  put  everything  into  thorough  working 
order ;  indeed,  under  his  auspices  the  Sunderland 
employes  are  very  sanguine  of  restoring  their 
District  to  the  position  which  it  formerly  held  of 
the  leading  district  of  the  North. 


Clarke,  E.  0.,  is  the  Superintendent  at  Brixton 
of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limited. 
He  has  been  in  the  service  of  this  Company  for 
some  years,  and  has  a  very  important  district 
under  his  charge,  which  he  works  with  great 
success. 
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K.  S.  Close. 


Close,  Richard  Shepherd,  the  District  Super- 
intendent of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company  at  Rochdale,  was  bom  at  Claughton,  in 
Lancashire,  in  1848,  and  spent  his  early  years  at 
work  on  a  farm,  but  not  finding  farming  congenial 
work  he  migrated  at  the  age  of  eighteen  to 
Accrington,  where  he  was  engaged  in  various  em- 
ployments till  1872.  He  then  made  the  acquaint- 
ance of  an  agent  of  the  British  Workman's  Assur- 
ance Company,  who,  after  having  given  him  some 
business  under  himself  for  a  little  while,  in  which 
Mr.  Close  acquitted  himself  with  credit,  introduced 
him  to  his  Superintendent,  who  in  his  turn 
appointed  him  the  Company's  Agent  for  Rochdale. 
Mr.  Close  was  then  a  complete  stranger  to  the 
district,  and  the  Company  itself  was  very  young 
and  comparatively  unknown,  but  Mr.  Close  suc- 
ceeded in  opening  the  district,  and  after  a  few 
years' single-handed  work  was  made  District  Agent 
with  the  supervision  of  two  small  Agencies,  and 
the  responsibility  of  preparing  the  accounts  for  the 
Superintendent's  inspsction.

Cogun,  E.  p..  District  Superintendent  for  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  for  Cork 
and  Munster,  was  born  in  the  suburbs  of  Cork,  a 
farmer's  son,  and  at  an  early  age  removed  into 
that  city  with  his  father,  who  set  up  in  business 
as  a  flour  merchant.  In  1882  Mr.  Cogan  became 
agent  for  a  Dublin  Society,  and  was  only  engaged 
in  that  capacity  for  twelve  months  when  he  was 
appointed  District  Manager,  a  proof  of  the  great 
interest  which  he  took  in  Insurance  business  from 
the  first.  On  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company  opening  a  Branch  Office  in  Cork,  Mr. 
Cogan  was  so  impressed  by  the  wisdom  and 
prudence  of  their  programme  that  he  resigned  his 
District  Managership  to  take  up  an  Agency  for 
the  newly-arrived  Company,  a  distinct  sacrifice  on 
his  part,  but  one  which  he  has  never  had  cause  to 
regret.  After  serving  as  Agent  for  only  two  years 
he  was  promoted  to  be  District  Agent,  which  was 
followed  in  another  two  years  by  the  further 
promotion  to  his  present  District  Superintendency, 
which  took  place  on  the  1st  of  January,  1890.

CowpePy  J.  J.,  District  Superintendent  for 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Edinburgh,  was  born  in  1866  in  the  mining  vil- 
lage of  Dunaskin,  Ayrshire,  and,  after  receiving 
his  education  at  the  village  school,  commenced 
work  at  the  age  of  twelve  in  the  ironworks  of  the 
locality.  Seeing  no  prospects  for  himself,  however, 
in  this  eraplojrment,  he  removed  with  his  parent's 
consent  to  Glasgow,  where  he  found  work  in  a 
furniture  warehouse,  at  the  same  time  attending 
evening  classes  with  a  view  to  improving  his  educa- 
tion ;  and  taking  up  amongst  other  things  elocu- 
tion, he  received  a  certificate  in  that  subject,  and 
gave  some  very  successful  recitals  in  the  principal 
halls  of  Glasgow.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  had 
already  insured  his  life  in  the  Prudential,  and  his 
attention  being  thus  turned  towards  Insurance  he 
thought  of  applying  to  the  British  "Workman's  for 
an  ALgency,  which  post  he  obtained  and  worked 
with  considerable  success ;  and  in  a  very  short 
time  he  was  promoted  to  be  Superintendent  to  the 
Company  at  Glasgow.  Here  he  remained  for 
three  years,  and  in  spite  of  the  obstacles  put  in  his 
way  by  the  various  strikes,  both  at  the  ironworks 
and  on  the  railways,  he  succeeded  in  doing  an  ex- 
cellent business.  He  was  at  the  end  of  the  above 
period  removed  to  his  present  post  at  Edinburgh, 
where,  in  spite  of  the  new  difficulties  occasioned 
by  the  different  ground  on  which  he  has  to  work, 


of  more  leisured  in  lieu  of  working  classes,  he  looks 
forward  to  a  success  equal  to  that  obtained  at 
Glasgow. 


Collins,  Georgfe,  the  District  Superintendent 
at  Penzance  for  the  Wesleyan  and  General 
Assurance  Society,  was  born  in  Birmingham  in 
1852,  and  entered  the  service  of  the  Society  before 
he  was  eleven  years  of  age  as  office  boy  in  the 
Head  Office.  Here  he  passed  through  the  whole 
routine  of  the  office,  acquiring  a  thorough 
experience  in  every  branch  of  the  work,  and 
eventually  rose  to  the  position  of  Chief  Clerk  of 
the  jQnancial  and  issuing  department  of  the 
Society.  Unfortunately,  his  assiduous  attention 
to  his  duties  caused  a  breakdown  in  his  health, 
and  his  doctor  having  advised  his  removal  to  a 
more  southern  district,  the  General  Manager  and 
Board,  recognising  his  value,  very  generously  sent 
him  down  to  Penzance,  first  as  Agent  on  his  full 
former  salary,  and  when  it  proved  advisable  for 
him  to  remain  in  Cornwall,  created  the  Superin- 
tendency  of  the  same  District  on  purpose  for  him. 
Mr.  Collins  has  always  been  most  popular  amongst 
his  colleagues,  and  on  his  leaving  the  Head  Office 
was  presented  with  a  handsome  album  containing 
the  photographs  of  the  staff,  together  with  a  fine 
collection  of  books.

Dash,  W.,  Superintendent  of  the  Somerset  Dis- 
trict to  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company, 
is  a  native  of  Penzance,   born  in   1854.       At 
the  age  of  seventeen  he  went  into  business  with 
his  father,  and  continued  in  the  same  till  1880, 
when  he  entered  into  the  Insurance  businew,  in 
which  he  had  already  acquired  a  slight  experience 
by  introducing  new  clients  to  other  Agents,  taking 
his  first  Agency  with  the  Prudential  Assurance 
Company  at  Taunton.      This  he  held  for  nine 
months,  during  which  time  he  met  with  a  very 
fair  success :  he  then  removed  to  the  Penzance 
District  and  took  up  another  Agency  there  for  the 
same  Company.      While  there  he  heard  that  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  required 
a  Superintendent  for  their  Somerset  District,  and 
having  applied  for  the  post,  received  the  appoint- 
ment in  1881.

Davey,  F*  E.  R.,  Superintendent  of  the  Bristol 
District  of  the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assoranoe 
Society,  commenced  his  career  at  an  early  age  in  the 
office  of  a  well-known  Bristol  Solicitor,   where  he 
remained  for  four  years,  during  which  time   he 
acquired  a  good  deal  of  knowledge  that  has  been 
very  useful  to  him  in  his  subsequent  career.    He 
then  took  to  journalism,  and  was  for  nearly  twenty 
years  engaged  on  the  staff  of  the  Western   Daily 
Prens,     In  1880,  the  Directors  of  the  Wesleyan 
and    General    being   desirous    of  filling  up  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of  the  Society's 
representative  at  Bristol,  Mr.  Davey  was  selected 
to  be  their  Agent,  and  did  much  in  that  capacity 
to  work  up  the  Industrial  business  of  the  Society, 
before  that  time  scarcely  attempted,  the  principal 
transactions  baring  been  in  the  Ordinary  uid 
Sickness    Departments.     In    1882   Mr.   Davey's

Davis,  RichaFd,  is  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Stoke  District  of  the  British  Workman's  Assur- 
ance Society.  He  commenced  work  for  the 
Company  in  a  small  way  in  the  autumn  of  1881 
at  Choriey,  Lancashire,  and  on  migrating  thence 
to  Liverpool,  made  application  for  a  regular  agency 
in  the  latter  town,  getting  fairly  to  work  as  a 
recognised  Agent  in  the  early  part  of  1882,  and 
with  such  success  that  two  years  later  he  had 
achieved  a  weekly  debit  of  £7  10s.,  which,  in 
the  following  year,  he  had  increased  to  £9,  while 
the  arrears  represented  twice  that  debit.  At

Deavin,  Walter  J.,  District  Superintendei  t 
of  the  British  "Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Swindon,  is  the  son  of  the  Rev.  C.  Deavin,  n 
Baptist  minister,  and  was  bom  at  Winchester  in 
1846.  He  received  his  education  at  Southsea, 
whither  his  father  had  removed  at  the  time,  and  in 
1858,  his  family  having  again  moved  to  Minchin- 
hampton,  in  Gloucestershire,  he  there  served  his 
time  as  apprentice  to  the  wool-sorting  trade,  which 
trade,  together  with  that  of  a  grocer,  he  followed  till 
1877.  He  then  undertook  the  post  of  Agent  to 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Stroud,  and  proving  very  successful  in  working  up 
a  hitherto  very  small  business  to  one  of  consider- 
able profit  to  his  Company,  he  was  hi  1890 
promoted  to  be  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the 
Stroud  Sub-district.

Dodd,  6.  6.)  Superintendent  of  the  Brighton 
District  of  the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance 
Society,  was  bom  at  Portsmouth,  where  his  father 
was  in  business  for  over  33  years,  in  1850.  Mr. 
Dodd  himself  began  life  as  a  compositor,  and  first 
became  connected  with  the  Society  in  1878  as  a 
half-time  Agent,  and  succeeded  so  well  that  he 
was  persuaded  by  his  Superintendent  to  throw  up 
his  profession  and  take  to  the  Insurance  business 
entirely.  In  1879  he  was  sent  to  open  South- 
ampton single-handed  as  District  Agent,  and 
though  he  had  to  contend  with  the  difficulties  of 
the  Society  being  unknown  and  there  being  many 
rivals  already  in  the  field,  he  worked  to  such 
purpose,  still  alone,  that  he  eventually  established 
the  Society  on  a  firm  basis  in  the  district  after 
nine  months'  work,  at  last  obtaining  the  assistance 
of  two  sub- Agents.

DobinSOD,  T.,  District  Superintendent  of  the

Drake,  J.  W.,  District  Superintendent  of  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at  Shef- 
field, is  a  native  of  Leeds,  where  he  began  life  as 
a  shoemaker,  but  having  taken  up  a  spare-time 
agency  for  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company,  he  found-  the  work  so  comparatively 
profitable  that  he  determined  to  abandon  his  for- 
mer trade,  and  having  sold -his  tools,  so  as  to  avoid 
any  risk  of  temptation  to  return  to  it,  devoted 
himself  to  Agency  work  in  its  entirety.  This  was 
in  the  September  of  1875,  and  though  he  met 
with  some  rebuffs  at  first  from  the  people  amongst 
whom  he  canvassed,  he  persevered,  and  it  was  not 
long  before  he  began  to  find  his  efforts  crowned 
with  success ;  his  book  growing  both  in  size  and 
quality,  the  bad  payers  dropping  out  and  the  good 
being  left,  till  he  ultimately  had  the  satisfaction 
of  gaining  more  from  his  agency  than  he  had  ever 
gained  from  his  workshop.  In  1 878,  the  Manager 
of  the  Company  having  decided  on  making  Shef- 
field a  District,  after  two  other  Superintendents 
had  been  tried  there  and  failed,  Mr.  Drake  was 
offered,  and  accepted,'the  post.  When  he  took  up 
his  new  duties  there  was  only  one  spare-time  agent 
in  the  district,  but  so  energetically  has  Mr.  Drake 
worked  that  he  now  has  a  very  large  staff  of 
Agents  under  him  with  a  constantly-increasing 
weekly  Industrial  debit,  and  a  fair  amount  of 
general  business  as  well.  He  has  also  opened  up 
for  his  district  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Bamsley, 
Chesterfield,  Claycross,  Glossop,  Gainsborough, 
Retford,  Worksop,  <fec.  Mr.  Drake  is  a  Primitive 
Methodist,  and  has  done  much  towards  promoting 
the  spread  of  that  connexion  in  Sheffield,  being 
Circuit-Steward  for  that  district.  He  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Ecclesfield  School  Board,  to  which 
he  was  elected  without  even  the  intervention  of  a 
Committee.

Ellison,  H.,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Liver- 
pool District  of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company,  has  had  a  very  varied  career,  and  is  a 
thorough  example  of  what  perseverance  and  a 
dogged  determination  to  get  on  can  effect  in  spite 
of  almost  every  disadvantage.  He  was  bom  at 
Lancaster,  the  son  of  a  working  engineer,  in  1852, 
and  had  very  little  education  during  his  boyhood, 
being  taken  away  from  school  when  only  nine 
years  old  to  gain  his  livelihood  in  various  capaci- 
ties, as  office  boy  at  the  Royal  Insurance  Com- 
pany's Branch  Office,  as  a  printer's  devil,  and  as 
apprentice  to  a  silk  dresser.  He  then  served 
in  a  paint  shop  for  some  years,  eventually 
rising  to  be  warehouseman.  During  this  last 
period  he  set  himself  diligently  to  fit  himself  for 
the  position  of  a  clerk,  and  attended  evening  classes 
at  the  Mechanics'  and  other  Institutes,  receiving 
at  the  same  time  much  assistance  from  his  father 
in  his  mathematical  studies,  and  likewise  teaching 
himself  shorthand.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one,  Mr. 
Ellison  obtained  a  clerkship  in  Messrs.  Copestake's 
warehouse  in  London,  where  he  remained  four 
years,  leaving  it  for  another  clerkship  in  an 
Engineering  establishment,  but  he  not  long 
afterwards  was  thrown  adrift  again  by  the  failure 
of  the  firm.

EmmerSODy  Henry,  Superintendent  of  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  for  the  South 
District  of  Liverpool,  was  bom  at  Misterton, 
Nottinghamshire,  in  1852,  and  spent  the  first 
twenty-four  years  of  his  life,  first  as  a  farmer  and 
then  as  a  coal  miner,  till  in  1876,  desiring  to  enter 
the  Wesleyan  Ministry,  he  accepted  a  lay  preacher- 
ship  near  Hastings,  in  which  capacity  he  was  very 
successful.  Here  he  met  with  an  Agent  for  the  Star 
life  Office,  who  persuaded  him  to  try  for  an  Agency 
with  that  Company,  in  which  attempt  he  failed. 
In  the  following  year,  however,  he  was  offered  an 
Agency  at  Burley-in-Wharfedale  by  the  Pruden- 
tial Superintendent  at  Harrogate,  which  having 
accepted  he  succeeded  so  well  that  his  Superinten- 
dent on  his  removal  to  Leeds  nominated  him  to 
be  his  Assistant,  giving  him  charge  of  the  I>eeston 
Hill  Section.

EvanSi  J.  Cymry,  is  General  Superintendent 
to  the  South  Wales  jDistrict  of  the  British  Work- 
man's Assurance  Company.  He  began  Insurance 
business  in  1875  as  Agent  to  the  Mutual  Pro- 
vident Alliance  Assurance  Company,  which  he 
successfully  represented  for  eighteen  months,  when 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  District  Agent  or 
Superintendent  for  South  Wales.  During  his 
tenure  of  this  post  some  unfortunate  disagreement 
arose  between  himself  and  one  of  the  home  officers 
of  the  Company,  which  forced  Mr.  Evans  to  the 
decision  that  it  would  be  better  to  send  in  his 
resignation,  which  accordingly  he  did,  after  four 
years'  faithful  service  ;  but  the  Directors  having 
duly  discussed  the  matter,  they  offered  him  pro- 
motion to  the  rank  of  Inspector  if  he  would 
remain  with  them.  This  offer  he  accepted,  and 
held  his  new  office  for  twelve  months,  at  the  close 
of  which  he  became  District  Manager  for  the  City 
Life  Assurance  Company  ;  and  this  post  he  again 
held  for  two  years,  when  the  unsatisfactory  pro- 
gress of  the  Company,  which  has  since  ceased  to 
exist,  determined  him  to  sever  his  connection  with 
it.  He  now  applied  to  the  British  Workman's 
Assurance  Company  for  an  appointment  as  District 
Superintendent,  and  having  obtained  it,  set  to 
work  to  build  up  a  large  and  progressive  business. 
When  Mr.  Evans  first  began  work,  the  Company 


was  unknown  in  South  Wales,  and  he  had  a  hard 
uphill  task  to  establish  a  connection  for  it,  but 
his  indefatigability  proved  irresistible,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  first  year  his  weekly  debit  was  £30, 
His  subsequent  success  has  been  correspondingly 
great,  and  indeed  is  considered  by  his  brother 
officers  to  be  unprecedented,  the  whole  of  it  being 
of  course  attributable  to  his  personal  energy  and 
persistency.

Filey,  near  Scarborough.  He  then  commenced  as

as  being  a  rising  coal,  pottery,  and  glass-bottle, 
making  centre. 


Green,  Thomas,  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Halifax 
was,  prior  to  embarking  in  Assurance  work. 
Manager  in  a  grocery  and  drapery  business  at 
Garforth,  near  Leeds,  which  he  left  to  start  as  an 
Agent  to  that  Company  at  Harrogate  in  1877.

W.  Greknhalgh. 


Greenhalgrh,  W.,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Bolton  District  of  the  British  Workman's  Assur- 
ance Company,  is  a  native  of  New  Mills,  Derby- 
shire, whence  he  came  into  Lancashire  at  the  agfe 
of  eight  years  to  earn  his  livelihood.  At 
fourteen  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  block  printer,  but 
by  the  time  he  had  served  his  apprenticeship  the 
trade  had  depreciated  so  much  that  he  determined 
to  make  a  fresh  start  in  something  else.  Having 
shortly  afterwards  obtained  an  introduction  to  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company's  Manches- 
ter Superintendents,  he  now  commenced  his  Insur- 
ance career  as  Agent  for  the  Company  in  Bolton, 
in  June,  1877.  He  began  work  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage, being  a  complete  stranger  in  the  town, 
and  his  success  was  so  poor  that  he  was  more 
than  half  inclined  to  give  up  the  business,  an  in- 
clination which  all  but  became  conviction  when,  a 
short  time  after  his  arrival,  a  strike  was  begun  in 
the  town  which  lasted  for  several  weeks,  and 
ruined  even  the  little  business  that  he  had  yet  got 
together.  However,  he  lingered  on  till  the  end  of 
the  strike,  and  then  at  last  his  prospects  gradually 
improved.  Finding  things  not  so  hopeless  as  he  had 
tirst  thought,  he  set  to  work  in  real  earnest,  and 
by  September,  1881,  had  obtained  a  membership 
of  nearly  3,000.  By  this  time  Mr.  Greenhalgh 
had  several  sub-agents  under  him,  and  he  was

accordingly  promoted  to  the  position  of  Assistant 
Superintendent,  his  sub-agents  becoming  Agents  of 
the  Company,  Bolton  being  constituted  a  Sub^iis- 
trict  under  Manchester  ;  but  business  now  became 
so  prosperous  that,  in  1886,  on  the  death  of  the 
senior  Manchester  Superintendent,  it  was  raised  to 
a  District,  with  Mr.  Greenhalgh  in  sole  chai^of 
it.  Since  then  the  business  has  increased  fourfold  in 
every  department,  the  Industrial  members  number- 
ing at  present  between  30,000  and  40,000.  Mr. 
Greenhalgh  is  a  thorough  example  of  his  own 
belief  that  single-heartedness  in  one's  profession 
is  the  only  key  to  success  in  Insurance  work. 


Griggs,  W.,  is  the  Superintendent  to  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  for  the  Ber- 
mondsey  District.  He  commenced  work  in  April, 
1878,  as  an  Agent  to  his  present  Company  at 
Walworth,  and,  though  at  that  time  an  entire 
stranger  in  London,  succeeded  in  building  up  a 
large  and  prosperous  business.  At  the  end  of  six 
years,  in  1884,  his  diligence  was  rewarded  by  his 
appointment  to  an  Assistant  Superintendency  in 
the  Yauxhall  District,  where  he  remained  for 
nearly  another  six  years,  till  January,  1890,  when 
he  was  further  promoted  to  his  present  Superintend 
dency  of  the  Tanneries  District 
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Charles  Stephen  Quest. 


Guest,  Charles  Stephen,  the  District  Super- 
intendent of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Ck)mpany  at  Penzance,  after  receiving  a  good 
education,  commenced  his  business  career  with  the 
Trade  Protection  Society  of  London  at  their 
Branch  Office  in  Bristol.  He  remained  two  years 
with  this  firm,  and  then  obtained  an  appointment 
with  Messrs.  John  Lysaght,  of  Bristol  and  Wolver- 
hampton, which  appointment  he  relinquished  to 
enter  the  Chief  Offices  of  the  British  Workman's 
Assurance  Company  at  Birmingham.

Haines,  W.,  is  the  District  Agent  of  the  Liver- 
pool Victoria  Legal  Friendly  Society  at  Leyton- 
stone,  E.  He  commenced  his  Insurance  career  at 
the  end  of  1882,  when  he  entered  the  service  of 
the  Integrity  Assurance  Society,  since  defunct. 
Aifter  two  and  a-half  year's  experience  in  the 
business,^  however,  he  resolved  to  make  a  change, 
and  his  choice  of  an  office  having  fallen  on  the 
Liverpool  "Victoria  Legal,  he  commenced  as  a 
Collector  for  that  Society  in  1885.

R.  P.  Hill. 


Hill,  Ralph  P.,  District  Manager  to  the  Bolton 
Branch  of  the  Liverpool  Victoria  Legal  Friendly 
Society,  is  a  native  of  Bolton,  and  commenced  life 
as  a  filecutter,  becoming  first  connected  with  the 
above  Society  in  1877  as  a  Canvasser  and  Col- 
lector. Starting  with  a  blank  book  he  worked  for 
two  years,  at  the  same  time  carrying  on  his  own 
trade,  but  at  the  end  of  that  time,  seeing,  by  the 
success  he  had  already  achieved,  that  a  good  busi- 
ness was  to  be  done  in  his  District,  he  abandoned  file- 
cutting  altogether,  and  devoted  his  attention  solely 
to  Insurance.

Holland,  C.,  the  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance  Society 
at  Hanley,  began  at  Crewe  in  1881,  when, 
as  an  agent,  in  twenty  months  he  introduced  some 
sixteen  hundred  members,  which  brought  him 
prominently  before  the  Directors  and  General 
Manager,  who  in  1883  promoted  him  to  the 
Hanley  District.  Here  also  he  has  been  eminently 
successful,  gathering  around  him  a  very  fine  staff 
of  Assistants  and  Agents,  and  i-eporting  splendid 
increases  from  year  to  year,  raising  the  quarterly 
income  from  £204  to  £2,800  in  nine  years.

Hunt,  John,  is  the  District  Superintendent  to 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Aston.  Mr.  Hunt's  connection  with  the  Company 
dates  back  twenty-four  years,  he  having  com- 
menced business  as  Agent  in  1867.  He  worked  in 
that  capacity  for  eight  years,  when  in  1875  he  was 
made  Superintendent,  and  at  once  proceeded  to 
open  up  a  number  of  dLstricts  and  large  towns  for 
the  Company  ;  amongst  these  being  Burton,  Derby, 
Leicester,  Nottingham,  Banbury,  Leamington, 
Coventry,  Walsall,  Ilednesford,  and  many  others, 
from  some  of  which  towns  the  Company  now 
receives  a  splendid  debit.

In  1873  he  was  promoted  by  his 
Company  to  the  post  of  Assistant-Superintendent, 
and  removed  to  Newton  Abbot,  Devonshire  ;  the 
counties  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  being,  at  that 
time,  under  the  supervision  of  one  Superintendent 
and  three  Assistant-Superintendents.  Mr.  Jenkin 
was  so  successful  in  performing  the  duties  of  his 
new  post  that,  in  December,  1875,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  responsible  position  of  District 
Superintendent,  and  removed  to  a  district  in  the 
Western  Counties  ;  subsequently  returning  to  the 
Southern  Counties  division,  where,  in  September, 
1880,  the  Exeter  District  was  placed  under  his 
control,  which  position  he  held  for  nearly  ten 
years.  In  1890  he  removed  to  the  South  Midland 
Division  as  Chief  Superintendent  in  the  Glouces- 
ter District.  His  career  has  been  marked  by 
continuous  ability  and  success ;  and,  it  is  needless 
to  say,  that  the  Prudential  has  a  very  large  business 
in  his  district.  Mr.  Jenkin,  who  is  an  enthusiastic 
adherent  of  the  Temperance  cause,  and  a  local 
preacher  in  one  of  the  Methodist  bodies,  is 
universally  recognised  as  a  man  of  remarlmUe 
zeal,  energy  and  self-reliance.

Jenkin,  Samuel  Williams,  Superintendent  of 

the  Camborne  (Cornwall)  District  of  the  Pruden- 
tial Assurance  Company,  was  born  at  Redruth  in 
1839,  and  commenced  life  in  his  father's  business, 
that  of  a  master  tradesman.  In  1867,  having 
removed  to  Camborne,  he  became  Agent  to  the 
Ordinary  Branch  of  the  Prudential,  not  being 
willing  to  undertake  the  Industrial  Branch,  but  in 
the  following  year,  on  the  inducement  of  his  Super- 
intendent, he  undertook  business  for  that  Branch 
also.

Leak,  Tom  LaWSOn,  the  District  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at 
Greenwich,  was  bom  at  Birmingham  in  1852,  and 
having  left  school  at  the  age  of  fifteen  became 
junior  clerk  to  a  firm  of  brokers  at  Lloyds.  Here  he 
acquired  so  intimate  a  knowledge  with  the  details 
of  the  work  that  he  was  made  head  book-keeper 
at  the  aga  of  eighteeen.  Three  years  later,  having 
come  into  possession  of  a  legacy,  he  left  London  to 
set  up  in  business  in  Cardiff  on  his  own  account, 
but  though  he  at  first  succeeded  fairly  well,  a  long 
strike  and  bad  trade  eventually  compelled  him  to 
give  his  business  up,  and  return  to  London  in 
search  of  a  situation.

'  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  in  1876,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-five.  Starting  with  no  business 
at  all,  he  gradually  built  up  so  substantial  a  obn- 
nection  that  at  the  end  of  five  years  he  was 
appointed  Assistant-Superintendent  in  Buty, 
lAncashire.  Here  he  continued  his  former  success 
for  another  three  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
his  services  had  pointed  him  out  for  further  pro-

Hannlll^,  W^  is  the  District  Superintendent 
at  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Wesleyan  and 
General  Assurance  Society.  Mr.  Manning  com- 
menced his  Insurance  work  in  the  year  1878,  when 
having  some  leisure  time  from  the  other  work  on 
his  hands,  and  having  a  constitutional  dislike  of 
being  idle,  he  applied  for  and  was  appointed  to  the 
post  of  agent  to  the  Society  in  Crewe.  Having 
made  a  good  commencement,  and  finding  the  work 
to  his  taste,  and  his  further  progress  tolerably 
well  assured,  at  the  end  of  only  six  months  from 
his  first  appointment  to  his  Agency,  he  determined 
to  devote  his  entire  energy  to  the  Insurance 
business  alone,  and  so  successful  was  he  in  his 
efforts,  that  during  the  next  three  years  he  had 
built  up  a  most  valuable  Agency  for  his  Society. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  he  was  offered  and 
accepted  the  position  of  Assistant-Superintendent 
to  the  Liverpool  District  Manager,  after  holding 
which  position  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  he 
was,  in  1883,  appointed  to  take  the  full  charge  of 
the  Liverpool  district.  It  has  been  since  Mr.

Mason,  W.  H«,  District  Superintendent  to  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at  Glou- 
cester and  Cheltenham,  commenced  as  a  clerk  in 
the  Issue  Department  of  the  Wesleyan  and  General 
Assurance  Society's  Head  Office,  in  Birmingham,  in 
1883,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  Accounts 
Department,  first  taking  charge  of  one  of  the  smaller 
and  afterwards  being  promoted  to  the  charge  of  one 
of  the  largest  of  the  Society's  Districts.  Towards  the 
end  of  1890,  he  applied  for  an  Assistant  Superin- 
tendentship,  but  having  failed  in  his  application, 
which  was  a  somewhat  exceptional  one  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  Society's  affairs,  he  offered 
his  services  to  various  other  companies,  and  at 
length,  in  February,  1891,  succeeded  in  obtaining 
an  appointment  as  Superintendent  for  the  British 
Workman's  Assurance  Company,  at  Gravesend. 
In  December  of  the  same  year  he  was  offered  the 
more  important  District  of  Gloucester  and 
Cheltenham,  which  position  he  now  holds. 
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D.  Matthews. 


Matthews,  D.,  District  Superintendent  to  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Gloucester, 
started  as  an  Agent  for  that  Company  at  Ponty- 
pool,  in  1872,  with  a  clean  book,  but  his  success 
there  resulted  in  a  request  from  his  Superinten- 
dent to  remove  to  Abergavenny  to  work  up  an 
Agency  there,  subsequently  removing  to  Aber- 
came,  Neath,  Monmouth,  and  Bristol,  successively, 
at  all  of  which  places,  though  the  business  of  the 
Company  had  till  then  been  languishing,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  establishing  it  on  a  firm  footing.  He 
then  returned  to  Abercarne,  but  had  not  been 
long  there  before  he  was  oflFered  and  accepted  an 
Assistant-Superintendency  at  Uanelly,  Carmar- 
thenshire, where  he  met  with  very  considerable 
success.  Thence  he  went  to  Tredegar,  and  after  a 
few  years  as  A^ssistant-Superintendent,  was  again 
promoted  to  be  Superintendent  at  Ludlow,  where 
his  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  his  District 
was  very  soon  enlarged.  Soon  afterwards,  how- 
ever, he  was  transferred  to  the  Weston-super-

His  next  appointment  was  to 
the  Nuneaton  District,  whence,  after  three  years 
of  further  success  he  was  transferred  to  his  present 
District.  Mr.  Matthews  is  devoted  to  the  Pru- 
dential's cause,  so  much  so  that  he  has  trained  up 
three  sons  and  a  son-in-law  to  follow  in  his  foot- 
steps. One  of  them  is  a  Superintendent,  and  the 
otheis  Assistants  to  the  Company. 


John  McCulloch. 


HcCuIloeh,  John,  Resident  Manager  to  the 
Royal  Liver  Friendly  Society  at  its  Branch  Office 
at  Bradford,  commenced  his  career  in  the  Insur- 
ance profession  in  the  service  of  the  Scottish  Legal 
Assurance  Society,  at  the  small  town  of  Ballymena^ 
in  Ireland,  in  1872.  There  he  remained  for  two 
years,  at  the  end  of  which  period  he  had  given  so 
much  satisfaction  to  his  Directors  by  the  energy 
and  ability  which  he  had  displayed  in  the  exercise 
of  the  duties  hitherto  allotted  to  him,  that  they 
transferred  him  to  England  to  put  him  in  charge 
of  their  Widnes  District.  He  did  not,  however, 
remain  very  long,  after  his  removal  from  Ireland, 
in  the  employment  of  the  Scottish  Legal  AssuranclB

DOKALD  MgOrEOOB. 


McGregfOr,  Donald*  District  Agent  of  the 
Scottish  Legal  Life  Assurance  Society  at  Dundee, 
is  a  very  old  supporter  of  that  Society,  and  in 
1882  took  an  active  part  with  other  influential 
persons  in  his  present  District  to  endeavour  to 
reform  the  management,  which  was  at  that  time 
showing  symptoms  of  weakness.  With  the  help 
of  other  Districts,  Mr.  McGregor  and  his  frienck 
succeeded  in  their  object ;  and  having  been  elected 
a  Delegate  at  the  first  meeting  held  under  the 
new  rules,  he  was  at  the  first  meeting  of  Delegates 
at  Glasgow,  in  1883,  elected  a  Member  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  which  position  he  held  till 
1885.  In  the  July  of  that  latter  year  Mr. 
McGregor  was  requested  by  the  Board  c^  Manage- 
ment to  undertake  the  charge  of  the  Agency  of 
his  present  District,  which  request  he  complied 
with,  and  has  remained  in  the  same  post  ever 
since.  The  business  of  the  District  has  progressed 
under  Mr.  McGregor's  superintendence  to  a  very 
great  extent,  that  gentleman  enjoying  the  full 
confidence  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  the

Moon,  John,  Agency  Inspector  to  the  Head 
Office  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  is  the 
son  of  one  of  the  most  successful  Industrial  Assur- 
ance Agents  in  this  country,  Mr.  John  Moon,  who 
afterwards  continued  his  success  as  Superintendent 
over  Lancashire,  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire, 
Hull  and  Sheffield,  and  Lincolnshire,  so  that  Mr. 
Moon  himself  enjoyed  an  unique  early  training 
and  experience.  He  assisted  his  father  with  his 
books  when  a  mere  schoolboy,  and  in  the  winter 
of  1859,  his  father  falling  ill,  he  was  entrusted  with 
some  of  his  collecting  work.  This  he  did  so  well 
that  he  was  entrusted  with  regular  collecting 
work  at  a  very  early  age.  At  one  time  he  was 
apprenticed  to  a  leading  Lancashire  Doctor  with  a 
view  to  taking  a  medical  degree  and  so  ensuring  a 
good  stand  in  the  business,  but  his  father's  health 
becoming  weak,  he  had  to  abandon  this  idea  to 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  a  co-partnership  in 
the  business,  which  soon  led  to  his  formal  appoint- 
ment to  the  Superintendency  of  half  of  the 
District,  bub  still  in  conjunction  with  his  father. 
In  1871  the  joint  business  had  grown  so  large 
that  Mr.  Moon  removed  to  Preston  as  his  centre, 
where  he  remained  nearly  twelve  years,  at  the  end 
of  which  time  he  was  appointed  to  his  present  post, 
and  relieved  of  the  wear  and  tear  which  he  had 
undergone  so  long  of  working  so  hard  a  District. 
Mr.  JVIoon's  success  has  been  chiefly  in  the  fact  of 
his  having  always  worked  on  high  commercial 
principles.  He  has  always  been  a  great  favourite 
with  his  Agents  and  other  subordinates,  and  is 
devotedly  attached  to  his  Company. 


James  Moon. 

Moon,  James,  District  Inspector  to  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Liverpool, 
began  his  connection  with  the  Insurance  business 
at  a  very  early* period  of  his  life,  his  late  father, 
Mr.  John  Moon,  having  been  intimately  connected 
with  the  Prudential  Assurance  from  the  beginning 
in  1848,  and  having  opened  out  most  of  the  districts 
in  Lancashire,  Yorkshire,  and  the  bordering  dis- 
tricts, so  that  he  may  be  said  to  have  been  bred  in 
the  atmosphere  of  Insurance.  Mr.  Moon  has 
only  served  in  one  Insurance  Office,  namely,  the 
Prudential,  during  the  whole  of  his  time,  having 
entered  its  service  in  1874  in  the  Preston  (Lan- 
cashire) Office.  Not  long  after  this  he  was  admitted 
as  an  associate  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries,  and 
leaving  business  for  a  time  he  betook  himself  to 
London,  in  order  that  he  might  study  for  the 
examinations  of  that  Institute.  He  soon  returned 
to  Preston  to  take  a  more  active  part  than  he  had 
hitherto  taken  in  the  office  there.  He  subsequently 
removed  to  the  position  of  Assistant-Superin- 
tendent at  Manchester,  until  the  year  1880,  when 
he  was  promoted  to  be  Superintendent  of  the  Man- 
chester District.  The  years  following  this  appoint- 
ment proved  very  gratifjdng  to  Mr.  Moon  and 
his  Company,  the  premium  income  of  the  latter 
increasing  by  rapid  strides.  On  the  occasion  of  Mr. 
Moon's  marriage  in  1882  the  agents  of  his  district 
presented  him  with  a  gratifying  address  of  con- 
gratulation. Subsequently  the  Manchester  District, 
owing  to  its  rapid  growth  both  in  extent  and  busi- 
ness, was  divided  into  five  superintendencies,  and 
Mr.  Moon  received  the  appointment  of  Inspector, 
taking  charge  of  the  new  District  Office  opened  at 
Liverpool,  which  is  now  his  headquarters.

John  Mooefield. 


Hoxey,  S.  6.,  is  the  Superintendent  at  Bristol 
of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limited, 
which  position  he  has  occupied  for  upwards  of  twelve 
years.  Mr.  Moxey  has  been  in  the  service  of  the 
Prudential  for  twenty-six  years,  having  represented 
it  in  Devonshire  and  Kent  before  taking  the 
Bristol  district ;  in  fact,  he  is  one  of  the  oldest  of 
the  Company's  Superintendents,  and  in  conse- 
quence is  valued  and  trusted  as  all  old  officials  are 
sure  to  be  if  they  do  their  duty.  In  Bristol  the 
Prudential  has  over  one  hundred  agents  and  a 
good  staff  of  assistants,  and  the  many  promotions 
from  their  ranks  to  various  parts  of  the  country 
show  their  efficiency  and  ability. 


Moorfield,  John,  the  District  Superintendent 
of  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Warrington,  spent  the  early  years  of  his  life  in 
hard  work,  commencing  when  he  was  only  eight 
years  old.  He  thus  had  to  get  what  education  he 
could  in  the  few  hours  that  he  could  snatch 
between  his  long  periods  of  work,  but  nevertheless, 
his  perseverance  and  industry  were  so  far  success- 
ful, that  for  fourteen  years  previous  to  his  entering 
the  Insurance  profession,  he  was  carrying  on  a  very 
projBtable  business  as  a  Contractor.  His  Insurance 
career  commenced  in  1888,  with  an  Agency  for 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Society  at  Run- 
corn and  Widnes,  with  a  small  salary  and  a  most 
chaotic  state  of  affairs  in  the  Sub-District.  So 
great,  however,  was  the  energy  with  which  he 
approached  his  work,  that  in  t«iro  years  he  had 
reduced  the  state  of  chaos  to  one  of  order  and 
progress,  and  he  was  rewarded  by  his  Directors 
with  the  appointment  to  his  present  post.

HuSirroye,  William,  District  Superintendent 
to  the  ^British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Oldham,  is  a  native  of  Oldham,  whence  he  went 
to  America,  in  1866,  remaining  there  for  nearly 
ten  years.  On  his  return  to  England  he  was 
persuaded  to  undertake  an  Agency  for  the  Refuge 
Assurance  Company,  and  after  encountering  many 
difficulties  at  the  outset,  he  succeeded  in  getting 
together  a  certain  amount  of  business,  and  was 
eventually  appointed  District  Superintendent  at 
Derby.  Here  he  remained  for  nearly  four  years, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  he  returned  to  Oldham, 
where  he  set  up  as  a  Commission  Agent  on  his 
own  account.  After  eighteen  months  in  this 
capacity  he  accepted  an  ofter  in  1883  from  the 
British  Workman  Assurance  Company  to  act  as 
Agent  for  them  under  Manchester,  and  having 
built  up  a  very  considerable  business  for  the  Com- 
pany, he  was  promoted  first  to  be  Assistant- 
Superintendent  under  Manchester,  and,  on  the 
establishment  of  Oldham  as  a  separate  District,  to 
his  present  post  as  Superintendent.

After  three  years  service,  during 
which  he  received  rapid  promotion  in  the  office,  he 
was  removed  to  Accrington  as  additional  Assistant, 
where  he  so  distinguished  himself  by  the  energy 
which  he  displayed  in  his  work,  though  he  was 
considerably  handicapped  by  a  strike  of  cotton 
operatives  which  took  place  in  1883,  that  after 
another  three  years,  on  the  promotion  of  the  chief 
Assistant,  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.

Parker,  H„^  is  the  Superintendent  at  Sheffield 
of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limited. 
Mr.  Parker's  whole  career  as  an  Insurance  man  has 
been  occupied  in  the  service  of  the  Prudential. 
Entering  the  Company's  service  as  Agent  at  Ely, 
in  1869,  he  sufficiently  evidenced  his  usefulness 
there  to  justify  his  promotion  to  the  post  of 
Assistant-Superintendent  at  Northampton,  in 
1873.  Since  then  he  has  acted  in  the  superior 
capacity  of  Superintendent  in  the  districts  of 
Boston,  Nottingham,  and  London  respectively, 
and  in  1888  was  removed  to  his  present  position 
at  Sheffield,  since  which  time  the  rate  of  increase 
has  been  doubled.  Mr.  Parker's  success  is  un- 
doubtedly in  a  great  measure  due  to  his  happy 
faculty  of  ingratiating  himself  with  all  those  who 
have  the  pleasure  of  serving  under  him. 


Patrick,  J.  A.,  the  General  Superintendent  for 
the  City  of  Birmingham  and  District  for  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company,  was 
born  in  Leeds  in  1847,  and  for  the  first  twenty-six 
years  of  his  life  worked  as  an  engineer,  being  elected 
in  his  twenty-sixth  year  President  of  the  Leeds 
Branch  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Engineers. 
However,  just  at  that  time  he  took  up  his  first 
Agency  for  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Com- 
pany, and  since  then  he  has  never  earned  a 
sovereign  outside  Insurance  work.  Starting  in 
Leeds  as  Agent  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  pro- 
fession without  any  business,  in  three  and  a-half 
years  he  had  worked  up  a  business  in  which  there 
were  1,300  policy-holders,  and  which  at  that  time 
was  the  largest  book  that  had  ever  been  made  in 
Yorkshire.  This  success  pointed  him  out  to  his 
Directors  as  a  fitting  man  for  a  Superintendent- 
ship,  and  accordingly,  in  1877,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Hull  District.  Hull  up  to  that  date  had 
been  one  of  the  Company's  failures  :  so  much  so

that  two  Superintendents  had  already  given  it  up 
in  despair,  and  Mr.  Patrick's  appointment  might 
almost  be  regarded  as  a  forlorn  hope.  When  he 
first  took  up  the  District  it  had  only  132  members, 
paying  an  annual  premium  of  £54  9s.  lOd.,  but 
Mr.  Patrick  brought  with  him  an  energy  and  a 
thorough  confidence  in  his  mission  that  had  never 
been  put  into  the  work  before ;  and  by  his  judicious 
choice  of  agents,  his  untiring  perseverance,  his 
honest  convictions,  with  power  of  imparting  them 
to  others,  of  the  worth  of  the  Company,  and 
his  firmness,  tempered  with  judicious  kindness 
towards  all,  opponents  or  subordinates,  with 
whom  he  was  brought  into  contact,  succeeded 
in  restoring  animation  to  the  almost  inanimate 
District,  to  the  extent  that  in  May,  1889, 
when  he  resigned  his  Superintendency  to 
transfer  his  services  elsewhere,  the  number  of 
members  had  increased  to  19,-Ul,  and  the 
annual  premium  income  to  £10,591  15s.  8^d.  In 
1887  he  was  presented  by  the  Agents  of  his 
District  with  an  oil-painting  of  himself,  as  a  mark 
of  their  esteem  and  appreciation  of  his  merits.  In 
May,  1889,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Soath 
Birmingham  Superintendency,  and  since  then  his 
success  has  even  exceeded  that  which  he  had 
previously  enjoyed,  making  the  largest  increase  in 
the  annual  premium  of  the  weekly  department  of 
any  of  the  Birmingham  Offices,  besides  very  con- 
siderable ones  in  the  month 'y  and  yearly  depart- 
ments as  well.  He  has  got  a  fine  staff  together 
to  work  under  him,  and  has,  as  in  his  former 
District,  won  their  thorough  confidence.  Mr. 
Patrick  attributes  all  his  success  to  a  carfefol 
study  of  the  principles  of  Life  Assurance,  and 
makes  a  rule  of  reading  all  the  current  literature 
on  the  subject,  especially  the  Insurance  Magazines; 
his  experience  being  that  the  majority  of  fryJares 
as  Agents  and  Superintendents  is  owing  to  a

Phillips,  J.,  is  the  Superintendent  for  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company,  Limited, 
at  Hereford.  Mr.  Phillips  has  been  very  success- 
ful in  the  Insurance  business,  and  the  district 
under  his  charge  is  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition. 


Peel)  J.  W.,  District  Manager  of  the  Liverpool 
Victoria  Legal  Friendly  Society  at  Gloucester, 
began  as  a  Canvasser  for  an  Insurance  Agent  in 
1873,  and  as  soon  as  he  became  of  age  took  up  an 
Agency  on  his  own  account  for  the  Prudential  in 
his  native  town  of  Halifax.  He  removed  thence 
to  Dewsbury,  and  was  subsequently,  in  1879, 
appointed  Assistant  Superintendent  at  York.

Richard  Pischis. 


Pilkingrton,  J.,  the  District  Superintendent  for 
the  British  Workman's    Assurance   Company   at 
Nottingham,  was  born,  in  1844,  at  Rising  Bridge, 
near    Haslingden,    Lancashire,    and    commenced 
life  at  the  early   age  of  seven  as  a  half-timer  in  a 
mill   at  Rawenstall,   whither   his  parents  had  re- 
moved,  continuing   the  same   life  at  Accrington, 
where  they  again  moved   to   in   1854.     He  com- 
menced  Insurance  work  in   1872,  at  the  instance 
of    a    friend,    for    a    Society    which     has    since 
ceased  to  exist,  and   afterwards  at  Bolton  for  the 
Refuge,  whence  he  removed  to  Burnley,  still  as  a 
Canvasser,  till   1876.      He   had  long  wished   to 
become  a  full  Agent,  and  now  he  obtained  a  post 
as  such  to  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Com- 
pany,   under  the   Accrington  Superintendent,  in 
which  capacity  he  continued  for  four  years,  and,  at 
the  end  of  that  time,  had  built  up  such  a  large  busi- 
ness that  he   was  made  Assistant-Superintendent 
and  divided  his  work  amongst  several  Agents.

Reynolds,  J., ^Superintendent  of  the  Newry 
District  for  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company, 
was  bom  in  1 846  at  Greenwich,  and  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  early  youth  on  the  Continent, 
whither  he  was  sent  to  study  for  the  medical  pro- 
fession. After  the  Franco-German  war,  he  re- 
turned to  his  parents,  who  had  now  removed  to 
Dublin,  but  owing  to  family  misfortunes  he  found 
himself  not  in  a  position  to  resume  the  career  for 
which  he  had  been  originally  intended.  In  1873 
he  married  and  removed  to  the  South  of  Ireland, 
and  it  was  while  there  that  in  1874  his  connection 
with  the  Prudential  commenced  by  his  taking  up 
an  Agency  in  the  town  of  Wexford.

Riley^  Joseph,  District  Inspector  of  the  Pru- 
dential Assurance  Company  at  Birmingham,  was 
born  at  Stockport^  and  comes  from  a  good  old 
Cheshire  family,  more  than  once  celebrated  in  the 
annals  of  that  county.  Mr.  Riley's  Insurance 
career  commenced  in  1863  in  connection  with  the 
Prudential,  first  as  an  Agent,  but  in  a  very  short 
time  being  promoted  to  a  Superintendency  in 
London.  Here  he  remained  for  several  years, 
winning  golden  opinions  from  his  Directors  by  his 
fidelity  and  energy,  so  much  so  that  on  their 
i-esolving  to  open  out  Ireland  as  a  field  of  opera- 
tions, they  selected  him  as  the  most  fitting  officer 
to  undertake  the  management  of  the  scheme.

Roberts,  A.  J.,  the  District  Superintendent  for 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Halifax,  was  bom  in  1832,  and  from  the  age  of 
ten  to  that  of  forty-three  followed  the  business  of 
a  mechanic  both  in  England  and  America.  In 
1 874  he  undertook  a  part-time  Agency  at  Leeds  for 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company,  and 
about  a  month  after  this  first  essay  adopt^  the 
Insurance. business  as  his  real  profession.  At  that 
time  the  Company  was  still  young,  and  he  had  to 
make  a  start  quite  from  the  bottom  of  the  ladder 
without  even  having  any  business  given  him,  but

Rot>ertS,|Edward,  Superintendent  of  the  Truro 
District  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company, 
commenced  work  in  1869  as  Agent  to  the  Prudential 
for  Cornwall,  being  nearly  the  first  Agent  ap- 
pointed by  the  Company  in  Cornwall.  So  successful 
was  he  in  building  up  a  business  out  of  what  had 
been  nothing  that  at  the  end  of  1870  he  was  put 
in  charge  of  the  Cornwall  District  as  Assistant 
Superintendent,  and  on  the  post  being  changed 
into  a  Superin tendency  in  1874  he  was  naturally 
chosen  to  fill  it.  Commencing  with  a  staff  of

He  is  a  Member  and  has  been  returned  constantly 
ttaoppmed  to  the  Town  Council  of  Truro,  and  is 


Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  establishment 
of  a  new  Cemetery.  He  is  a  little  over  fifty  yean 
of  age. 

Royle,  Georgre,  F.R.6.S.,  the  District  Manager 
of  the  Liverpool  Victoria  Friendly  Society  for 
Bedfordshire,  Cambridgeshire,  and  Hertfordshire, 
is  a  native  of  Lancashire,  where  he  was  bom  in 
1860.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
present  position  he  had  for  many  years  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Society,  and,  havinc^  worked  his  way 
up  gradually  from  being  a  Clerk  in  a  District  Oflice, 
had  only  just  been  appointed  Manager  to  the 
West  Middlesex  District  when,  on  the  Committee 
requiring  a  good  man  to  work  up  the  almost  hope- 
less District  of  Bedfordshire  and  Cambridgeshire, 
their  choice  fell  on  him  as  being  the  most  likely  to 
effect  an  almost  impossible  task.

J.  T.  RoscoE. 


ROSCOe,  J.  T.,  is  the   District  Superintendent 
for  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Leeds,  to  which  post  he  was  appointed  in  December, 
1874.     At  that  time  the  Company  was  not  doing 
a   very   large   business    in   the   District,    but  so 
energetically  did  Mr.  Roscoe  work  that  by  the  end 
of  1882  it  had  quadrupled,  and  at  Mr.   Roscoe's 
suggestion  the  Directors  saw  tit  to  make  Bradford 
and  Halifax   into  separate    Districts,    Wakefield 
following  suit  a  few  years  later,  owing  to  the  still 
continuing  increase  of  business.    Mr.  Roscoe,  who 
is  still  in  the  forties,  can  be  said  without  doubt  to 
have  achieved  his  great  success  through  his  per- 
sonal    courtesy    and   power   of    hard    work :    he 
respects  his  Agents  and  they  respect  him.

Roscoe,  J.  W.  B.,  District  Superintendent  for 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
York,  was,  previous  to  commencing  his  Insurance 
career,  engaged  in  an  accountant's  ofQce  at  Leeds, 
the  experience  he  gained  there  afterwards  proving 
of  great  service  to  him  in  the  Audit  Department 
of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  British  Workman's 
Assurance  Company,  which  he  first  entered  in 
1882.

Satterford,  R.>  the^District  Superintendent  of 
the  [British  AVorkman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Plymouth,  was  born  in  1845,  and  commenced  his 
connection  with  the  Company  as  Agent  in  Devon- 
shire, his  native  county.  In  August,  1878,  he 
was  appointed  Agency  Inspector,  which  office  he 
held  for  nearly  six  years,  during  that  time  exhibit- 
ing unflagging  energy  in  the  performance  of  his 
work,  travelling  all  over  the  United  Kingdom,  as 
he  was  then  the  only  Inspector,  and  earning  the 
full  conGdence  of  his  Board  of  Directors.  In  the 
month  of  February,  1884,  Mr.  Satterford  resigned 
his  post  of  Inspector,  and  was  at  his  own  request 
appointed  Superintendent  of  Agents  for  the  Stock- 
ton-on-Tees District,  where  he  remained  for  two 
years,  doing  good  work  in  the  appointment  of  new 
good  men  and  cleaning  or  clearing  the  weed  out 
of  the  district.  In  the  December  of  1 885  he  received 
an  invitation  from  the  Managing  Director  to  take 
charge  of  the  Plymouth  District,  the  reason  given 
being  that  he  was  a  Devonshire  man,  and  was 
likely  to  be  of  great  service  there,  the  district 
having  hitherto  never  been  a  success.  Mr.  Satter- 
ford met  with  very  disheartening  forebodings  from 
the  people  whom  he  found  in  his  new  District,  but 
so  well  did  he  labour  that  though  on  his  arrival, 
in  1886,  the  industrial  weekly  debit  amounted  to 
only  £36,  in  1890  it  had  increased  to  £109,  and  a 
fairly  good  standard  has  been  attained  as  well  in 
the  ordinary  yearly  business.  Mr.  Satterford  has 
been  the  recipient  of  a  testimonial  and  address  from 
his  present  staff. 


N.  Shaw. 


Shaw,  Nelson,  the  Jersey  District  Superinten- 
dent to  the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company 
began  his  Insurance  work  in  1876  as  Agent  to  a 
Company  doing  a  local  business  in  the  Channel 
Islands.  Most  of  the  larger  Assurance  Companies 
were  then  well  established  there,  and  in  December, 
1881,  he  opened  the  District  for  the  British  Work- 
man's Assurance  Company,  commencing  his  duties 
as  part-time  Agent,  but  three  months  later  chang- 
ing them  to  those  of  full-time  Agent.  He  now  put

,  Shimmell,  W.  J.,  is  the  Superintendent  for  the 
British  Workman's  Assurance  Company,  Limited, 
at^Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Mr.  Shimmell  commenced 
his  Insurance  life  as  Agent  for  the  following 
Companies  in  Burton-on-Trent : — British  Work- 
man, The  United  Kingdom  Temperance  and 
Greneral  Life  Office,  Westminster  and  Commercial 
Fire  Offices.  He  was  presented  by  the  Good 
Templars  and  Temperance  Societies  of  Burton  with 
an  illuminated  address  on  his  promotion  to  be 
Superintendent  at  Huddersfield  in  February, 
1889  ;  and  in  February,  1890,  he  was  again  pro- 
moted to  the  District  Superintendency  of  New- 
castle-on-Tyne. 


Shaw,  George,  District  Manager  for  the  West 
of  Scotland  for  the  Liverpool  Victoria  Friendly 
Society,  is  a  native  of  Liverpool,  where  he  was 
born  in  1856.  He  commenced  his  career  in  the 
Insurance  profession  as  an  office  boy  in  the 
Economic  Assurance  Society,  from  which  position 
he  rose  to  that  of  Clerk,  and  five  years  afterwards 
left  the  Economic  to  enter  the  service  of  his 
present  Company.

Slee,  James,  District  Manager  for  Norfolk  of 
the  London,  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Assurance 
Company,  was  bom  in  1850  at  Combe  Martin,  and 
commenced  his  Insurance  career  in  1875  at  Swansea, 
as  a  Canvasser  for  the  Swansea  Royal  Society. 
Leaving  this  position  he  removed  to  South  Molton, 
Devonshire,  and  took  up  a  spare-time  Agency  for 
the  Pearl,  which  he  held  till  1880,  though  in  the 
meantime  offered  an  Assistant  Superintendency  at 
Barnstaple.

Smith,  William,  District  Superintendent  for 
the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Bath, 
was  born  at  Coniston  Cold,  Skipton-in-Craven, 
Yorkshire,  in  1855,  subsequently  residing  for  some 
years  at  Bramley,  near  Leeds,  and  at  Bradford. 
After  six  years'  service  in  the  mercantile  office  of 
Gilson  Homan  and  Co.,  he  became  engaged  as 
Cashier  and  afterwards  as  Manager  in  the  Com- 
mercial Department  of  the  Bradford  Daily  Tele- 
graphy where  he  remained  for  more  than  five  and 
a-half  years.  Acting  under  the  advice  of  the 
present  District  Superintendent  to  tiie  Prudential 
in  West  London,  Mr.  William  Hillier,  he  decided 
to  sever  his  connection  with  that  paper,  and 
became  an  Agent  for  the  Prudential  in  Bradford, 
in  June,  1883.  In  July,  1884,  he  was  made  an 
Assistant  Superintendent  in  the  same  town,  and 
remained  in  that  capacity  until  March,  1889,  when 
he  was  appointed  as  Superintendent  to  his  present 
district,  in  which  city  he  has  since  met  with 
marked  success. 


Stredder,  J.  C,  District  Superintendent  to  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Bolton,  comes 
of  an  old  Lincolnshire  family,  but  was  himself 
bom  near  Dublin  in  the  year  1851,  where  his  father 
held  an  appointment,  and  lived  there  during  his 
early  boyhood.  His  parents,  however,  returning  to 
England,  he  was  placed  at  Liverpool  College, 
where  he  remained  till  he  was  seventeen,  receiving 
a  sound  commercial  and  classical  education,  which 
h\\&  been  of  great  use  to  him  in  after  life.  He 
started  in  the  Insurance  profession  soon  after 
leiiving  school  in  connection  with  the  Prudential,

and,  working  his  way  up  through  all  grades,  was  in 
1874  appointed  Assistant  Superintendent  at  Bolton, 
then  a  Sub-district  to  Manchester,  to  work  up  the 
business,  which  he  did  to  such  good  purpose  that  in 
1878  his  industry  was  rewarded  by  his  promotion 
to  the  Chief  Superintendentship  for  the  Banx)w- 
in-Furness  and  Lancaster  District,  he  being  the  first 
Superintendent  ever  stationed  there.  There  he  again 
proved  a  great  success,  and  his  name  is  still  re- 
membered as  an  incentive  to  emulation  to  all 
Insurance  men  in  that  district.  He  afterwards  acted 
as  Superintendent  of  the  North  Liverpool  and  the 
Crewe  and  Northwich  Districts  successively,  still 
continuing  his  former  triumphant  progress ;  and 
in  1883,  on  his  old  Sub-district  Bolton  being  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  a  District,  he  returned  to 
take  charge  of  the  business  whose  seeds  he  had 
sown,  and  which  had  in  the  meantime  increased 
to  a  gigantic  extent.  Since  that  time  he  has  for 
two  years  running  had  the  honour  of  standing 
tirst  on  the  Company's  list  of  Superintendents  for 
increase  in  his  District  of  Industrial  Premiums. 
Mr.  Stredder  is  energetic,  with  plenty  of  tact,  a  good 
organiser,  and  a  firm  though  always  kind  ofiicer  to  his 
subordinates,  and  is  deservedly  respected  by  them, 
while  at  the  same  time  they  know  that  when  in 
difficulty  they  can  always  go  to  him  for  help.  In 
these  virtues  lies  the  secret  of  his  success.  He  is 
now  one  of  the  oldest  Superintendents  in  the 
Prudentiars  service.  He  takes  a  leading  part  in 
local  affairs,  and  in  1889  was  elected  a  Councillor 
for  the  West  Ward  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Bolton,  the  metropolitan  ward  of  the  Borough,  in 
which  capacity  he  has  more  than  once  distinguished 
himself  on  behalf  of  his  fellow-townsmen.

Syers,  William,  is  Manager  of  the  London 
Branch  of  the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance 
Society.  Mr.  Syers  commenced  his  Insurance 
life  when  a  mere  youth,  and  has  been  connected 
with  the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance 
Society  for  over  fifteen  years,  his  first  appointment 
with  the  Society  being  that  of  Superintendent  of 
the  Cheshire  District,  after  which  he  took  charge 
of  the  Liverpool  Office,  still  retaining  his  former 
District.  He  remained  at  that  latter  post  until 
ten  years  ago,  when  he  was  appointed  to  his 
present  post,  and  has  done  much  since  to  exten- 
sively develop  the  Society's  London  business. 

Sproul,  A.,  the  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Pearl  Life  Assurance  Company  at  Greenock,  is 
a  native  of  Renfrewshire,  and  entered  the  service 
of  the  Pearl  in  1885.  He  received  the  whole  of 
his  Insurance  training  under  the  able  tuition  of 
Mr.  Mackay,  the  General  Superintendent  to  the 
Pearl  for  Scotland  and  the  North  of  Ireland,  to 
whom  he  acted  as  District  Superintendent  at 
Glasgow  for  some  time  before  his  appointment  to 
his  present  post.

A.  A.,  the  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Wesleyan  and  General  Assurance  Society  at 
Chatham  and  Rochester,  began  his  Insurance 
career  and  his  service  with  the  Wesleyan  and 
General  simultaneously,  commencing  as  Agent  at 
Southampton  in  1881.  So  soon  as  in  1882  he  was 
selected  to  open  out  the  City  of  Salisbury  for  the 
Society,  and  his  success  there  marked  him  as  fit 
to  undertake  the  Assistant  Superintendency  of 
the  Chatham  District  in  February  of  1883,  his 
further  promotion  to  the  District  Superintendency 
following  in  the  May  of  the  same  year.

Tait,  William,  District  Superintendent  to  the 
Pearl  Life  Assurance  Company  at  Glasgow,  was 
born  in  Caithnessshire  in  1863,  and  received  his 
early  education  in  the  Stemster  Public  School  and 
completed  it  at  the  Free  Church  School,  Thurso. 
In  May.  188.?,  he  went  to  South  Wales  and  soon 
after  joined  the  Pearl  Assurance  Company  at 
Cardiff,  where  he  remained  till  1887,  when 
he  was  appointed  Assistant-Superintendent  in 
charge  of  the  Company's  business  in  Merthyr. 
Three  months  later  he  was  appointed  Super- 
intendent of  that  District,  which  included 
Brynnmawr,  Tredegar,  and  Ebbw  Vale,  and  after 
a  successful  career  of  three  years  was  trans- 
ferred to  Manchester,  where  he  remained  until 
November,  1891,  leaving  it  to  take  up  his 
present  post.

He  commenced 
his  Insurance!  career  in  Preston,  where  he  had 
previously    taken    part    in  many  of    the    chief 
philanthropic     movements   of     the    District,    as 
representative  of   his  present   Office.      He  soon 
succeeded  in  opening  up  a  large  business  for  the

Society.     He  was  rewarded  by  his  promotion  to 
his  present  rank,  while  at  the  same  time  he  was 
publicly  thanked  by  his  Directors  and  presented 
with  a  handsome  testimonial  from  his  Staff.     Mr. 
Towers  takes  an   active  part  in  all  the  philan- 
thropic movements  of  his  District,  which  has  in  a 
great  way  assisted  towards  his  success. 


W.  H.  Tucker. 

Tucker,  W.  H.,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
North  London  District  of  the  British  Workman's 
Assurance  Company,  is  a  native  of  Devonport. 
In  1881,  when  working  for  Messrs.  Henry  S. 
King  and  Co.,  Cornhill,  he  was  induced  by  Mr. 
Bates,  then  Branch  Manager  for  the  British 
Workman's  Assurance  Company  in  London,  to 
start  as  an  Agent  for  the  Company.  When  Mr. 
Tucker  first  commenced,  his  business  was  very 
much  scattered,  embracing  the  districts  of  Totten- 
ham, Holloway,  Islington,  Kilbum,  Fulham,  and 
Putney,  and  he  recalls  with  some  pride  the  fact 
of  his  sometimes  having  had,  after  canvassing 
and  collecting  diligently  throughout  the  day,  to 
walk  seven  miles  to  regain  his  home  in  the  Old 
Kent  Road ;  but  he  nevertheless  persevered,  and 
at  the  end  of  two-and-a-half  years  his  list  had  at- 
tained to  the  very  creditable  size  of  over  1,000 
members,  with  an  annual  premium  of  over  £500. 
At  the  end  of  1883  he  was  appointed  District 
Agent  for  the  North  of  London,  and  from  then  to 
the  August  of  1887  his  membership  roll  increased 
to  over  3,000,  with  an  annual  premium  of  over 
XI, 500.  ^t  that  latter  date  he  became  Superin- 
tendent of  the  district.  His  list  of  members  now 
numbers  nearly  7,000  names,  with  annual  premium 
of  nearly  J&4,000.

Mr.  Tucker's  great  difficulty  when 
he  first  started  lay  in  the  comparative  obscurity 
of  his  Company  in  London,  and  it  is  in  no  slight 
degree  owing  to  his  exertions  that  it  has  emerged 
from  that  obscurity  and  is  now  so  widely  known, 
as  the  above  results  abundantly  testify,  while 
there  is  still  every  reason  to  suppose  that  Mr. 
Tucker's  future  exertions  will  be  as  successful  as

A.  H.  Vkrnall, 


Vernall,  A.  H.,  is  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Rotherhithe  District  for  the  Prudential  Assurance 
Company.  He  commenced  work  for  the  Company 
in  1^76  as  Agent  in  the  South-East  of  London, 
and  after  three  years  of  successful  work  was  pro- 
moted to  an  Assistant  Superintendency  at  Rother- 
hithe. In  1884  he  was  further  promoted  to  the 
post  of  Superintendent,  being  transferred  in  his 
new  capacity  to  Dorchester.  There  he  remained 
till  1887,  when  he  was  again  removed  to  Tunbridge 
Wells,  eventually  returning  to  his  former  scene  of 
operations  at  Rotherhithe  in  1890. 


Vincent,  S.  J.»  the  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Pearl  Assurance  Company  in  Cornwall,  com- 
menced as  Assistant  Superintendent  in  the 
Plymouth  District,  whence  he  was  successively  and 
rapidly  promoted   to    the    Newton    Abbot    and

Torquay,  the  Poole,  and  the  Bournemouth  Dis- 
tricts. In  September,  1887,  the  Directors  of  the 
Pearl  wishing  to  develop  the  Truro  District, 
embracing  nearly  the  whole  of  Cornwall,  Mr. 
Vincent  was  removed  thither  to  succeed  Mr 
Cock,  who  had  been  Superintendent  of  the  dis- 
trict for  10  years,  and  since  then  the  result  has 
been  even  beyond  their  expectations.  Cornwall 
being  a  county  of  small  population  and  low  wages, 
it  could  hardly  be  expected  to  be  worked  at  any 
great  profit,  but  so  unflagging  has  been  the  energy 
with  which  Mr.  Vincent  has  worked  himself ,  and 
so  judicious  has  been  his  selection  of  agents,  that 
his  District  for  the  quarter  ending  June,  189 1 ,  was 
second  on  the  Company's  books  for  increase  in 
premium  income.  Mr.  Vincent  is  held  in  the 
highest  respect  and  esteem  of  all  his  Agents,  who 
in  1890  presented  him  with  a  handsome  marble 
clock  as  a  testimonial 
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T.  Wann. 

Wann,  Toni)  the  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  Stiriing,  com- 
menced his  Insurance  career  in  the  service  of  that 
Company  in  1874  in  the  town  of  Leicester,  and 
in  a  very  short  time  was  made  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent. Soon  afterwards  he  was  transferred  to 
Nottingham,  and  having  in  both  places  given  good 
evidence  of  his  working  powers  he  was  again 
transferred  to  London,  in  which  more  important 
position  he  continued  all  his  former  success.  He 
was  then  sent  to  Northampton  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, a  District  which  was  at  that  time  a 
source  of  considerable  trouble  to  the  Company  by 
reason  of  the  desertion  of  the  former  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  five  of  his  Agents  who  left  for 
America,  but  Mr.  Wann  soon  settled  the  difficulty, 
and  succeeded  in  placing  the  district  on  a  better 
footing  than  it  had  ever  been  on  before.  In  the 
following  year  he  accepted  the  Superintendency 
of  the  Boston  District,  and  though  he  found 
absolutely  no  business  worth  speaking  of  on  his 
arrival  there  he  succeeded  in  making  it  a  most 
profitable  one.  He  was  appointed  to  his  present 
District  in  1889,  and  since  then  has  done  much  to 
improve  it  for  his  Company  in  spite  of  its  small 
extent.  Mr.  Wann  is  an  energetic  and  business- 
like man  in  all  his  habits,  and,  though  of  retiring 
habits,  is  in  great  request  for  many  public  posts. 
In  1891,  he  was,  much  against  his  will,  pressed  to 
stand  for  the  Stirling  School  Board,  and,  though  a 
stranger,  was  elected  with  the  greatest  ease.  In 
the  November  of  the  same  year  he  was,  also  against 
his  wish,  nominated  for  the  Town  Council.  He 
is  a  great  advocate  of  the  Temperance  Move- 
ment, and  has  lectured  on  the  subject  all  over  his 
district. 


J.  Wardlb. 

Wardl6,  Joseph,  is  the  District  Superintendent 
for  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at  their 
Branch  Office  at  Birmingham.  He  was  born  near 
Buxton,  in  Derbyshire,  of  farmer  parents,  and 
himself  worked  on  the  farm  from  the  age  of 
thirteen  until  he  was  twenty.  He  had  thus  little 
opportunity  for  education,  but  at  the  latter  age, 
having  developed  a  decided  interest  in  Christian 
work,  he  became  a  Wesleyan  Preacher,  and  dili- 
gently set  himself  to  qualify  for  the  work  by 
making  up  the  deficiencies  in  his  education.  Wlien 
twenty-five  years  of  age  he  became  a  City  Mission- 
ary in  Manchester,  where  he  laboured  with  much 
good  effect.  His  health  compelled  him  to  resign 
his  post  in  Manchester  after  many  years  of  not 
unprofitable  toil,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Mission.  In  1S69  he  became 
Agent  for  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company  at 
Buxton,  and  consequently  has  served  that  Company 
for  twenty-three  years.  His  success  at  Buxton 
marked  him  for  promotion  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  to  the  Derby  District  under  Not- 
tingham, where  he  continued  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  in  behalf  of  his  Company,  and  two  years 
later  he  was  selected  by  his  Directors  for  a  Dis- 
trict Superintendency.  In  that  capacity  he  served 
in  Coventry,  Leicester,  and  Bradford  (Yorkshire), 
and  has  in  his  twenty-three  years'  service  con- 
tributed over  £60,000  per  annum  increase  of 
income  to  the  largely-increased  business  of  the 
Company.

West,  J-  R.i  is  the  District  Manager  at 
Sheffield  of  the  London,  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
Assurance  Company,  Limited,  which  appoint- 
ment he  has  held  for  several  years.  Mr.  West  is 
a  gentleman  of  considerable  business  experience, 
and  is  well  known  throughout  his  district. 


Warren,  James,  District  Manager  of  the 
London,  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Assurance  Com- 
pany at  Croydon,  commenced  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  as  an  Agent  to  the  Prudential  Assurance 
Company  at  Pimlico  in  1875.  Here  he  did  not 
meet  with  any  great  success  in  the  first  six  months 
of  his  work,  but  receiving  encouragement  from 
another  Agent  he  took  heart  and  persevered  till 
he  had  overcome  all  difficulties.  The  next  year 
he  left  London  to  take  up  another  Agency  for  the 
same  Company  in  Yeovil,  where  he  worked 
successfully  for  twelve  months,  subsequently 
removing  to  the  Isle  of  Wight,  where  he  remained

for  the  same  period  of  time.  He  was  then  pro- 
moted to  an  Assistant  Superintendency  at  Dublin, 
where  he  worked  for  another  year,  in  that  time 
increasing  the  business  in  his  District  threefold, 
but  was  unfortunately  compelled  to  resign  his 
post  owing  to  an  attack  of  ophthalmia,  which 
necessitated  his  leaving  Dublin.  He  then  suc-

WheelOCk,  R.,  the  Resident  Secretary  for 
Yorkshire,  at  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  London, 
Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Assurance  Company, 
began  his  connection  with  that  Company  in  the 
November  of  the  year  1882,  at  which  time  he 
became  their  Agent  at  Bromsgrove,  in  Worcester- 
shire. His  efforts  in  that  capacity  proving  fairly 
successful,  in  April,  1883,  he  was  promoted  to  a 
salaried  position,  and  six  months  later,  in  the 
November  of  the  same  year,  when  himself  only 
twenty-eight  years  of  age,  he  was  removed  to 
Birmingham  to  take  up  the  duties  of  District 
Manager  in  that  locality,  the  Company  having 
juRt  at  that  period  commenced  carrying  on 
industrial  business.

He  is 
highly  esteemed  in  Bradford,  and  his  Society  has 
in  every  way  benefited  from  his  management.  He 
comes  of  an  old  North  of  England  family,  of  which 
he  is  now  the  only  living  representative.

WilCOek,    James,    the  Superintendent  of  the 
Blackburn  District  of  the  Refuge  Assurance  Com- 
pany, is  a  man  who  has  good  reason  to  look  back 
upon  his  past  career  with  pride.      He  was  born  at 
Accrington  in  1846,   the  son  of  a  basket  maker, 
and  after  his  parents  removal  to  Blackburn,  was, 
at  the  early  age  of  eight,  apprenticed  to  his  father. 
This  naturally  put  a  stop  to  school  for  him,  but, 
determined  not  to  let  his  education  suffer  from 
that  circumstance,  he  spent  his  evenings  either  in 
home  study  or  in  attendance  at  night  classes,  and 
speedily  acquired  that  knowledge  that  had  been 
denied    to   him    through    the    more    customary 
sources  ;  gaining  especially  a  mastery  over  figures, 
which  has  been  of  the  utmost  service  to  him  in 
his  after  career.      At  the  age  of  22,  finding  that 
the  basket  trade  afforded  him  no  scope  for  his 
self-conscious  talents,  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
Refuge  Assurance  Company,  and  set  himself  with  all 
his  heart  and  soul  to  open  out  the  District.  He  was 
then,  as  now,  District  Superintendent,  but  his  work 
then  was  very  different  from  what  it  is  at  present ; 
thenhis  Superintendency  covered  a  very  modest  area, 
the  number  of  the  members  scarcely  amounted  to 
two  figures,  and  his  weekly  returns  were  hardly 
more  than  nil.  But  it  was  not  very  long  before  his 
perseverance  began  to  tell :  his  business  increased, 
his  Agents  multiplied,  and  he  was  soon  obliged  to 
form  a  large  staff  of  clerks  to  assist  him  in  his 
office.

beginning  as  it  did  in  quiet  unpretentious  premises 
in  King  Street,  it  has  since  been  twice  removed  to 
two  houses  in  Montague  Street  in  ascending  order 
of  size  and  accommodation,  and  in  May,  1890,  to 
a  spacious  building  specially  erected  for  the  pur- 
pose in  Ains worth  Street.  Mr.  Wilcock,  besides 
his  particular  post,  is  also  a  large  shareholder  and 
a  Director  of  the  Company.  In  spite,  however,  of 
his  great  professional  activity,  he  is  of  a  very 
retiring  disposition,  and  has  always  held  aloof 
from  public  life,  steadily  declining  to  stand 
for  any  municipal  or  other  public  honours,  with 
the  exception  of  a  share  in  the  management 
of  the  Nonconformist  Higher  Grade  SchooL 
He  is  generous  in  giving  to  the  deserving, 
and  in  a  true  Christian  spirit,  without  any 
parade;  a  true  and  agreeable  friend,  and  a  pattern 
employer,  considerate  to,  and  esteemed  by,  all  who 
have  the  good  fortune  to  be  under  him. 


Wilson,  John,  the  Dublin  District  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Refuge  Assurance  Company,  was  bom 
at  Whitburn,  Linlithgowshire,  in  1858,  com- 
mencing life  in  his  father's  business,  that  of  a 
Railway  Contractor.  He  commenced  in  the 
Insurance  profession  in  1880,  at  Edinburgh,  in 
the  service  of  the  Refuge  Assurance  Company, 
whence  he  was  shortly  transfen*ed  to  Dumbarton. 
Here  he  showed  so  evidently  the  sort  of  stuff  that 
he  was  made  of,  that  he  was  considered  by  his 
Directors  fit  for  promotion  to  the  post  of 
Assistant  Superintendent  at  Glasgow,  and  subse- 
quently still  further  to  that  of  Superintendent  at 
Dublin.

Wilson,  Walter,  the  Scottish  Border  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Refuge  Assurance  Company 
at  Galashiels,  is  one  of  the  youngest  Superinten- 
dents of  the  Company,  but  has,  nevertheless,  one 
of  the  best  records.  Previous  to  his  appointment 
to  that  post  he  acted  as  Assistant  in  the  Dublin 
District,  where  he  did  much  for  the  Company, 
opening  out  every  town  and  village  in  the 
south  of  Ireland,  placing  Agents  therein  and 
putting  them  all  in  good  business  order.

In  September,  1891,  he  was  presented 
by  his  Assistants  and  Agents  with  a  gold  hunting 
lever  watch  as  a  token  of  their  appreciation  of  his 
merits. 


TiioMAH  Wise. 


Wise,  Thomas,  is  the  District  Manager  of  the 
Scottish  Legal  Life  Assurance  Society  at  its  Man- 
chester Branch.  He  commenced  life^in  commer- 
cial pursuits,  and  eventually  worked  himself  up 
to  an  important  position  in  one  of  the  largest 
commercial  establishments  in  Glasgow.  This, 
however,  he  left,  in  order  that  he  might  set  up 
in  business  for  himself  as  an  Insurance  Agent 
and  Accountant,  and  having  obtained  an  appoint- 
ment from  the  Scottish  Legal  Life  Assurance 
Society  he  effected  some  very  advantageous  opera- 
tions in  its  behalf  at  Glasgow.  So  successful 
was  he,  indeed,  that  towards  the  close  of  1886 
the  Board  invited  him  to  go  to  Manchester  to 
take  charge  of  the  business  there,  since  which 
time  he  has  held  his  present  position.  During 
the  period  of  his  residence  at  Manchester  he  has 
continued  to  do  good  work  for  the  Society,  of 
which  the  Board  has  more  than  once  afforded  him 
the  gratification  of  expressing  their  approval.

Alexander  Wisely, 


Wisely,  Alexander,  is  the  District  Manager 
for  the  Scottish  Le^al  Life  Assurance  Society  at 
Nowcastle-on-Tyne.  He  began  his  Insurance 
career  for  the  same  Office  at  Aberdeen  in  1878. 
The  satisfactory  record  of  his  work  there  war- 
ranted his  promotion  to  this  important  District,  to 
which  he  was  appointed  in  1883.  Mr.  Wisely  ia 
an  active,  energetic  man,  and  transacts  a  large  and 
profitable  business  in  his  District,  and  is  univer- 
sjilly  esteemed  by  all  who  know  him,  both  for  his 
business  abilities  and  personal  worth. 


Wilkins,  C,  the  Lincoln  District  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Pearl  Life  Assurance  Company,  has

ness for  the  County  of  Kent.  His  brother  having 
taken  an  Agency  in  1853  with  the  British  In- 
dustry Life  Office,  !Mr.  Willis  followed  his  example, 
and  joined  the  staff  of  that  Company  a  few 
dionths  later.

Woods,  T.,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Leeds 
Branch  of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company,  com- 
menced his  Insurance  career  as  an  Agent  for  the 
Prudential  in  1875.

Wratten,  J.  T.i  District  Superintendent  to 
the  British  Workman's  Assurance  Company  at 
Blackburn,  first  became  connected  with  the  In- 
surance profession  by  insuring  his  own  life  when 
twenty-one  years  of  age  in  the  Briton  Life  and 
Medical  Office,  the  Local  Manager  for  which  at 
Southampton,  being  a  friend  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Imperial  Union  Assurance  Company,  per- 
suaded Mr.  Wratten  to  apply  for  the  Superinten- 
dency  of  the  South  of  England  to  the  latter 
Company.  This  he  did  in  1866,  but  not  having 
any  practical  experience  in  the  work  did  not 
retain  the  appointment  long.  However,  he  next 
became  connected  with  the  Prudential,  and  was 
one  of  the  first  Agents  whom  they  sent  to  the 
Channel  Islands.  He  then  served  as  Assistant- 
Superintendent  at  Portsmouth  and  Birmingham 
successively,  and  though  at  that  time  Insurance 
had  not  gained  the  hold  on  the  public  mind  that 
it  has  now,  he  was  very  successful  in  his  labours 
to  propagate  its  principles.  Mr.  Wratten  becanre 
connected  with  the  British  Workman's  Assurance 
Company  in  1880,  first  as  probationary  Agent  at 
Birmingham,  and  the  result  being  satisfactory,  he 
was  sent  as  Assistant  Inspector  to  Stockton-on-

Thence  he  removed,  first  to  Sunderland  and  then 
to  Leeds,  and  then  on  his  promotion  to  the  position 
of  Superintendent  to  Dundee.  From  Dundee  he 
went  to  Glasgow,  and  in  1889  took  up  his  present 
appointment  at  Blackburn,  where  he  found  much 
underhand  speculation,  calculated  to  lower  the 
reputation  of  his  Company,  but  has  already  almost 
entirely  stamped  it  out.
